euery trille, and foule contempt of law and right, did euer play a 
part. This euil growing great,manifeſt inſurretions wer mate 
againſt the ſtate, mightie and fierce armpes were rapſed againſt 


the countrep, baniſhed mẽ ſtriuing foz reſtitutiõ, oz magiſtrates 


contending among them elues, foz offices at home, oz armp a⸗ 
bꝛoade. Some there were, in power like pꝛinces, and as Ponar⸗ 
kes, made leaders of ſeditious armies:ſome would not leaue the 
armp that was deliuered them of the people: ſome without au⸗ 
thozitic, would leuie ſtraunge ſouldiers againſt their cnimics, 
ſtruung whether of the ſhould firſt get the Citie, in wozd againſt 
the cairarp facto, but in dede againft j p countrep: foz they inua- 
ded it, as an enemp. Cruell murders were vied in ſome in others 
pꝛolcriptions to deathe, baniſhinents, conſiſcations, 4 toꝛ ments 
intoller able, ſo as no kinde of crueltie was left vndone, till Corne- 
lius Hlla, one of the mightie Captaines of rebellion, fifty peares 
after Gracchus healing cuil with euil, made himſelfe a Bonarke 
fo2 a tunc:the which kinde of officers, they called Pctators, vſed 
in moſt daungerous times, and commonly giuen ouer after ſire 
monethes were ended. But 53//«,being in Teede Ciftater by force, 
perpetuail,yet in ſpeach pꝛetending to be eleaed, when he had his 


kill ol that rule alone, was the firſt man, (as J thinke) that durſt 


freely giue ouer a Tiranicall power, affirming he woulde aun⸗ 
were faꝛ his boings, tf any woulde accuſe him: and in the ſighte 
cf all ſozics, as a pꝛiuate man, many times he went to the com⸗ 
mon place, and returned home againe without hurte.

childꝛen: and ſome declared what debt they were fallen into, by 
reaſon of intereſt, ſo as there was great di{ozder, quarelling, and 
indignation among them. 

The poꝛe men onthe contrary ſide, complaine that they were 
bꝛought from god wealth, to extreme want, and thereby to decay 
of continuaunce, not being able to bꝛing vp their childꝛen. They 
ſhewed how many tymes they had bin a warfare to winne thys 
land, and myght not beare to be beceſt their publike poztio. They 
rayled on the riche, that in the ſteade of free men, Citizens, and 
ſouldiers, they had choſen bonde ſeruauntes, a generation euer 
vnkaithkull and ſlubbozne, therfoꝛe not fitte foz the warre. Thus 
the one reuiling and vpbꝛayding the other, the multitude, that ei⸗ 
ther were ofthe Romaine foundation, oꝛ of their owne gouerne⸗ 
ment, and al other, that any wapes were partakers ofthe lande, 
fearing the loTe therot, reſoꝛted togither, and were deuided wyth 
the one oz the other, and ſo being enbolded by number, they wax 
ed ſierce, ſtirring rebellion, and abiding til the law ſhould be dil⸗ 
cuſſed:the one by no mean to ſuffer it to pꝛeuailt: the other, that it 
might take place to the vttermoſt. Both ſides were ambitioullpe 
bent foꝛ the ſequele of it, and againſt the appointed day pꝛepared 
themſelues. Gracchus minde ſtode vppon a reſolution, not to fur- 
ther aboundance of riches, but the encreaſe ot men, in pzocuryng 
of the which commoditie, he muche magnifyed himſelfe, as in a 
trauell that to /cal:e could not be of moꝛe honoꝛ nd2 impoꝛtance, 
the difficuitye wherof he did not conceine. When the day of ma- 
king Lawes was come, he made a long plauſtvle P2eface,and aſs

Not taryinglog in this compariſon,as ned!eTe,he ſtreight tur⸗

ce mies, and had god hope to get the reſt of the earth, they woulds 
© nowe put al in hazarde, whether to conquer al that remayned, by

and ennie of their enimies. He ſet fozth the g:gzy and wealth of, 
the one, and the daunger and doubt. of the other. He exhoꝛted the, 
rich to regard, if it were not moꝛe fo2 their pꝛoũte ts gratifie the, 
people with land to bzing vp their childꝛe, in hope ofthe wealth, 
to come, than to ffrine foꝛ trifling matters, and to negled the , 
greater things, they haning ſuſticient recompence ol their char⸗ 
ges beſfowed, by poſſeſſion of fine hundzed acres of choyce, free | 
und certen land, and to enery of their chiidzen (if they had auyc) 
Halte ſo much: After this ſozt Cache ſpcaking much, kindling : 
the poꝛe, and other to, that ſtode vpon reaſon, rather than deſire , 
of poſſeſſion, he commaunded the Clearke to pꝛonounce the law. 
But Marcus Octauius the other Tribune, whome the poſlellioners n 
had made to reſiſt; and with the A maines being euer moze able dig 1 
to foꝛ bidde. commaunded the Clearke to filence. Then Cacchu⸗ 
greatly blaming him, deferred the Court till the next day, when, 
hauing pꝛepared a ſufficient fozce to compell oc, tcommaun⸗ 
ded the Clearke with thꝛeates to pꝛopsund the lawe to the peo- 
ple:but 0:4; fozbadde him againe, and put him to ſilẽce. Then 
the Tribnnes kell to chafing one with an other, io as the lawe 
could take no place fo2 the tumult, wherefoze the great men re⸗ 
quiredto committe their difference to the Senate. Gracchus toke 
holde of that offer, thinking everpreaſonable man tobe wylling Senn e 
with the lawe,t ranne into y Senate houſe, where being repꝛo⸗ 
ued of the rich, as among the few chicfe men in a ſtraight, he The vvords. 
ranne agayne into the comms place, and ſaydhe woulde deferre great men o a 
the tryall, till this next dayes aſſemblie,both foz the law, and fo: eh. 
the authoꝛitie of 02:44:14, and whether by oꝛder, a Tribune reſi⸗ 
king the law, mighte reteyne his office: and fo he did, at whyche 
time oclauius nothing abaſhed, made reſiſtance againe. Where- 
koꝛe Graechus put the matter ſirſte to the voyces, and when one 
company had giuen againſt ocdau ius, Gracchus turned to him, and 
pꝛaped him to leane his purpoſe, but he cared not fo2 it, and ſo 
they pꝛocæded. There was five and thirtie companies, whercof pu 54 ue 
feanentenchad giuen againſt him with greate furie, and where companies a, 
$eyghtenth ſhould haue — FR Gracchw againe 
o in 
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in the ſighte of the people, lamentably deſired him, that being in 
that daunger, he woulde not hynder ſo p2ofitable and honozable

ned. Cuintus Mummius was choſen Tribune in his place. The lawe 
Dan, ol landes was pꝛonounced, and the firlte officers appoynted ta 
Lavy of landes. ſe it executed, was Gracchus hymlelke the lawmaker, and a bꝛo⸗ 
ev tor the; ther of hys name, and Appius claudius hys father in lawe. So 
Appin Cleudiw; muche dyd the people feare, that all the laboure of the lawe 
ſhoulde ber loſt , vnleſſe Gracchus and all hys kamilie hadde the 
execution ok it. Gracchus was marucllouſly magnifyed fs; thys 
lawe, and accompanyed of the people to his houſe as a pzeſer- 
uer, not of one Citie oz Countrey, but ok all the nations of / 
realy, Thys bevng done, they that had the day, returned to the 
landes in the Countrep from whence they came foz that pur⸗ 
poſe, but they that loſt the day, remayned diſcontented, and tal 
ked that Gr«cchus ſhoulde not eſcape blame when he ſhoulde bee 
out of office, that durſt violate a Pagiſtrate of ſo greate autho⸗ 
ritie, and gyue occaſion of ſo manikeſt ſedition in 77%. Howes 
was it Sommer, and the tyme of choſing Tribunes at hande. 
It ſeemed that the ryche woulde ſo laboure, as the office ſhould 
be gyuen to ſome of Gracchus greateſt enimies. The tryall bees 
pn at hande, and hæ afrayde that he ſhoulde not be elected

Gracchus beepng thus encouraged , aſſembled 
bys parte in the nyghte, and gaue them a watchwozde to 
lyghte it out ifnede required. Then he went to the Temple 
of the Capitoll, where the election ſhoulde bee, and when the 
aſſemblie was come togyther, and he in the myddeſt of them, 
ſome of the Tribunes and the ryche men woulde not ſuffer 
the election to pzoceede foz hym : wherefoze he gane hys 
watche woꝛde, thep that were pꝛiuie to it made a greate 
ſhoute, and beganne the frap, ſome ſtode aboute Gracchrns _ 
to guarde hys perſon, ſom toze the ſeates, ſome wzang the le 
roddes and maces out of the Sergeantes handes, ſome rente 
aſunder enerye thyng , and bet the ryche menne ont of the 
place, wyth ſuche a tumulte and terroure, as all the Tri⸗ 
bunes ranne awape, and the Pꝛieſtes ſhutte the Temple 
dozes.

they vſed extrcamely euer the A⸗maine: and the Italians, yea the 
Senatours themſelues, all the Gentlemt᷑ were like Pzinces ex⸗ 
tolled, and the Senatoures like ſlaues deicced, beſide fo2th the 
Gentlemen toyning with the Tribunes in elections, to gratifye 
them againe in euery thing they would. The Senatours were Cruettie of tke 
fallen into ſo great a feare, as though the ſtate ſhould ſtreyghte * 
haue bin changed, thep only hauing the name, and the Gentleme 
the authoꝛitie, who in pꝛoceſſe ot time, did not only ouerrule the 
Denatours, but did them open ſpight againſt all lawe. They 
dealte with matters of cozruption , and felte ſo of continu- 
all gayne , as they vſed they; authozitie moze rigoꝛoullye

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and moderate! p. They bꝛought in pꝛiuie accuſours againff the 
rich, and by their faction and foꝛce ouerthꝛew the lawes of co2- 
ruption, ſo as the cuſtome of triall of iudgementes was vtterly 
ouerthzowne, and a new diſturbance concerning lawes of Jud- 
ges ſtirred vp, as like ſo long to continne as the foꝛmer. Nows 
Gracebus maketh WAS Gractu making of long high wayes in 2-aly, ſeeking there- 
veyy vyayes: hp to help the multitudes-of the laboaring men, to haue them 
ready in any enterpꝛiſe at his commaundement. He allo placed 
diuers newe in habitances, and farthermo:e ſtirred the Latine 
nation to require the freedome ot the R=mines, as a thing to pꝛo⸗ 
ture hate to the Senate, ik they ſhould denie it to that natiõ that 
was ſo nigh allied vnto them. He alſo gaue authoꝛitie to other 
Mecbos gin ern c onfederates of Ame, to giue vopces in elections, whiche might 

82 ia ele · not lo do by auntient manner, that he might haue the moꝛe helpe 
N to pꝛoture lawes at his pleaſure, foꝛ the which the Senate was 
much froubied, and tommaunded the Conſnls to make pꝛocla⸗ 
mation, that no man, vnleſle he had a right in ele ions, ſhould re⸗ 
ſozt into the Citie, oꝛ appꝛoch within fine miles of the ſame, du⸗ 
ring the time of allemble foꝛ the lawes. They perſwaded Zu ius 
Liuius Dru. Druſusthe other Tribune, to reſiſt Gracc us lawes, not makyng 
the people acquainted with it, and it was graunted, that who ſo 
deutet to ouer- Would reſiſt, ſhould not neede to ſhew cauſe thereof.

Piters thildꝛen, to pꝛouide foz the necefifie, This being thus oꝛ⸗ 
depned, the Senate lent foꝛ Oratt hus m_ Fulniwtoaunſwere fot

bridge vy1s at one man, to whome when he ſaw he ſhoulde be taken, he offered 
chat part of ber yig thzote to be cutte, Tlaceus fledde into a ſhoppe of one of bys 
the hull Ianiculo. gequatntance, hep that followed him, thzeatned to burne the 
whole ſtreete, vnleſſe they deliuered him. Bis friend being aſha⸗

The peaple of the Citie cryes that it 
th.ndcred, which when it hapned, it was not lawfull {oz the Ko- 
mainest9 couiclude any thing in their conſultations, Neuerthe- 
leſſe Apuleus bande vſed violence ſtill, wherefoꝛe the Citizens 
girded their gownes, and toke ſuch weapons ol wedde as they 
coulve get, and reſiſted the Countrepmen, They. agaꝝne being 
encouraged by Apuleius, ſtucke to it, and with their ſtaues and 
battes beate the Citizens ſo, as the lawe was wonne. Aarim the 
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Conlull foꝛthwith pꝛopoũded the oth, and bycauſe he knew Arte- 
teilus a conſtant and ſound mau in his purpoſes, he firſte ſhewed 
bis owne opinton, affirmiug he would not fweare,and all to de⸗ 
cepue Metellus Who ſapd the lame, wherefoze both of them beyng 
commended of others, a bzake vp the houſe, The fifth daye 
alter, which was the time appoynted fo2 the oth, the Conſull af- 
ſembled the Senate on a ſuddaine about tenne of the clocize,and 
Adeviceof Me (ade, he was afcayd of the prope that fauozed the lawe ſo fer⸗ 
ru ro Made ently, vet he had deviſed a ſhift and a ſubtiitie foꝛ it, and that 
The vvords be, was this, that a man might ſweare tothe wozds of the lawe ſg 
MAN, Farre foꝛthe as it was lawfull, and ſo foꝛ the time the Countrey 
and cope war pedple mighte be ſente home, and after it might be well pꝛoued 
— that it was no law, whith by violence and by the thundering ol 
| Jupiter was made contrary ta the oꝛder of the Countrep. Whe 
he had fapd thns, cuery man was filent foz feare of entrapping, 
and the ſuddayneſle of the time: wherefo2e he aroſe and went to 
the Temple of 5:curne, where the common treaſourers ſhoulde 
fweare. Himſelke ſware firſt; x ſo did his friẽds:ather Senatozs 
did the like fo2 feare. Only ac etellas would not ſweare, continu⸗ 
ing in his fozmer ſentence without dꝛead. Apuleiu the nexte 
day ſent a Sergeant to pull him out of the Courte, but the Tri⸗ 
bunes defended: him. Then Apuleius and Claudius ranne to the 
Countrey multitude, atfirming that then neither teuld haue lad, 
noꝛ iaw take plate, vnteſſe ere were bantſhed : wherefoze a 
decree of his baniſhmente was made, and a Pꝛoclamation from 
theConſull, that na man 1thould luccoure 2c:ell»-nopther wth

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kyꝛe no2 water: and one only day was giuen him foꝛ deliberati⸗ 
on of the matter. The people of the Citie were offended, and 
wente aboute Metellus with their weapons: he thanked them fo2 
their god will, but ſaid, his Countrey ſhould not be bꝛought into 
trouble foz him. So A puleius Pronounced the decree ot his cr: 
ile, and 44 ar:u; confirmed it. Thus was the moſt wo2thy man of 
the Citic bantihed, after the which Apuleius was Tribune the 
third time, and fo2 his fellow, one Gracchus a runnagate was ap- 
poynted, repoꝛting that he was ſonne to olde Gracchus, the people 
fauoaring him foz the names ſake, The eleaion of the Conſuls 
being at hand, Marcus Antonius was choſen fe2 the, one, without 
any ſkicking: loꝛ the other, Glaucias and atemmius contended, 
Memmius was of moze eſtimation in the Citie. Glaucias and 
Apuleius feared themſelues, and ſente certayne men with wa⸗ 
ſters into the aſlemblie, whiche layde vpon Ae miu, and kylled 
him. Thus was the ſolemne aſſemblie diſturbed, no regarde be⸗ 
ing had now of law oz iuſtice, noꝛ reuerẽce of God oꝛ man. The 
people was greened at it, and the nexte day gathered togither to 
diſpatche Apuleius, but he got the companp of his new multi⸗ 
tude of Countrepme, with Claucias and C. gapheius a treaſonrer, 
and toke the Capitol, The Senate tommaunded thep ſhoulde 
be taken and diſpatched, but iris vnwilling to it, did foꝛ a 
chew arme men very flowiy. Some there were that did cutte a» 
way the water that wente into the Temple, wherefoze gapheius 
| that could not abide the lacke of water, perſuaded thẽ to let the 
| Temple a fyꝛe, but glaucia and A puleius pelded themſelues 
firft,and after ſo did sapheius. And where enerp man called vpon 
their execution, Marius ſhutte them in the Senate honfe, as to

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deale with them moꝛe accoꝛding to lawe, But the people percei⸗ 
ning this to be a delay, pulled the ſtaues ot Þ rofe of the Teple, 
and neuer left thꝛowing vpon them, till they had killed all thee,

When 
nn, hys office ſhoulde ende, and bꝛoughte to paſſe that her was cho⸗ 
ſen Tribune wyth Srarchus the ponger, both the whyche going

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(as pe haue hear de,) whereby the 7:4/:a»s were the moꝛe ſharp⸗ 
lye ſette, takpng it greenouſlye, that they were rather vſcd ipke 
vnderlyngs than fcllowes, and that Faiuwms and Gracthus fo; 
they2 ſakes were ſo deſtroyed, after whome, Zu:#s Projus a 
noble inan and Tribune, hadde pꝛomiſed the /:a/:an5 to make 
a lawe in theyz fauoure, touchyng the frædome of the Citie, 
whereof they were verpe deſirous, as the onely meane, ol Ser⸗ 
nauntes to be made Superioures. To gratifye the people 
of Kome , the Tribune ledde newe inhabitances, as well ins 
to Italie as g icelie, determined befoꝛe, but tyll that tyme deler⸗ 
red. Mer alſs toke in hande to make pacification betweene 
the Senatoures and the Gentlemen whpche were kallen out 
koz autho2itie of iudiciall matters, and when hee ſawe he 
coulde not direalye reſtoꝛe the Senate to theyꝛ ko mer iuriſdi⸗ 
ſtion, he vſed a policie wyth them both, foz where the Senate 
by reaſon of ſedition, were ſcarcely the number of thꝛer hun⸗ 
dꝛed, hee deuiſed that ſo many moze ſhoulde bee choſen of the 
Gentlemen, and of them all, Judges to bee choſen in tyme to 
come, to heare matters of coꝛruption, whpche was nowe no 
moze regarded, foꝛ men were waren ſo ſhamelelle, as it was 
thoughte no faulte ; but thys policie hadde contrarie ſucceſſe, 
fo; the Senate was greeued that ſo many Gentlemen ſhoulde 
ſo ſuddaynely bee made theyz fellowes , beeyng vnlyke that 
they in lyke authozitie would agree with them. The Gentlemen 
were afrayde that the whole oꝛder of iudgementes ſhould be in 
the Senate, the which thing, now hauing taſted of great gaine, 
with much authoꝛitie thep began, (not witheut cauſe)to ſuſpects 
beſidefoꝛth an emulation grew among themſelues, which of the 
ſhoulde be thought woꝛthier than other, to be choſen to the thze& 
C. and he that was, was ſure to be enuied: but nothing did moze 
trouble them, than that the triall of coꝛrupt ion ſhoulde be called 
agayne to the oꝛdinary court, the which was now out of vſe, and 
in this, the Senate and the Gentlemen, though they agreed not 
among themſelues, pet they both conſpired agapnſte Oruſus.

the Coniuls bꝛidge. Jn the mozning he ({uZered him to paſſe o⸗ 
ner, and (ct vpon him with that llepght, and many of his people 
he killed on the lande, many alio he dꝛowned in the flaud, The 
Conſull in this conflict was hurt in the head, and dped ſhoꝛtlpe 
after. 7 trius being at the other bꝛidge, and perceyuing p chante 
by the bodyes that were bꝛought vp the ſtreame, paſſed the floud 
with great ſpeede, and ſet vppon cat Camp, kept off a few, and 
made him lodge the nighte where he had wonne the dap, from 
whence foꝛ lacke of vid uall he was compelled to den art. Futilius 
toꝛpſe, and many other Gentlemen, being ſent to ve to be bur⸗ 
ned, it was an heauie ſight to ſee the Conſull and ſo many other 
deſtroyed, and cauſe of many daies mourning: wherfoze the Se⸗ 


nate decrede, that they that dyed in the warre ſhould be buryed 


there; leaſt the other by the ſight: ſhould be made afraide to goe 
to the fielde; No-fucceſſo2 was made to Kutilius that peare, by⸗ 
cauſe Sextus Ceſar had no leyſure to goe tothe election, but hys 
boff, the Senate appointed Caius Atarius and G. Cepioto rule. N. 
Pompediu lying againſt cis, lledde as a rimagate, and bzought 


two ſlaues as pledges, cladde in purple as his ſonnes: and to 


haue the moe tredite, he bꝛoughte tertapne wedges of leade, 
lapde duet with ſiluer and golde. He exhoꝛted him to ſet vpon his. 
men being · without a Captayneieaſie to be onerthꝛawen. Cape 
was ſo light of beliete, as he wente with him. Then P. mpeciut 
was nigh the place of embuſhment, he ranne vp to an hill as to

Senate vomümitted the reſt of his arm to Aarus. Jartus: C aſar 
marching with thirtie thouſand fotemen, and fine thouſand hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes,amunghilles:and rocky ſtreyghtes, Marius Ignatius fell ſud⸗ 
daynolpvpon him; and compaſfed him in the ſame; Me ſledde a⸗ 
unn in litter (bycauſe he was ſicke) to a riuer, where was but 
one bꝛidge to palle there he loft the greater part ot his armye, 
the other thzew away their armoure, with whome he hardly el⸗ 
caped to rheano, them he armed agaypne as well as he could, and 
with an other multitude that came vnto him hand oner head, he 
i 5 appzoched 
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appꝛoched to Acherre, which Papio had beſeeged, Their Campes 
lay hard togither, pet foz feare durſt not pzouoke one the other. 
Cornelius Syila, and C. Ad arius did follgwe valiantly the Marſians 
that lay againſt them, vnto the hedges of the Wincyardes, The 
Marſians with much adoe gote thzough the hedges, in the whiche 
Marius and 53/14 thought not god to purſue them, but . way⸗ 
ting with his Camp on the other fide of the Minevards, encoun⸗ 
tred them as they would haue eſcaped out, and killed manye of 
them, ſo as the langhter of that day was aboue ſire thonſande, 
and the harneſſe that the / mines toke, was a great deale moze, 
By this chaunce the Marſians lihe madde men were the moꝛe 
fierce, and armed themſelues againe, and went on to pꝛouoke the 1a valiant

Trebatius the Captapne of the Samnites, ſente vnto.Co/6- 
in :aly,hoyy nius, that epther he ſhould come auer the riuer that denided their 
Tuelloag auͤrmies to üght, oꝛ goe backe, that he might come to him: he wet 
Anfido. hack, and when Trebatius was comming ouer, Ceſſenius ſet uppon 
cute him, and had the better in the fight, and as he woulde haue fledde 
Coſſoniur. ouer againe, he killed fifteene thouſande of Trebatiu men, who 
Lines ce. With them that were left,fledde to Canu/0. Coſenius hauing ſpop- 
people ot 4: led the landes of the Lerineans, Venutians, and A ſculans, inuaded 
Fin bhe Podrceans, whome he wanne in two dapes. Cecilius Metellus 
| Calabria, became his ſucteſſoꝛ to his army, who went againſt the /apiz1- 
Pipedjus killed. ang, And ouerthꝛew them by battaple, in the which Pompedius one 
ok the Generalles of the reuolted people was killed, the reſt fled 
by heapes to Cæcilius. This was the ſharpe contention in 17h, 
called the fellowes warre, till all the ſame were reteyued inte 
1 the tiuilitie of Ame. Extept the Tucanes and gamnites, the whyths 
to the free dome (AS it ſhould ſeeme) were after reteyued alſo, and were appointed 
ol Roni. to their ſeuerall companies as the fo2mer, leaſt beyng iovned 
with the olde, they ſhould, being moꝛe in number, haue the vpper 
hand 
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hand in elections. 
Now beganne the Uſurers to contende one againſt an other Vrurie. 
in the Citie, bycauſe ſome had bought debtes with the intercſk, 
beyng fo2bidden to take viurie vpon vſuries by an olde law, and 
a payne appoynted to him that ſo woulde vſe his vſuries, It 
ſhould ſme that the olde Ke maines deteſted vſurie as muche as 
the Greekes,as a matter intollerable to the pwze, and cauſe of de⸗ G and 
bate andeuill will, The verſans alſo by like reaſon did accompte e tate 
it full of fraude and leaſing, but vſurte being confirmed by cu⸗ : 
ſtome and time, they required it acco2dingly, The other allead- 
ged cauſe of delay thꝛough war and ſedition, and ſome thꝛeatned 
the vſurers with the ſtatute. A ſellio a Judge, to whome that iu⸗ lis 
riſoicion belonged, ſought toagre them, but coulde not, where- 
fo2c he gaue them leaue to trie the controuerſie by lawe, putting 
the Judges in remembzance, as well of the cuſtome, as of the 
law, as a thing doubtfull. When the Wſurers hearde A ſellius 
make mentionof the olde law, they were greeued,and kylled him 
after this manner: It was his turne to make oblation in the 
common place to 1»picerschildzen, the multitude ſtanding about 7,35, care, 
the ſacrifice,one of the fozmer thꝛew a ſtone at him, and hit him, 
Wwherefoze he flong downe the veſſell of ſacrifice, and ranne to⸗ 
wardthe Temple of Vea, where being pꝛeuented and excluded, J. el Vis 
be fledde into a ſhoppe, and there they llew him. Pany that went nirie. 
after him thinking he had bin fledde among the y irgines, ranne 
into places where it was not lawfull foz men to come. Thus 
Aſellis a Judge, ſacrificing and cladde with an holy veſture of i killed. 
golde, as in ſuch ſolemnities is wont, was killed the ſecond houre 
among the Temples in the midſt of the common place. The Se- - 
nate made Pꝛoclamation, that who ſo euer woulde bew2ap the 
killer, it he were a frema; he ſhould haue ſiluer:if he were bond, 
he ſhoulde haue freedome : if he were pꝛiuie to it, he ſhoulde haue 
pardon: but noma would do it, foꝛ the Uſurers kept it ſecrete. 
Theſe murthers and ciuill dillentions hapned pet now and then, 
but afterward Captapnes of ſedition with great armies conten⸗ 
ded togither by law of warre, their Countrey ſtãding as a pꝛay 
to them that could catch it, the beginning & pꝛoceeding * 
1 F . utter 
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after the kellowes warre was this. 
When @«hridates Ring of Pontw , ard other nations hadde 
Beginning of jinuaded 37/t:hinia, Phrigia „ and A fa, confining to the ſame 
Cum vans as J haue ſhewed in my Bok? of that matter,) it was by 
lotte aſſigned to 5ya the Conſull, bepng yet in e, to go⸗ 
uerne the armpe in 4 ſi, in that warre of Michridates. But 
Marines Marius, who thoughte thys warre woulde be eaſie to diſpatch, 
and very muche wozth, deſirous alſo of the Generalles rome, 
attempted P. Sulpitiu, Tribune of the people, with manpe 
pꝛomiſes, to be hys friende. And he putte the newe Citizens ol 
Italy in god hope, that were inkerioure in elea ions, to be di⸗ 
fkributed thozough all the Companies, not ſhewing that her 
wente aboute any matter ef his owne , that he myghte vſe 
lin, them as faithfu!l miniſters in all aflapes. Sulpitius ſtraight⸗ 
wap pꝛopounded a law foz it, which if it had taken place, Marius 
and gulpitius ſhould haue had their willes in all, bycauſe the neu 
Citizens did fo farre excede the olde, which thing the auntients 
perceiuing, did ſtoutelp reſiſt the new, and both. ſides vſed ſtones 
and ſtaues in their defence. This euill growing fill greater, 
and the Conſuls fearing the paſſing of the law that was at had, 
did pzoclayme a vacation foꝛ many dapes, as in feſtiuall tymes 
was wont to be done, that ſome intermiſſion mighte be hadde of 
this lawe and inconucntence. Slyitius coulde not abpde thys vas 
cation, and therefc2e willed hys faction to tome to the common 
place with weapons hidde,anddo as ſhould fall out, not ſparing 
the very Conſuls if nzxde were, Thys done, he ſpake agaynſte

Tepidus gote into the Citie by policie in the night, whiche thyng

Hoſpitality 
alſo and curteſie done by the way in iourneps, oz any other lpke 
kriendſhip, as lending oꝛ bozrowing of money, oꝛ keping com- 2 
panp, was puniſhed, The rich men were moſt ſharply handled in rem 
all theſe things, e when accuſatios failed in particular men, yl 
turned to whole Cities, ſome he puniſhed by pulling downe their

and lome he reuoked, He woulde haue none to be Pꝛetoz befoze 
he were Nucſto2, noz none Conſull, befoze he were Preton, and 
fo2badde any man to haue that office twice, bekoꝛe tenne peares 
diſtance. The Tribuneſhip ofthe people he ſo defaced and demi⸗ 
niſhed, that no man cared greatly fo? it, foꝛ he oꝛdeyned that he 
that was once Tribune, ſhould haue none other autho2ity:wher- 
foze all they that were renoumed 02 noble, vtterly refuſed that 


office, and J cannot affirme whether 5y//« did tranſlate it to the 


Senate, as it nowe is,02 noꝛand bycanſe the Senate was conſu⸗ 
med by warre and ciuill diſcoꝛd, he choſe thꝛe hundꝛed of the oz⸗ 
der of Gentlemen to be Senatoures, and haue voyce by compa 
nies in elections. The Seruants af them that were ſlayne, being 
yong and luſtie, he mate free, to the number of tenne thouſande, 
and declared them Citizes of Acme, and named them of himſelfe, 
Cornelians:and bp this meane he had of the tommons tenne thous 
ſand to do his commaundemente. He pꝛouided the ſame thꝛough⸗ 
out 7:a/y,and to the xxiij. Legions that ſerued vnder him, he gaue 
much lands in diners Cities(as J haneſaid)whercof parte was 
neuer deuided, and part was fo2feyte by penaltie. Be was tobe 
feared in al things, and ſo ready to anger, as he flew in the midſt 
of the Pallace, Lucretius Ofella, by whome he beſeged Ararius in 
Preneſte, and wonne that Citie, and obteyned his great victozie, 
bycauſe he deſired to be Conſull befoꝛe he hadde bin Queſtoꝛ oz 
Pꝛetoꝛ, berig of the Gentlemens oꝛder. And after he had denved 
him, he not leaning his ſute, bycauſe he truſted in the greate ſer⸗ 
uice he had done, but made requeſt to the Citizens, he called the 
people to a Connſcl, and thus ſaid. Friends, know vou, and giue 
eare to me, J haue killed Lcetius, bycauſe he was diſobedients 
„ vnto me, ſo the he ſhewed a reaſon, A certaine Ploughmã was

Then car p2onaunced the lowes, am? cauſed the people to 
{wcarc vnto them, as cucr to contiwuc in effect le cbmaunded 
the Senat to (wcare alſo . Whercot mange, and Cars not agree? 
* ing, Ce/« thzeatned death vnlelſe they ſware, and the people con⸗ 

firmed it, ſo hat foꝛ feare they ware, and ſo did the Tribunes 
alſo, byt auſe it auailed no moze to reſiſt, the lawe being pꝛonsu⸗ 
ced by other. 

Yer, à manne of the common ſoꝛte, came rumming among 
them with a naked worde, ſaying he was ſent of ν⁊t/e 
g Cato, tu kiilc er and e, and that the ade was delyuc⸗ 
red hym of Fo one of νν Dargeants. And although 
cuerpe man ſuſpeded this deuiſe, yet c ſtirred the peopłe, ind 
appointed the nexte dape to cxamine c Ve was connted to 
pꝛiſon. and was deade tha! nighte. 

Thys chamre allo being diuerlly conftruced, % didde not 
omitte to wozke it foꝛ hys purpoſe, affirmyng, that they that 
were afraide, had done it. here vpen, the people bid graunte 
reuenge to be had of his cmtimies, 

Then 36414 lettyng all goe oute of hys handes, as a 
pꝛiuate manne, came not oute of his houſe all the reſte of 
the peare of hys office . Nowe C made no moze inquiſi⸗ 
tion of ce, but hauing all the power of the common wealth 
alone, made moze lawes to allure the people, and to 
confyzine all that Pomjey hadde done, accozdpng to his p20- 
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There were that had the name of Gentlemen in the citte, am 
were u the midde place betweene the Senate and the people. 
Thee men might do much, both fo2 their own ſublkance, à fozh 
g uhering of tributes à tolles, which the people did pay, wherof g 
namber attended vppon them moſte alluredly. They made ſuit 
ta the Senate to be diſcharged of parte of the rent. The Senate 
mede lone ſticking at it, but c not regarding that, only vſing 
the peopic bid remitte the thirde parte of the rent vnto them. 

hr phauing bepond their exvegation obtapned luche bene 
fite by hys gwonelle did extoll hym like a God, and fo Ceſar by 
une dewie, had another companie ttronger vnto hym than the 
peonle was. Then c made ſhewes and huntings vnto them, 
long vpon cucey thing moe than he was able, excading ally 
had bin before tyme in ſumptuous pzeparat ion, & bountilullre⸗ 
unirdeg. Ulherfore they made hun ruler of ”ra»ce,bothe on thys 
ie and bevonde the Alpes foꝛ fpue yeares, and fo2 his office he 
hab ſowelegions appouted. 

He confiocring that his abſence ſhonld be long, and that enuy 


would be greater than the greatelt fauour, beſtowed his daugh - 


ter in mariage vpon Pe, although 50% were vet aliue, fea 
ring that Popcy(though he were his friend) might enup the greats 
neſſe of his telicitte:he made the moſte ſedittous men officers foz 
the nert pere, i Galinius he det lared Conſul, who was his 
chile friend, and marrped Caſ/phurny Danghter to Luc 71/6, 
that fh 2uin be Conſull with hin. 

(C170 CYANIE oute, that rule was rated by makvng of wanton 
mMriges; Tribunes he appointed /7.1cnmm and loin called the 
Faire, who was fotelp diffamed fo2 a ſuſpitien wyth 74/4, Ca- 


wille, in the ſacrifice that belenged cneipe to women. 


Fo2 the ſphiche, althoughe c bidde putte awaye hys wile, 
net he made nothing adde wih hom, bycauſe he was acceptedto 
the people: pet other did accuſe hum koꝛ diſparaging the holye 
ſacrifice, and Cccre did ſpeake againſt hinn. G was called to 
gnue witnelle, but he ſaid nothing, and rather mate hyin Art 
bune of the people to cntrap , who ſpake agetulte the alli 
aunce of the thꝛe men, as a thing tending to tyꝛannp.

Clodius accuſed Cicero, that hee hadde tontrarie to lawe putte | 
to death Lentulm and Cerhegw before the Senate had giuen ſen⸗ by t mp 
tence : Cicero that in that matter had vſed moſke noble courage, 
nowe being called to anſwere, was verye fainte harted. ee put 
on a mourning veſture, and ful of weeping and ſoꝛrowe, he hum⸗ 
bled himſelfe to ail that he met in the ſtreates, not beeing aſha⸗ 
med to trouble them, whom he neuer knew, ſo that his behamoz 
was ſo vnſemely, » they which ſhould haue pitied him, laughed 
him to ſcoꝛne:to ſo great fearfulneſſe foꝛ one cauſe of his own: 
was he fallen , p all his life had done moſt gloꝛ ioully foz others, 
euen(as they ſap) Demoſthenes of Atbes, was not able to anlwere 
in his own cauſe, but befoꝛe he was condened,fled away. C %, 
with ſpite did mock his lowlineſle to me abꝛoad, whereby being 
bꝛought to deſperatio,he alſo toke a voliitary baniſhinet, many 
of his friends going koꝛth with him, and the Senate recommen⸗ 
ding him to Cities, Uings, 1 Pꝛinces. C pulled downe hys / je,

Thus cer that by Pompey was caſte onte, bp the ſame 92.5 
called home the ffrteenth moneth after his baniſhment, and ys 
houſe 1 fermes were builded of the comman coffe. He was re- cw cloves; 
ceyued with great gloꝛy, enerye man wapting fo2 hym at the 
gate, ſpending one whole dape in embꝛacements and w elcoms, 
cen as hapned to Yemoi{lees at his returne from crt'e, 
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In this meane tyme, cr had done greate feates among the 
Frenchmen and Bzitains, as J haue ſhewed in my boke of the 
Frenche matters, and being full of riches, he came to that part 
of Frame that confineth with Italy at the floude Er:44»,to 
recreate his army a while after their continuall warfare. From 
whence, he ſent to diuerſe men, greate ſummes of money. The 
pearcly officers by turne came to viſite hym, and ſo did the Pꝛe⸗ 
ſidents of ſbꝛouinces, the Generals of armies, and other noble 
inen, ſy as ſometime there were a hundꝛed and twenty Paces 
abont hy, aud moze than two hundzed @cnatours, ſome, to 
thanlic hun koz their offices, ſome, to ſake monep, and ſome fo; 


one thing, and ſome foꝛ another. Foz nowe he toke vppon bym 
all thynges by the greatnelle of hys armpe, the abundaunce el 


riches, and by ſriendeſhip, that he bad wonne of al ſoꝛtes. 

Woth Pompey and c, lellowes of his power, tame to him. 
They agrerde that Pompey and craſſus ſhould be Conſulls againe, 
and that c ſhoulde haue the rule of the nations he had, foz o⸗ 
ther five peares, and ſo they departed, 

Donutins Acx barbus ſtode agapnſte 7. mpey fo2 the Conſul 
ſbip, and when the day was come, bothe came in the night into 
the flelde to the ele gion. And ſuch was the ſtrike, as it came to 
ſtiipes, till one with a ſwoꝛde ſtroke hymn that bare A enobarlu 
tiꝛch, and then cuery man kled from hym. He had much adoe to 
be conueped home in ſalety: Pompeys gowne was found bloudy 
ci boꝛne home: So nigh peril were both parts. Thus Pompey 
and ri being thoſen Conſulles, they decreede to Car, othet 
fine peres, as they had determined, the Pꝛoumces and armies 
they dunded betwen them. Powpey toke gane and Bar barie, to the 
which vr ſent his friends, and he remained in eme. Craſſs choſe 

vyria, ind the nations next vnto it,fo2 deſire he had to make war 
bpon the 7.7c/4ins, which he thonghte would be bothe eaſie and 
p2ofitable,x to his renowme. But as befoze he wet out of the ci⸗ 
tie, al tokens ſeemed vnluckp, ſo the Tribunes did fozbidhym to 
moleſt the Parthians, that had made no fault. And bycauſe he 
woulde not regarde, they made publique execration vpon hym, 
wbiche he contemning, was in the ſame warre, with hys * 
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e ot that name deſtroped, and ſcarcely. r. M of an. C. M. did eſcape 


e byflight into 5714. But this calamitie of crai is declared in D 
t the boke ofthe Parthian warres. The Romaines being motefied 
0 with dearth, made 7mpey Cencral Pꝛouider of vicuals and as 
[ they were wont in Ppꝛats war, iopned. xx. Denatoꝛs with hem 
t as aſſiſtants vnto him. He ſent them to euerycountrp, and made 
0 ſuche ſperde, as ame was by x by fulfilled with p'entye of vidu⸗ 
5 all, whereby he grew into greater glozy and auctoꝛitie, than he 
b was befoꝛe. At this time Ce/ars daughter that was married to Boom -_—_ 
] Pompey, dyed, wherfoze euery man was afralde that this aifinity 7 
being bzoken, they two would contende with greatefo:ce. The

ing ſuſpitious the one ofthe other, the Citic ſhoulde neuer haue 
ſure peace vnleſſe all men were pꝛiuate. Thus he ſpake!bicanſe 
he knewe that Pompey would not leaue his power, and bycauſe 
he ſaw them offended with him foz hys indgementes of coy 
ruption. 1 
. Thys opinion beyng honeſt, the people pꝛayſed Curio, as the 
prayſethCw1.0. only man that foꝛ the common weale,carcd foꝛ nepther of their 
diſpleaſure: and they bꝛought him home, caſting flonres,as vp 
on a champion ofa great and difficult cauſe. Fo2 at that tyme 
1 nothyug ſemed moꝛe daungerous than to diſſent from Pompey, 
Senate.  Whovaſſingabont 77 ſomewhat ſickelp, ſubtillpe ſente vnts 
the Senate, pꝛayſing Ce/ars acteg, and rehearſing his olvne fro 
the brginnung ; and thadthethirde 'Conſalſhippe being ginen 
hym; and pꝛöilinces with an armp actoꝛbinglp, he did nor fteke 
it, but was called to it, beyng thought merte fo2 the red? of

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the common wealth, and that A(quoth he) receiued vnwillingly, 
I doe willingly giue ouer to them that will haue it, befoze my 
time pzefixed. The manner of this waiting wzought a god ly- 
king to Pompey, anda milliking to Cſ«r, that woulde not giue 0- 
ner when his time was ended. When Pompey was come tothe 
Citie, he ſpake asmuche in effea, and then pꝛomiſed to gine it o⸗ 
uer,and as a friend and welwiller to cer, toke in hand that hee 
alſo would leaue with glad mind, Foz now being in yeares, and - 
hauing taken greate paines in the armies againſte molt fierce 
nations, and wonne great honoz to his Countrep,he would leeke 
reſt, with the offices and ſacrifices of the Citie.

Ceſar pꝛomiſed them at Brunduſe. Ce/ar hearing of it, came poſte 
from 41-+/:4,and thus ſpake to the ſouldiours that yet were in 
a mutenie: What ſpede J vle in cuery thing, you can witneſſe 
wyth me:this warre is holden long, not by vs, but by our enp⸗ 
mies that flyeth vs: youthat in Fraunce , by mine autozitye 
haue gayned wel, and haue bounde your ſelues to me, foꝛ al this 
warre, not fo2 a parte, nowe in the myddeſt ok the matter, pou 
foꝛ lake me, vou doe doe diſobey your Captaines, and goe about 
to commaunde them, of whome you ought to recepue commaũ⸗ 
dement: wherfoze being a ſufficiente witnefſe to my ſelke of my 
foꝛmer affection vnto pou, J will nowe vle Petreius Lab, and of 
the nineth Legion, from whence tumulte chieflye aroſe , J 
wil put to death the tenth man.

Pompey al this ty;me made Ships, and ffill gathered greater 
armies, and moꝛe money. He toke foztic of ſr ſhippes, in the 
Tonianſea,and wayted fo2 his coming. He exerciſed his people, 
ryding and running among them, and doing enery laboꝛ beyond 
his olde peares, whereby he got much loue, and euer y man came 
to ſ& ®ompeys exert iſes, as to a ſpedacle. . 


Cæſar had tenne legions of fotemen, and ten thouſand French C/ army, 


hozſemen; Pompey hadde fine legions, with which hee {atied cute 
of Italy, and as many hoꝛſemen, as withthem were appointed: 
two out of Parthia, the renmant of them that ſerued with C, 
E another part that with Gabin inuaded Egipt. So had he of 
Italians in all eleuen legions and ſeauen thouſande hoꝛſemen. 
His confederates were of /, of Macedonia, of Peleponeſo, and 
Bzor14, wyth archers of Creta, ſlingers of Thracia, and all other

ʒens as ſtraungers, and o ſeruauntes and fre men in great 
mu'titude:all the which fleeing away by heapes, only thze& ſer⸗ 
uauntes taried, which layd his body in the litter. Thus th;& 
men not ſuteable, did carie him home, that a little befoꝛe was 
Loꝛde of lea and lande. The murdercrs woulde haue ſayde 
ſomewhat in p Senate houſe, but noma wold tarry to heare, 
They wꝛapt their gowns about their left armes as Targets, 
and hauyng their daggers bloudp,cryed they had kylled a king 
and a Zy2annc, and one bare an hatte vpon a ſpeare , in to- 
ken of Livertte , Then they erhozted them to the common 
wealth of their countrep ; and remembzed, olde Brutus and the 
oth made againſte the old Kings, Some went among them, 
ſhewing their daggers, who though they were not at the fag, 
yet woulde they haue parte ofthe pꝛayſe, as Zentulus, Spintor, 
Fauorinus, A quinus, Pelobella, Murcus, and Petitus, who wer not 
then partakers of the gloꝛie, but afterwarde taſted ok the pu⸗ 
niſhment with the offenders. 

The common people came not to them, which made them 
the moꝛe doubtful and in feare. As koꝛ the Senate, although foꝛ 
tanoꝛaunce and tumult, they were fled, yet they had god truſte 
in {52,45 in their kinſefolkes and friends, and ſuch as could as 

euil beare Tirannie as theyꝛbut the people they ſuſpected, and 


tors aS manp as had ſerued cen in warre, whereof there were not 


a fewe then pꝛeſent in the Citie, ſome diſcharged ofthe wars 
fare were appointed to habitations, and ſome that had bin af 
their dwelling places, were now come again to go the tourney 


wyth 
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wyth cr, They were afrayde alſo of Zeyidus and his army in 
the Citie, and of Aut the Tonſull, leaſte he would vſe the 
| people only, leauing the Senate, and woꝛke them ſome dilplea⸗ 
ſure, being thus beſtad, they wente to the Capitoll wilh the 
ſwoꝛdeplapers, where conſulting what was belt to be donc, it 
ſemed god to giue a largelſe to the people, hoping that ik 
ſo ne beganne topꝛapłe their aa, the other wold folow,ioz loue 
of liberty and the deũre of common wealth: koꝛ they thoughte 
ö people of xe ta be as fincere now, as they had heard it was 
when olde 574/45 expelled the Kings , not underſtanding that gene 
theo loked ko: twathings contrarye in themſclues, that ther 
that loue libertie and would be coꝛrupted, ſhould be pꝛofttable 
to them at this p2eſcnt, wherof þ one was moze eaſie to be had, 
as in a ſtate foꝛ y molt part coꝛrupted:ſoꝛ now the people ws 
mirt with ſkrangers, a libertyne was equal with a Citizen, t nme 
the fathion of a ſeruant, like to the maiſlers: foꝛ o Senate er⸗ Loe. 
tept, the reſt was indifferet to the ſeruantes. Further, y diſcri- 
bution of coꝛne, which was vſed only in Kone to be giuen to h Digriburion o! 
pwze, had bꝛought p idle x needie vacabonds of /e«ly to Ane. Corne. 
Again, a nũber of olde wozne ſouldicrs out of wages, were not 
deuided into their coatries as they wer wont ſeucrally,bicauſe 
ſome had ſerued in vniuſt wars, but would go into cõmon ha- Iigenlege 
bitations, « take other mens land x houſes, remapning togither ven. 
in teples t cõmon places, vnder one baner, 4 one chiefe,p might 
apoint the a p2ouince,t ſelling away their own, to be the moꝛe 
redy to go,they were ſone bought foꝛ reward. Therfoze it was 
not hard foꝛ caſus to gather a nũber ot ſuch men, e bꝛing them 
into y cõmon place:x albeit they were hired, yet durſt they not 
pꝛapſe ? was done, fo? feare of C/ar: gloꝛy t others deuotion, 
but fozy cömon welth ſake, they criedfoz peace, x earneſtly cx- 
| hozted the raters vnto it „ fo2 thys was the deuiſe of the 
| kyllers, to woꝛke thep2 owne ſafetye, And there coulde bee 
no peace vnleſle there were a foꝛgetting, ſtandpng in theſe 
termes, 
Cy1n« A Peetoz and a kinſemanne by marpage to C/ar, .......... 
beponde all opinion, came among them , haning on No 
veture 
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veſture of office, which he thꝛew of, as giuen him ofa Tiran, 
quid called Ce/ar the TLirxanne, and them that kylled hym, kil⸗ 
lers ofa Tiranne, and pzavſed the facte,as moſte like to their 
pꝛogenitours, and that thoſe men were to be called fromthe 
Capitoll, and to be honoured with dew rewardes. This cin. 
ſapde : but they, ſeeing the vncoꝛrupted people was not myrte 
wyth them, did not call them fromthe Capitol, noz did anye 
thing elſe, but onely erhoꝛted to peace. Then Polabella à pong 
man and a noble, appointed to be Conſull, after car had ben 

gone, koꝛ the reſte of the peare, haning on the garment of a 
Conſul, and the Baces of his office, was the ſccond that ſpake 

euill, and pꝛetended he was pꝛiuie to the deniſe, and only ſozie 

that his hand was not at the doing of it: and as ſome ſape, hee 

decreed that that dape ſhonlde be honosnred as the bpꝛth 

day of the Citie. Then the hyꝛed men toke harte, when they 

ſaw both a Pꝛetoz and a Conſul to fozgine them, e they called 

C«ſaus and the reſt out of the Temple, who were glad of %- 

bells a pong noble man ta Conſul being moſt meete to match 

with Antomyonly there came downe cus and Marcus Brutw 

with his bloudp hand, foꝛ they had ſtriuẽ who ſhould gine c⸗ 

Fr moſte woundes, and when they were amiddeſt the people, 
they ſpake nothing humbly, but as in noble and euident things 
one pꝛapſed another, calling the Citie now bleſſed, attributing 

muche to Pecimus, that in ſo fitte a time bad ſerued them with 

woꝛdplapers. Then they ſtirred the people, that they woulde 

do things woꝛthy their aunce ſtours, whiche had expelled 

kings, not reigning by violence as car did, but being choſen 

lawfully:they alſo pꝛopoũded that gex/us Pompey, forme to Pow 

fey the greate, that hadde made warre agaynſte cer foz the 

common wealth, myght be called home, beyng pet in armes 

in gyayne agatnlte Co/ars Captaines, and lykewyſe Ceſeriu: 

and a7 aru:r5 that wert depꝛiued and baniſhed by Car, being 

Tribunes ok the people. When thep hadde thus ſapde, they 

wente vppe againe to the Capitoll, foz they dyd not truſke 

ecrye muche in that multitude. Then their friendes and kinl- 

folke might repatre vnto them into the Temple, of whom, they 
; chole 
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choſe the moſt auntient to lend to Teyid and Anton {02 recon- +1 Tenger: co 
ciltation, and regarde of libertie, and to ſaue the Countrey from i . 
te euils that might growe, vnlede they be loꝛeleene. This much 
did the nicilengers require, not p2apfingp thing that was done, - 
(fo2 they durſt not to Ce/ars friends) but defired to haue it boꝛne 
' with, foꝛ the wozthvnelle of the docrs, not fo2 hate to him, but 
fo2 the loue of their countrep, and pitie of the Citie, nowe conſu- 
med with continuall ſedition, of whiche one moꝛe would vttcriy 
deſtroy all god men of the ſame, and that it was not right that 
koꝛ anyhate amongit a few, they ſhoulte woꝛke the publike de⸗ 
ftracion,vut rather that foz publike commodities, pꝛiuate enmi⸗ 
ties mighte be wiped away. Antonius and cepidus (as J ſayde) 
minded to reuenge Cs deathe, epther foz friendſhips lake, oꝛ : 
fo2 a pzactife betwœne them, oꝛ foꝛ deũire of rule, and thynkyng enk e 
all things would be the eaſicr to them, ik ſuch notable men might . 
be ridbe out of the way, pet they feared their friendes and thep2 
kinſfolkes,and the Senate that enclined to them, and moſt of ail 
Decimus, whome C/ar hadde appopnted to gouerne France they; 
neyghboure, whereby he hadde a mighty armpe. Therkoꝛe they 
thought it beſt to tarry fo2 a better occaſion, and deuiſe to gette 
| Decimus army that was ſo valtant and expert, with laboures ne- 
| ner left. Hauing this fetch, Antony thus aunſwered the meſſen⸗ 
gers. Foz pꝛiuate diſpleaſure we will wozke nothing, but fo2 , 
offence and matter, wherein we are all ſwozne to Cr to bee , rei. 
kœpers of his body, and defend it againſt violence, it is requiſite, 
by our oth to follow the fact that is done, and the rather to lyue, 
with a few pure, than all to be in daunger of thoſe erecrations, , 
pet foꝛ their honoꝛ that be of that opinion, we will debate with, 
vou in the Senate houſe, and take the way foꝛ the Citie, that, 
by com:nonconſent ſhall ſeeme god. Thus Antony àunſwered, 
ſatelye. They gaue thankes and departed with ſure hope that al 
ſhould haue gone well, and that the Senate woulde haue fauou- 
red their cauſe th2ongily, Anny in the meane time cauſed the 
officers to make watche ic: the Citie all nighte, and by turne to 
kæpe their ſeates as was wonte in the dave, and to haue fires o⸗ 
ger all the Citie, vy meane whereof,the kriends of þ offendoures 
U. went 
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went to cuery Senatoures houſe, and requeſted them foz them 
ſelues, and foꝛ the Countreys common wealth. There ranne az 
bꝛoade alſo the Captapnes of ſuche as ſhould haue habitations, 
thꝛeatning miſchiefe,vnlelſe ſome did perfozme the lads & plates 
that was giuen and p2omiled. The ſincere ſozt of the Citie toks 
god hearte, perteiuing the ſmal number oktheſe doers. They en⸗ 
tlyned to the memozie of car, and were of diuers opinions. ca 
Caſormaney Js monep, and the bokes of his doings, were carryed to Ant. 
and vviicings nie, epther bycauſe calphurnie fo; the danger of hir houſe did ſend 
ſent to. Abt. them to Anton), as moze ſurer,oz that Antom did ſocommannd 
it. This done, a decree was made by Anteny that nighte, to call 
the Senate befoze dape at the Temple ok the Goddeſſe of the 
The Senate in kàrth, not farre from his owne houle, foz nepther durſt he goe to 
the Temple of the Senate houſe in the Capitoll, bycauſe oł the Wozde players 
earth. gathered there, noz bzing the armye into the Towne koꝛ trou⸗ 
bling of it: notwithſtanding Ley dus bzonght them in. Day dza- 
wing nigh, other Senatoures came to y Temple of h Goddeſſe 
of the earth, and C inna the Pꝛetoꝛ hauing on agapne his garmet, 
which the day befo2e he had thꝛowen off, as ginen him of a Ty⸗ 
rant, made haſt thither, whome, when parte of the vncozrupted 
people, and parte of Car: Douldioures ſawe, beepng ina rage, 
bycauſe the daye befo2e,he was the firſte that openly ſpakeenill 
ares Ceſar, beepnghys kinſnan, they thzewe ſtones at hym, and 
Conte, * dꝛoue hym into an houſe, and gote wodde to haue burned it, had 
not leyidus come with the army and foꝛbydden them. This was 
the firſke token whereby Car: friendes hadde confidence, that 
the conſpiratoures and the hyzed fellowes were afrapde, 

In the Senate houſe there were fewe that were pure from 
violence and contention, The moſt parte with diners denice fa- 
noured the manquellers, and thoughte them moſt woꝛthye of 
truſt to be there fo2 common conſultation, and of offenders to 
make them Judges, the whiche Antony dpd not lette, bycauſe 

4 top meet, he knewe they woulde not come, as they dyd not indeede. Then 
bs Saite, n kryall ok the Senate, ſome very earneſtly and plapnely pays 
ſed the facte, namyng them Tyzant⸗kyllers, and wylled they 
ſhoulde be rewarded, Other denped the reward, themſelnes not 
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dellring if, noz haupng done it foz that intente, but thoughte if 
inſt they ſhould only be commeded as well doers. Some would 
not allow that commendation, but onely thoughte it ynough if 
they were foꝛgyuen. Thus did they deuiſe and fozecalt at the 
ürſte, to what the Senate woulde encline, that after by little and 
little, they myghte the eaſier obteyne the reſt. The vncozrupted 
company did abhozre the ade as wicked, yet koꝛ the reuerence 
of their great houſes,were not againſte, but that they ſhoulde be 
ſaued:pet that they ſhould be honozed as well doers, they coulde 
not abide, Other ſpake againſte this, that it was not connent- 
ent ſo to haue them, as the reſt, that beloged to their ſafety, ſtuld 
be enuped. And when one layde, that theyz honour ſhoulde be 
cæſars diſhonoure, they aunſwered, that it was not fytte a dead 
man ſhoulde be pꝛeferred to the quicke. Another vehemently 
ſaving, that ot two things one mutt be choſen, eyther to declar⸗ 
C/ar a Typꝛante, oz to foꝛgiue theſe by mercy, they toke hold 
of this only, and required that voyces mighte be tryed or c by 
oth, and that the decrers made ot neceſſitie,ſhoulde not pzcindice 
them, fo; whples he ruled, thep dyd nothyng frely , but all 
fozfeare of themſelues Pompey bi png flayne, and wyth hym 
manye a thouſande moze. Anteny markyng all thyngs de⸗ 
ceytefullp, percepuing that ample and euidente matter of ſper⸗ 
ches was offered, determined to turne they? cogitation wyth 
a pꝛiuate care and feare of themſelues, and vnderſtandyng c 
that a greate parte of theſe Senatoures , were appoynted 88 
to offices and Pꝛieſtehodes in the Citie, and to gouernements 
of aͤrmpes and p2ouinces by Cæſar, foz the tyme to come, 
(foz her ſhoulde be long foꝛthe wyth hys armye, the ſpace 
— _ yeares ) commaundyng filence as Conſull, thus 
ayde, 

They that woulde haue doyces tryed bpon Ceſar, muſt know e 0, 
afoꝛe, that if he ruled as an officer lawfully choſen, then all hrs . 
aces and decrees muſt ſfande in foꝛce, but if by viclence bick 
thinke be playd the Tyꝛant, then muſt his body be caſt out or 5 ; 

Citie vnburyed,and all his aces bereuoked:wherfaze (as J c 
we muſt medle i all p wozld both by ſea a land, 4 many be inch,. 
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as though we would, will not obey vs, as I ſhall declare herre⸗ 
ae ktter. Now what appertepneth to vs alone (foꝛ this matter, tou⸗ 
c thcth only vs) J will put all things vciaze you, that as in an ea⸗ 
ye platte you map ſz a ſhewof harder things. All we in man⸗ 
ner haue boꝛne office vnder Ce/ar,and pet doc beare, choien, and 
made by him, and ſome are, to haue offices in time to come, as

tres and armies. It you will willingly fo2gae them (fo2 that is 
in pour power to do) this would J haue you firff determme, and 
then p2ocede to other.

Then they by and 
byln thꝛongs with ſhoutes, ſtarte vp, and denyed that any other 
triall ſhoulde be made by the voyces of the people, but that the 
things appoynted, ſhould be aſſaredly holden. There were (ome 
vader age, and other that mighte finde reſiſtance in election, 
whome he chiefly ſtirred, of whome Holabella the Conſull was 
one, to whome it was not lawful to be conſul by election, bycauſe 
he was not fine and twenty peares of age, wherekoꝛe he ſhewed 
a ſudd apne mutation of that he pꝛetended the daye befo2e, rebu⸗ 
king as many of them, as thought the conſpiratours woꝛthy of 
honoꝛ, that they that were in office, ſhould be diſhonezed, by ma⸗ 
king their ſecuritie to haue the better ſhew. Other put Pelabell 
and the reſt in hope, that they ſhoulde receyue thankes of the 
people, and ſtraight reſume their dignities, without any altera⸗ 
tion of the officers, but to ſhewe a lawfuller way by common e- 
lection, and that it ſhoulde be an oꝛnament to them to be aduan⸗ 
ced, as well by the autho2itic ofthe people, as by the appoynt- 
mente of one ruler: and this was no loner ſy2ken, but ſome of 
the ofticers. to detevue the other, put off their robes, as to re⸗ 
coyne the ſame agavne moꝛe lawfully, Some percepued the 
craft, um did not thinke ta get by election, that they already had. 
The matter ſtanding thus, Antony and Cepidus Wente out of the 
Senate houſe, fo2 certaine that tame running from the mutti 
tue. did tall them, and as they were fone from aboue, and ſilẽce 
hardly put to them that made much nople, one cryed vnto them, 
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whether of his owne minde, o2 that he was ſubozned, and bade | 
them take herd, leaſt they ſuffered the like, Then Anton) loſing , _ 
his gowne,ſhewed his curet, incenſing the lokers or, as though ; 
now no man coulde be ſafe, vnleſſe he ware armoure, no not the 
Conſull. There was ſame cryed that the fac might be punilhed, 
and moꝛe made requeſt fo2 peace, to whom he thus ſayd: Ok that » 
we will conſider, as thall be fitte to be, and what it is, that it may » 
auaple, but the ſuretie of it is hard to be kound, ſince neyther oth » 
noz execration couid p2ofit C/ar, and to them that called foꝛ re- » 
uenge, ye turned and commended them, as moꝛe carelull of their 
othes and hone ſtie. J would be (quoth he) youre Captayne, and » 
crye as pau do, but that Jam a Conſul,to whome belongeth ra- - 
ther to ſpeake fo2 v2ofite, than foꝛ tuſfice, foz ſo doe they within » 
perſuade vs, and ſo Cr himſelfe, foꝛ the p2ofite of the Citie, - 
ſparing then that he hadde taken in warre, was of the ſame de: » 
ſt:oyed, Thus w2opgit Autom artificially,t they that thoughte » 
the fac to be puniſhed, required Teyidus that he would puniſhe it. 
Tepidus intending to ſpeake, they that ſtode farre off, pꝛaped hym 
to goe into the common place, that all might heare him indiffe- 
rently. He wente ſtraight foꝛth, with opinion that the peoples 
minds were new turned, and when he was come to the place ob 
ſpxch,he lamented wxping,and thus ſapd. Heere J was peller⸗ — the, 
day with Ceſar, and naw am J here to e::grire of cars deathe, , 
what will yon haue done: many eryed that they ſhould renenge , 
Ce/:r. The hyꝛed men cryed loꝛ peace in the Citie, to whome he , 
ſayd, we will ſo, but what peace ſpeake yon of 2 with what othes a 
can it be ſure:foꝛ all our Countrey othes we har e woꝛne to Ce- , 
ſar, and we that are compted the leaſt cf them that did ſweare, : 
haue troden all vnder the fote, Then he turned to them that cry- 
ed fo2 reuenge. Cæſir ſayd he, is gone from vs, an holp and hono⸗ a 
red man in derde, and we be akrayd to hurte the Citie, and them 
that be lett. This do the Senate treate of, and manpe thinkes it 
god:then they cryed, that he alone ſhould take it in hand, J wyll 
(ſapd he) foꝛ it is a tuff oth to me alone, but it is not ynong!) that 
J and von alone doe will if, oꝛ that we alone can fulfill it, 33on- 
dling the matter thus eratciiy, the hazed men, knowing that he 
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was ambitious, pꝛapſed him, anderhozted him to take the office 
of C-/ars Pꝛieſthode, ot᷑ the which he being very glad, ſayde: Von

Much ſtirre and buſineſſe did riſe of this among them all, and 
ſpccially by them that ſuppoſed to get ſomewhat by his Teſta- 
ment: thercfoze it was thought conuenient that his Teſtament 
ſhould be bꝛought abꝛoade, and that his body ſhoulde be buryed 
openlv, and fo the Counſell roſe. 3r.cu- and Caſii4 vnderſtanding 
of this, did ſcnd to the multitude to call them to the Capitoll, 
and when many came running thither with greate haſt, 3-»: 


« ſayd thus. Nowe O Citizens, we be here with pou, that peſter⸗ 
dap were in the common court, not as me fizpng to the A emple 
e that baue done amiſſe, noꝛ as to a fozt,haning committed all we 
haue to pou, but the ſharpe « ſtrãge miſhap of cinna, haue copeb 
led vs thus to do. Me haue herd what hath bin obieced againſt 
c vs of cure enimies, touching the oth, and touching cauſe of 
doubt, ; in peace can be no ſuretie. What we haue to ſap herein 
« with you O Citizens, we will conferre, with whome we haus 
to do concerning other common matters. When £::1»- Cæſar fr 
France inuaded his Countrey with enimies armes, and Pompey, 


a ſingulare fauourer ofthe people, hav ſuffered, as cnery man 
knowes: 
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knoweth:after hymaniiber of god Citizens mente into 2 ria 
41190, were deſtroyed. We at his deſice gaue him ſecurity, » 
and as it ſhould ſeme, afrayde of himſelle, leking to make his » 

Ty2iny ſure, we ware vnto it. If he bad required vs ta ſwere » 
not only to confirme the things paſt, but alſs ta haue bene bys 
laues in time to come, what woulde they then haue done that » 
nowe lie in wapte foz our liues? A ſuppoſe verye A maine in- 
dede, wyll rather choſe certaine death, as they haue oft done, » 
than by an othe to abyde willing ſeruitude . If. Ce hitherto⸗ 
haue gone aboute nothing to make vs ſeruile, we confeſſe we » 
haue bꝛoken our othe: but if neyther offices in the Citie, noz » 
pꝛouintes in d country, noꝛ armies, noꝛ dignities gf the church, » 
noꝛ aſſigning of inhabitance, noꝛ other honours be left to vs, » 
oꝛ had the cdſent of the Senate, oz the allowance of the people, » 
but did all by his owne commaundement:if his ambition was 
neuer ſatiate,as u was, who, when he had ouerth2own his » 
enemies, reſtoꝛed to vs the common wealth: if he making an⸗ 
other armye foꝛ a long time, toke awaye our elea ion foꝛ fine » 
peares, what libertie was this, when no hope coulde appeare: 
what ſhould we ſap of the peoples chiefe officers, Seſetius and » 
Marullus, were thep not with contumely thꝛuſt fr the ſacred & » 
inuiolate offices ? and where the lawe and othe of our aunce- » 

tours do not ſuffer any ad i to be made againffy Tribunes, » 

pet c ſar baniſhed them and ſhewed no cauſe: whither the haue » 

offẽded againſt the holy Tribunes, we, oꝛ car? being a ſacred » 

and inniolate man, to whom, not willingly, but ofneceſſitic,we » 
gr aunted theſe things, noꝛ befoze he came agaynſt his country » 
in armour, and had killed ſo many noble Citizens. The office 3 
of the Tribunes can not be holy noz inuiolated, to the whiche » 
our fathers in time of common welth dyd ſweare without cõ⸗ 
pulſton, with intent to haue it euerlaſting. The reuenewe and 
accompt of the Empire, where became it? who bꝛake open the., 
Lreaſure houſe againſt our wills? who caught the money vn⸗ 

fouchedand vnremonable: who thꝛetned death to the Tribune » 
that reſiſted him? but whatoth(ſape they)ſhall be ſufficient to,

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e foꝛekathers neuer had niede ol anye. But ff any other wil af. 
© pirs to tyꝛarmie, there is no fayth,no not with an othe between 
« the Komatrie#and a Tiranne. Thus we ſpeake now in perill, 
and will euer ſpeake it foꝛ our country. Foz being in hondure 
and ſafety with c#/ar, we pꝛeferred the honour of our countrey 
« befo2e our owne*': wel we vſe calumniation againſte vs and 
< ſkirre you foz the habitations. It here be any pꝛeſent, eyther þ 
« hath, oꝛ ſhalbe appointed to thoſe inhabitance,F p2ay you do ſo 
much at my requcſt as giue a token ot᷑ pour ſelues. Manp dyd 
* ſo:then ſayde he: Oh well done (god men) that pou be come to 
do as other do, and it is conuenient that you which indifferent- 
« lye doe trauaple and laboure foz poure countrey , ſhoulde 
© recepue equal reward of the ſame. The people of Rome did ap⸗ 
© point pou to Ceſar againſte the Engliſh and French men: it is 
© therefs2e reaſon, that haumg done god ſeruice, pou recepue 
c as god rewards. But he bound pou with oths and vnwillingly 
led pou againſt the Citie: he led pou likewiſe againſt the beſte 
Citizens in Zitya:likewiſe againſt pour wils. Jf pour trauayle 
© had hen only in this, paraduenture you would haue bin aſha⸗ 
med to aſke recompence:but the ſeruice that vou did in Franch 
© and England, no enuie, no time, no obliuion of man, can put 
© out of memoꝛie: and fo theſe, the beſte recompence which the 
people was wont to giue to the old ſouldiers,not taking away | 
© mens landes 02 houſes that had not offended,no2 giuing to ane 
© that was an others, noz thinking they ought to recompenco 
with injuſtice, noꝛ when they had conquered their enimies, to

And the Conſuls mindes 
were troubled ith feare $2 enupe, that thele men and their 
friends'ſhould pꝛeu axle in that common tauſe. Then was ca.

At enery of theſe wozds An- 
tenie dired ed his countenance ⁊ hands to Ce/ars body, and with 
vetzemencie of woꝛds opened the fad. At cuery title he gaue an 
addition, with bꝛieke ſpeach, mixte with pitie and indignation. 
And when the decree named him father of the Country, then he 
ſaide: Thu the teſtime ny Four ducty. 

Ind at theſe wo2des,bo!y jnuiolate and vnteuched, and the re- 
fuge of all other, hefa*I; None other made refuge of hym, But,, 
he, thu holy and vnteuched, is kylled, not takpng honoure by » 
violences whiche he neuer deſired, and then be we verpe thzall » 
that beſtowe them on the vnwozthy, neuer ſuing foꝛ them.

ran in fo2 feare and ſhame,and ſaued hym . So the ſirſte vnluc- 
ky ſacrifices didde fignifie perill ot death to them both, and the 
ſeconde, death it ſelfe indtede. 

Pythagoras A H@thſaper,tolde Apoll. dora that was afraideof 
n and Eyheſtion, that he ſhoulde nat wede to feare, fo; 
by the ſacrifice, he founde that both of them ſhoulde ſhoztelp be 
dead. And comming to paſſe, that Zyheſtun died by and by after, 
Apoll. dera was afraide that ſome treaſon had bin wꝛoughte a/ 
gainſte the Ring, and tolde hym what the Sothſaier had ſaydc: 
be (miled,and aſked of 25ch4g-r< what the token did pꝛetende, he 


aunſwered che lee day, whereat he ſmyled agayne, and thanked | 
Apolederw of hys faithfulneſſe, and the Sothſaper of his con 
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wente into the Senate , the ſame tokens happened. Whereaf 
he laughed, and ſaide:The like was ſerne in Spain, and when the 
Wiuinour aunfwered,that then he was in daunger, but nowe 
the token ſignifieth moꝛe certaine death, then relenting ſome⸗ 
what to this free ſpteche, he ſacrificed againe, till he tarryed ſo 
long aboute the ſacrifices, that he was angry, and went in and 
was kylled. 
The like happened to Alexander when he came from India 
to 746 5len with his armp, whert being nigh. the c aldean, exhozs 
ted hym to relraine at this pzeſente , to whome her rehearſed a 


verſe.

Be minded to haue defended 

thys floud with a wall, and whiles he was ſapling vpon it, they 

ſay he ſcoꝛned the chaldeans, bytauſe he fafely had entred 34by/on, 

and was come fo2th againe to ſaile, but it was but deferred till 

he came againe, fo2 then he dyed out of hande. 

The lyke conteinpt C/ar ſeemed to vſe, foʒ the Dothſaper s c cone; 
hadde appoynted the daye of hys death, and ſaide her ſhoulde nat ke. 
paſſe the Ides of March: when that day was come, he laughed 
at hym, and ſayd, the Jdes were come, but that very dap he was 
Kylle d. Both they deſpiſed p Pꝛopheſies alyke, but were not an⸗ 
gry with the Pꝛophets, pet they both dyed as they were tolde. 

They were both ſtudious of learning and vertue, alwel of their 
own coutry.as of Greek x other ſtrãgers. Alex ãder delighted in

turned the oꝛder of the peare, being without certaintie, bycauſe 

of the odde moneths (foꝛ they meaſured it by the Mone) to the

happe that none dydde eſcape that ſoughte hys death, 
but by hps hepꝛe receyued wozthye puniſhemente, 
as Alexander dydde them, that kylled PHil- 
lippe hys father.

Antony ſeing 
that Helobella was apong man and ambittous,perſwadedhim | 
to aſke H, in Caſs place, and their arm that was made a- 
gainſte the Parthians, but not to aſke it of the Senate, (fo2 that 
was not expedient)but of py people, by a law. He was perl 
ded by and by, and pꝛopounded the lawe.

knowen to many, and wanne the loue of the armp, foꝛ he receps 
ued them that came to him with great curteſie.Bauing bin now 
fire monethes in elena, about the euening, it was told that car 
was llapne in the Senate houſe, of them that he loued beſt, and 
might doe moſt with hym. Ok further matter nothyng being pet 
tolde, he ſtode in feare and doubt, whether it were the whole 
publike wozke of the Senate, oz ſome pꝛiuate pzaciſe, oz whe⸗ 
ther the doers were puniſhed of the moze parte, oꝛ whoſe acte it 
was, oꝛ whether the multitude did ioyne with them.

T Then he enquired of the Chiefetaynes, who were the ſe: :

douldy oute. © and that they did well knowe, that Antenie was nepther cruell,

They recytcd the olde examples of the Rsmanes in ſuffes 
rance and Counlcll foz their libertie, whiche they woulde in no 
wiſe giue over. And when the two legions called from 454, 
dyd that day arriue at the pozte, they thoughte that the Gods 
did exhozt them to mainteyne their libertie: and repenting now 
themſelues, they woulde reuoke all that they had done, (Crcers 


Aue. now appearing among them.) Lherefoze all men that were ol 


age, were appoynted to ſerue. 

Tee Lesion The two Legions that came from 21h, and wyth them a 

zrrive agayne. thouſande Mozſe, and one Legion that 24»/alefte them, were 
putte togither, all the whiche was deuided. One parte kepte the 
hyll Janiculo, where all theyz money lap. Another kepte the

was but a falſe rumoz2, he fledve his waye in a waggon. 

Ceſar laughing at them, bꝛoughte bis armpe nx gher the 
Citie, ts the place called the fielde cf r. He hurt nene of the 
oficers, not ſo much as craſſus, h was poſting into Picene, als 
thoughe hee was bzoughte vnto hym in a ſeruile habite, but 
ſpared all, to the opinion of hys humanitie, albeit , not long 
after, he put them to death. 

The common treaſure founde in /«»:c«/- 02 in any other 
place, be commaunded to be bꝛought togither: and al that was 
afoze appointed by cxcere, he diſtributed to his arinv, two thou⸗ 
ſande and fine hundzed dꝛammes to euery man, the reſidue he 
pꝛomiſed to giue them. When he had done this; he retpzed 
from the Citie, till the election of the Conſuls, when, he was 
choſcn,and with htm, g. Pedius, as he deſired, who had left a poz- 
tion of Cr, inheritaunte vnto hym. 

Then he came into the Cittie as Conſul, and ſacrifiſed, 
And there appeared to him twelue Gripes, as did to Komwlus 
when he builded the Cittie . The ſacrifices being ended, her 
gaue himſelfe in adoption, to his father, acco2ding to the laws 
Curiate, that is.to be confirmed in adoption by the people. 
Fo? the domaines Call Curias, companies oz wardes of the peg - 
ple deuided, as the Grecians, do call Phratr ia, fellowſhippes and 
Fraterz1:1es, This vſe among the x. maines, was meſt effeduall 
in the lawe foꝛ them that be without kathers: and they map as 
well as Tegitimate childꝛen commaunde the kinſefolke and 
fre made men of them that dor adopte them. And it was ons 
of Causs Ceſar: glozies, that he had manpe riche free made men: 
and chiefly fo2 this cauſe peraduenture, thys car, in his firfk 
adoption by teſtament, had neede of this alſo.

Mheſe bepng done, many Ponſters and terrible tokens 
were ſcene in z-»e-, Dogges ptelled like Uolues, a fearefull 
warning.

An Dre ſounded a mans voyce : and 
a childe ſpake as ſone as it was bozne. Some of the Images 
ſweate, Some dyd ſweate bloud.

Theſe thz& men beyng thus alone by themſelues, dyd aps 
popnte them that Houlde dye. They lulpeged lome lo their po- 
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wer. Some they regiſtred as theyꝛ pꝛiuate enimies, and ſome 
thepz owne familiars and friendes they gaue to dye, to ſerue 
eache others turne, both then, and after warde. And ſo were men 
condemned one after another, ſame fo2 enemitie ; ſome onely 
fo; a little offence, as foz louing hys enimies, oz hatyng hys 
friendes, 92 foz beeyng to riche, bycauſe they wanted much mo⸗ 
ney to mapntepne the warre. Brutus and Caſuus recepuing the 
rentes and Tributes of A ſia, and beyng alſo holpen by the 
Kynges and Pzinces there, and foz aſmuche as they were in 
wante , bycauſe Eurepe, and chiefely Italie was waltcd wyth 
warres and paymentes, they dyd put a greeuous impoſition vp- 
on the common ſoꝛte of menne and women, and made the arti⸗ 
ficers and wozkemen to pay them tribute, and ſome was pꝛo⸗ 
ſcribed foz the godneſſe of hys lands & houſes. And thus all theſe 
were condemned to dye, and to bee confiſcate , whereof there 


were thzee hundzed Senatozs, and two thouſande of them — 
that bee called Gentlemen, among the whyche were the bꝛer⸗ 


thꝛen and vncles of theſe that hadde condemned them, and ſome 
that ruled armies vnder them, and as manp as hadde diſpleaſed 
them oz other that were leaders vnder them. And intendyng to 
condemne the multitude after this conference, at theyꝛ beepng 
in Reme, they appoynted twelue of the ſuddapne (02 as ſome ſay) 
ſeauenteene of the chicfeſt to bee kylled, whereof cicero was 
one. And by and by they ſente aboute it, and foure were ſtraight 
kpled at they2 tables, oꝛ where they were mette, the other 
were ſoughte in houſes and Temples, ſo as there was a ſud⸗ 
den trouble al that night among them, with cries, running, and 
pelling, as in a Citie taken. Foz when it was knowen that 
menne ſhoulde be appꝛehended, and no certenty vppon whome 
the pꝛoſcription woulde fall, euerp man thoughte himſelfe to bee 
ſought ol them that made enquirie. Mherefoꝛe in this confuſton 
ſome hadde determined to burne their owne thynges, and 
ſome to ſette publike places all on fyꝛe, intending by good 
reaſon to doo ſome notable feate, befoze they woulde ſuf- 
ker.

come enimies of their benefactours,and after coipired againſt, 
them, they had not 2 whome he toke by warre, and, 
ſaued by mercy: accompted them friends, and plentifolly ad- 
uaunced them, with offices, honours and giftes:noꝛ we ſhould, 
haue ben compelled thus violently to vſe them, that haue with, 
ſuchs deſpite, made pꝛoclamations of treaſon againſt vs: but, 
now by their euill meanings towarde vs, e their wozſe wo2- , 
king toward car, percepuing that by humanitie,their malice , 
is made obſtinate,we haue choſen rather to pꝛeuent them than, 
to be taken tardy of them. Let no man thinke our act vniuſt,, 
truell oz to ſoze, conſidering what cr, what we haue ſuffe- , 
red at their handes. Cæſar being chicfruler, and pꝛince of holy, 
things, Conquerour and onerthzower of nations, melt terri- , 
ble to the Zemarnes,and the firſtman that beyond Hercules pil-, 
{ers did p2one the ſea not ſapled befoze,and founde lande vn- , 
knowen to the Rem , in the middeſt of the ſacred place,cal- , 
led the Senate houſe, in the ſight of the goddes, they haue en- , 
uiouſlp killed with. xxitj. woundes, whom he toke pꝛiſone rs in, 
warre, and not onely ſaued their liues, but made ſome of them, 
veyꝛes ol his lining, The reſte of them thꝛough the ſame wic- , 
ked purpole haue ſente theſe deteſtable offendours, in ſtede of, 
puniſhment, to the rule of Pzouinces and armies, whiche they, 
abuſe in ſpoyling of common treaſure,in gatherpngone army, 
àgainſt vs of them, and requiring. an other of the zarbarians,, 
alwayes enimies to this ſkate. Certaine Citties belongyng to, 
the zem4xesgrefuling to gbepthem; they haue burned, ſpoyled oz , 
raſed: others oppꝛeſſed with their terrible thzcatnings, they, 
fozce agaynſt their countrey and vs. Wee haue already puni- , 
ſhed ſome of them, and by the helpe of God, ve ſhall (one ſee the, 
reſt haue tbeir inſte deſerte. The greateſt matters touchyng, 
payne, Fraunce, und here at home, we haue at our commaunde⸗ 
ment well diſpatched, Neuertheleſſe wee haue an harde and, 
charpe wozke in h ande, to make warre agaynſt the murderers, 
of C.</«r that he bexonde the ſeas: and; bitanſe wee ſhall make, 
this warte abzode, we do not thinke it a” neyther fo; vsnoz, 
h. fo2 , 
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« foz you, to leaue enimies at home, that mighte diffurbe ds in 
our abſente, and wapte theyꝛ times as the warre choulde haue 
© ſucceſſe, neyther to make any delay in this haſty expedition, 
« but rather to ridde them at ones, they hauprig begonne the 
« warre agaynſt vs, and iudged vs and our armies, traptours 
to our Countrie, not regardyng neyther the enup of marme, 
© noz the reuengment of God, in deftroying ſo many millions of 
< their Citizens. 
WQ are not offended agaynſt the multifude no: will take 
« them all as enimies, that haue bene ſo to vs, noꝛ altogither 
« weigh riches, ſubſtaunce o2 dignities, no2 kill fo many as an 
« other chiefe ruler haue done befoze vs, who redꝛelſed the Ci⸗ 
c tie in lpke Ciuill difſentions, whome, fo2 his lucky doings 
you did call Zappie, (although there muſfe nerdes be moze'es 
nimies to thꝛæ than one) but onely the wozſte and moſte wic⸗ 
« ked ſozte, as well foꝛ you as fo? our ſelfes, wer entende ko 
« cozrec otherwiſe by our contentions, pou all, betwene vs, 
muſte needes be vtterly deſtroped, and or neceſſitie, dur armis 
© that hath bene ſo iniuried and deſpighted,as they haite bent 
« p2zoclaimed publique enimies, muft nerdes ſome way be come 
9 fozted at sur hande. - 
And where as wer migbte lay bandes vppon the condenis 
ned, where wer woulde, vet we thought ik better to pꝛonsuntt 
them, thau at all aduentures to ceppzetle them, and that fo3 
« pour ſake, leaſt the rage of the Souls ioars mighte exceed 
vppon them that are not touched, and that their names beyng 
© comp2ehended in a rertarne number eher might leaue the reſt 
© by the decree,

TZepidus was the firſte that dyd condemne, and the firffe of 
the condemned was Paulus his bꝛother. 

The ſecond that did condemne, was Anteny:and the ſecond 
that was condemned, was his vncle Lu, foz they firſte con- 
demned theſe as enimies. 

The thirde and the fourth was of them, whiche in an 
other boke,were appoynted to be Conſuls in tyme to come. 
Pletius, bzother to Plancus, and Suintus, Father in lawe fo 
A ſinius: and. theſe were not the rather putte befoze other 
bycauſe of theyz dignitie onely, but as muche foz terrour 
and deſperation,that none ſhoulde hope to be-ſaued, 

Therenius was among the codemned men, who, as ſome lay, 
was Tutoꝛ to Ceſar. 

' By and by after theſe codemnations,the gates were kept, 
and all other paſſages and poztes of the Cittie, Fennes 
alſo and Mes, and any other place ſuſpected to bee fitte 
to flee vnto,o2 foz them that fledde, to be hydden in, 

The Capitapnes of the bandes were commaunded to 
raunge the fieldes abꝛoade, and ta ſearche diligently, and all 
this was done at onte. 

Fozthtwith, bothe in the countrie and the Cittie, as menne 
were taken, there was greate ſuddapne ſlaughter, and di⸗ 
uerſe kyndes of murders, cuttings off of heads to be ſhewed 
fo2 rewardes ſake; K 

Then was there haſty fleyng.and vnſemely ſight of them,

oftices,o2 of them that had boꝛne office. It was to ſe them fal 
at a flaues fœte with teares, nampng him ſauiour and 
god maiſter: and moꝛe pititull it was, that when they hadde 
done all this, thep could get no grace, there was all ſhapes 
of miſerie : not as in ſedition oz ſacking of a Cittie, where 
men myghte feare their foes and enimies, and truſt their fa- 
milies, but here they were moꝛe afrayde of them, than of the 
killers: The whiche beyng vopde of feare', otherwiſe than 
in tumulte and warre, they ſodainelpe of friendes were 
made enimies, epther foꝛ hydden hate, oz foz the pꝛoclapmed 
rewards, oz foz the gold and ſiluer in their houſeg:foz by thys 
occaffon, euerpe man wared extremely vnfaythful to his mai⸗ 
ſter, and their reward did onerwhelme naturall dewty toward 
the lame, and he that was faythfull and wel willing, was a: 
fravde to help, to hyde, oz conceale, foz the crueltie of the pu- 
niſhinent, 

The fo2mer feare of the ſenentene men did amaze them 
againe, foꝛ then none being named, but many ſodaynlp taken. 
all were afrayde of the like, and therefoꝛe ſought tagither foꝛ 
defence. Foꝛ vpon theſe pꝛoſeriptiona, ſume were by and by gi⸗ 
uen in p2ap to cucry man, and ſome being ſure of themſe lues 


anddeſirons of the gaine,hunted out the other, to haue reward 


of the killers. The reſte of the common ſoꝛte, ſome ſpoyled the 
houſes ofthem that were killed, which p2ofit dꝛew their minds 
fromcommon fel ing of pꝛeſent miſchiet:ſome moze temperate 
and mylde, were aſtoniſhed and amazed. It ſeemed wonderful 
ta 
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to them to conffocr that other Eittizs being unddne by feditigu, 
haue bm p)eſorued againebp agreement, This Cutie, i209? 
uilion of the rulers hadde conſumed, and their agreement, bon 
ghte it-to deſol ation ſome dyed reſiſting tho külers, ſome 
withoute reuenge, as not knowing by whom they were mai⸗ 
med, There were ſome that killed themſel@vs with doluntarie 
hunger, ſome vſed halters, ſoine dꝛoboned their badtos:;/ ſome 
thꝛewe themſelues downe from the hauſe top pd ſome leapt into 
the fp2e, ſome offered themſelues to the ſtrykors, ſome tarryed 
when they were called, ſome hid and dilgrated themſelurs vn⸗ 
ſtemelye, ſome reſiſted the euill, and thoughte to haue boughte it 
dut:ſome beſyde the ſentence ofthe thz& men, of ignoꝛante oꝛ de⸗ 
ceit, were diſpatched (as it did apprar e) by one that was Caine 
and not condemned, when the head was ſhewen. 

The condemned perſons heads wore bzonght befoꝛe the ſeats 
in the common place,that they _ had bꝛought _ might re 

eine their gods. 5 : 

On the other ſyde, there wa as much; care and vertue. 
bothe · r women, childꝛen, bꝛethꝛen and ſeruauntes, ſauing and 
thifting fox manp, and dying with them, if they could not bꝛing 
to paſſe what they ment, and ſome killed that came to kill them. 

Ok them that fledde, ſome were dꝛowned in the Sea, Foz⸗ 
time being in all againſte them: ſome beyonde all hope, retour⸗ 
ned to-offices in the Cittie, to be Capitaines in warre and tri⸗ 
mnphss / Suche demonſtrat ion made that ſeaſon of things to be 
wondꝛed at. And theſe were done, not in a pꝛiuate Citie, noꝛ in a 
weake and little king dome, but in the moſte mightye, and the 
Ladye of ſo manpe nations, bothe by lande and fea . Gad 
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God vyoulde 


himſelfe did kirre it, to bzing it to that god oder, that nowe it haue it io, 


is in-. 

There were uche thinges done of Hl, and defoze him,of 
Mariw,the chtefe of thewhich, J haue ſhewed in their liucs,and 
then men laye vnburyed. Bat theſe doings foz the woꝛthyneſſe 
of theſe thi men, eſpeclallpe fo2'the vertue and foꝛtune of 
one of them whiche bꝛoughtthe Empire toa ſure ſcate, and leſt, 
a ſtecke and name to them that naw remaine after him, a man 
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may wozthily think to be far of moze impoꝛtance, which, as they 
were moꝛe 02 leſſe notable, and be moꝛe freſh in memoꝛie, and 
lately donc, J wil declare, vet not al (oz they be not wozthy the 
telling that touche the ſimple death ti fleeing, of them that were 
pardoned of theithzee men, whiche after they retourned, liued 
a life vaknowne) but the moſte maruellous, that map make a 
man afrapd, and cauſe eredite to that is ſpoken beloꝛe. They bes 
manxe, and manyo at the Romawes haue in many bokes, wꝛit⸗ 
ten theſe of themſelues, ot the which J wil ſhew b2tefely a fewe 
of the greatete:ineuerye ſozte, foꝛ the relieſe of the ſame, and 
foꝛ the bappyneſle of the tyme that now is.

men. Some dcuiled other ſhiftes:foz they killed them that were dioures: 
not condemned, and chalenged their houſes that werenot accu- 
ſed: in ſo muche, as the Pzincescommaunded one of the Conſuls 
to make coꝛrection of things done, otherwiſe than was com- 
maunded, But he being afrayde to touch the Souldioures, lcaſt 
he ſhould pzonoke them againſt him, put to deathe a fewe Ser- 
uantes, that wente abzoade in Souldioures manner. And thefe 
were the chiefe (to the ende) ok the calamities of the condemned 
men.

opius lonne,minding to tarrie with his olde table father, bare 
eso him on his backe, till he was paſt the gates, and the reſt of the 
wap, partly leading him, and partly bearing him, he bzonghte 
hym ſafe to C:ce/ze,no man ſuſpeaing, oꝛ troubling the manner of 
it: 
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it: As they w2ight that Aeneas was renerenced of his enimies, — 
when he bare his Father Anchiſes. The people of Ame com- 
mendyng the young manne, cauſed that afterwarde he was 

made Chamverlapne of the Citie . And bycauſe he coulde 

not beare the charges of his office, foz that hys godes 

were confiſcate, the artificers freely gaue hym to ſupply the Kindneffe of 
ſame , And the people that behelde hys ſhewes, dideuery mann 
calte ſa muche monep into the game place, as they made him 

riche. 

Arianus cauſed to be grauen on his Sepulchze by hys Te⸗ , anus ris 
ſtament thus: Him, hat lieth here, his ſonne(that was not na. 
proſcribed) did hide, being condemned, and fteyng with e 
him, ſaued his life. ; 

Metellw the Father and the Sonne, the Father was a Cap? ellas father 
tapne vnder Antonie at Actio, where he was taken pꝛyſoner, 240me- 
and vnknowen : his Sonne ſerued Car, and was a Capitaine 
at the ſame ficlde . When Cr did gyue ſentence vppon the 
taptiues at am-, the pong man was pꝛeſente: The olde manne on ne o- 
being bzought foꝛth all fozlozne with long heare, miſerie and ver agaynt 41. 
wante, and all tranſfo2zmed by the ſame, when in o2der of Roved * 
the captines, he was called of the crier, hys Sonne lepte from 

hys ſeate, and emb2aced his Father, ( whome he ſcarſiy knew) 
with teares, and when he had ceaſed from ſoꝛowe, hee ſayde to 
Caſar: This hath bene thine enimie O Cæſar, and J thy friende, 
him thou muſte puniſhe, and me rewarde: J deſire the to ſaue 
my Father foꝛ me, oꝛ lette me die foꝛ hym. Euer man takyng 
pittie, car commaunded Merellus to be ſaued, though he were 
hys very enimie, and afoze deſpyſing many gyftes, to be dzawne 
from Antonie. 

The ſeruauntes of a arcis with god loue and Foztune, 2c! and his 
all the tyme of the pꝛoſcription, dyd kepe hym within has 
houſe, till feare ſet aſide, 1 arcius came out of his houſe, as from 
baniſhment, | FE | | 

Hirtis wyth hys menne flepng the Cittie, wente aboufe 11 
Italie, deliuered pꝛyſoners, and gathered them togither that 8 
fedde, and toke townes, a few at the firſte, after moe innum⸗

bym ſecretelye, beyng b:oughte vppe of hym , and a⸗ 
foꝛetyme well vled , but after, fo2 eyiltl conditions, bzans 
ded, 

When &x-f{- reſted in a Fenne, and did fe this Deryaunte 
ſo nighe hom, be was afrayde: to whome the Seruaunte 
ſapde, that he did not ſo much remember his pꝛeſent bzandes, 
as he dyd his foꝛmer benefites;and ſo cauſed hym lo repole in 
a caue, and pꝛouided mcate foz hym , as well as ber coulde: 
and after that the Cane was ſuſpected , and Souldpours 
dzewe nighe to x-#-- where hee was, the Seruaunte per⸗ 
cepuyng the matter , followed and killed an olde man that 
paſſed by, and cutte off hys heade : the Souldiours bepng 
angrye , and commyng aboute to take the killer, hee ſayde, 
I haue kylled mp Mayftcr xefe , that gaue mee theſs 
bzandes , They toke the heade, to haue the rewarde, and ca- 
rped it in vayne into the Citie. The Seruaunt comfozted bys 
Payffer and ſap!ed with hym into $icele, | 

Appion reſtyng in a ſtable, the Soulpjonrs ſought hymt his 
feruaunt put on his garment, and lay vppon his bedde and wil⸗ 
lingly receyued death foz hys Papſter, he ſittyng by him in the 
fozme of a ſeruaunt, LE | 

Memmiu houſe was foughte of the Souldiourg, one 
of whoſe Seruauntes wente into a litter, hys fellowes þcas 
ryng hym as he hadde bene theyꝛ Maiſter, and beeyng taken, 
be was contente to die for his Paiſter , who fledde into 5/- 
Cette, 

Junius hadde a free made manne , Philemon, who hadde a 
fayze houſe , where hee kepte hys Mayſter in a vaughte, in 
whiche they are wonte to lape Harneſſe, Ponep, 02 Wrys 
— » and fedde hym in the nygbte, tyll the Prace was 
made.

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An other free made man,kepyng the Sepulchze of hys Pas 
ſter, did alſo pꝛeſerue his Paiſters Sonne in the ſame graue, tos 
gither with his Father. 

kucretius wanderyng with tw faythfull ſeruauntes, foz e. 
lacke of meate, returned to hys wyfe, beyng bozne in a lit⸗ 
ter of hys ſeruauntes, into the Citie, as a ſicke man: when 
it happened that one of the ſeruaunts had bꝛoken hys legge, 
he wente on with the other, tyll hee came to the gates, 
here hys Father afoze bepng pꝛoſcrpbed of 5y/a, was tas 
ken. The Sauldiours comnyng aboute hym, he was muche 
afrapde fo2 the lucke of the place, wherefoze hee fledde with 
a ſeruaunte, and was hydde of hym in a graue, and chaun- 
fing that robbers of Depulchers dyd ſearche graues, the ſer⸗ 
naunt offered hymſelfe to bee ſpoyled of the robbers, whyles 
the maiſter fledde to the gates, and tarried tyll hys ſeruaunt 
tame to hym, whole garmentes hee put on, and wente to hys 
wyfe, vnder whoſe care beyng kepte, hee was hidde betwene 
two beames, till hee was pardoned, by meanes made foz him 
of ſome, to the th2e menne. And akter peace was made, he had 
the office of a Conſull. 8285 

Sergius was hydde of Antonie hymſelke, tyll her hadde — 
perſwaded Plancus the Conſull to pzoclayme hys reuocation 
agapnc. In the diſlention of Cr and Antonie, when Ante 
nie was declared enimye of the Senate, hee onely openly gaue 
voyce foꝛ hys acquitall, 

And thus thele were ſaued. | 

Pomponius decked hymſelfe lpke a Pꝛetoꝛ, and hys ſernants, Pormporigy. 
lpke the Sergeaunts, and ſo went thoꝛough the Citties wyth 
his maces and Officers rounde aboute hym, that her ſhould not 
bee knowne: and at the gates her toke publyouc toaches, 
and wente thoꝛough 7lie, euery manne recepupng hym, and 
ſendyng to hym as a Pzetoz appoynted of the thꝛeꝛ menne, to 
make truce wyth P.mpey, to whome alſo he came in a pu⸗ 
blike Gallep, | 

Apuleras and Aruntius connterfaiting themſelues to be Ca- a 
pitapnes, 
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pitaynes, and their ſeruguntes Souldiours, ranne to the 
gates as Capitaynes, and purſued others, and by the wap, 
they deljucred pꝛyſoners, and recepued ſuche as came to them; 
fo as eviher of them had a ſufficient bande, with Enſignes and 
armour, and ſhe oe of an army. And chancing that by diuerſe 
wapes they went toward the Sea, they bothe camped in one hil, 
with great feare lokyng one to another. 

In the mozuyng, not hauyng clere ſight, and thinkyng that 
epther of them had bene ſente to deſtroy the other, they fought 
it out very fiercely,tyll they knewe the truthe. Then repenting 
that dede,they thꝛew awap their weapös, and wapled that foz- 

tune ſhoulde be lo contrarie to them, and toke ſhippe, the one 
ſaplyng to Brutus, the other to Pompey. And he went on with ?on:- 
pey : and the other, vnder Brutus was pꝛeſident of Zythmia, and 
when zrutus was dead, delivered it to Antonie, ànd was ſa⸗ 
ved, 
genuin go A ſeruaunt of V entidiu, when he was firffe condemned, put 
leruauntes. him in fetters, as though he woulde haue deliuered hym to the 
killers: in the night he perl waded hys felowes, and cladde them 
lyke Souldiours, and his mapſter lyke a Capitaine, and wente 
out lyke a bande appoynted, and b2onght his mayſter out of the 
Citie,paſſing thzough Jah into 5:celie, many tymes meeting o- 
ther Capitapnes that ſought / entidius. 

Another hidde hys mapſter in a Sepulchze, and when he 
coulde not abyde the fearfulneſſe of fanſie in the Sepulchze, he 
bidde him in an homely houſe, nyghe the whiche a Souldiour 
dwellyng, he coulde not abyde that feare neyther ; Wherefoze 
turnyng from feare to extreme boldenelle, he ſhaued hys head, 
and plaped the ſcholemapſter in R= me till the truce, 

Polutins, Volutius being Aedile, was condemned. He hauyng friendſhip 
The prieftes of with a Pꝛieſt of //, boꝛowed a ffole and a veſture downe to the

rebuking his ſeruants, x kœping the ſoldiours frothe walles till 
the 
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the fur pe beepng paſte, they ſent to the thꝛer men fo2 him, and obs 
tapned that 6 excluded from the reſt of 774, ſhould remains 
in his countrey. So 5:51 ts the fir ſte and onelye man, that as 
a ſtraunger, was an outlawe in his owne countrep. 


Varre d Philoſopher, anda waiter of Hiſtozies, hauing done 1e. 


god ſeruice in the warres, and in place of aLieutenaunt , and 
therefoze peraduenture as an ennimie to the Ponarchie, was 


condemned. His fctends beepng deſirous to receiue him, and , nige, hat 
contending foꝛ hym, calenus obtap ned hym, and kept him at his 4 pardo- 
Uineparde, whither Antem came ſometyme to walke, and pet chece vvords, 


neuer a one within, did bewzape r, ncyther ot hys owne ſer⸗ 
uaunts, oz of Calenus. 


Vir ginis an eloquent man, taughte his ſeruauntes, that if yigaws , 


they kylled him foꝛ a little money, and that with danger, they 
ſthoulde get hate, and at length be in great feare : but if they ſas 
ued him, they ſhould win ſure glozy,god hope, and hereafter mo⸗ 
nep muche mo2e abundant and certaine . Wherefoze they fled 
with him, as with their fellowe ſernaunte, and in the way be» 
ing knowne, they fought with the ſouldiours: and he being taken 
of them, tolde them alſo,that they woulde not kill hym foz anye 
malice, but foꝛ onelye hope of money, which they ſhoulde haue 
moꝛe iuſtlye and plentifullpe, if they would go with hym to the 
ſea, where (quoth he)my wife hathe a ſhippe with mony. They 
being perſuaded, bzought hym to the ſea : his wife, as ſhe 
was appointed,came to the ſea, and bycauſe hir huſbande tar- 
ryed, thinking he had bin gone to Pompey, ſhe went hir wap,lea- 
uing a ſeruat on ſhoꝛe toſhewhim ſo, UWhe irginiu was come, 
the ſernant ranne vnto him, and ſhewed him where his ſhipps 
ſapled, what his Paiſtreſſe ſaid of the money, and that he was 
left behinde to tell him. The ſouldiours perceiuing al to be true, 
Virginia deſired them to ſtave, til he might call his wife backe, 
oꝛ goe with him to hir foꝛ their mony. They toke a boate, and 
with great labour rowed him into icelie, where receyuing their 
22 woulde not goe from him, but tarrped with him 
e ende.

Mrvrcuts — being a Lieutenante vnder Brutus, was condemned, 
and when zrutus was ouercome; he was taken, and made him- 
ſelfe as a ſeruant, whome Berbula bought, and percepuing bim 
to be apte, made him chiefe af his fellowes, and gane hun mo⸗ 
ney to beſtowe : and when he ſawe him ſtill moꝛe wile and dili⸗ 
gent than the common nature of ſeruantes, he put him in hope, 
that if he were one of the pꝛoſcribed men, he woulde ſaue him, il 
be woulde confefle it. He denying it earneſtly, and declaring his 
ffocke, his name, and fozmer mapſters, he car ied him to Nome, 
thinking ik he had bene a condemned man, he woulde haue refn- 
fed to goe. But he followed cheerefully, and being at the gates 
ok the Conſuls houſe, a friend of a/ bulu that ſaw ture, infer» 
nite maner wayting vpon him, did fecretly tell him in his eare- 
Pe(by A grip ⸗obteined of cæſar, that Murcus was pardoned, 
and remained kriende to Cr. Not long after, it happened that 
he was a Captaine in the warre againffe Antonie, at AG, 
Barbuls. and Narbula was a Capitapne of Antenies, where foꝛtune came 
about to bothe alike. Foz, when Antenie was onerthzowen, 
be was taken, andcounterfeyted to be aſernant,whome aureus 
bought as ignoꝛant. But ſhewing all to cr, be obtepned hys 
Equal forvone. pardon, and lo requited his fozmer benefit. To theſe foztune 
was like on both ſides, and ſo continued: foꝛ they were officcrs 
togither in one dignitie at x-me. 
Ab 3albinu flieing, and retourning with »-mpey, and being made 
N. Conſult, it hapned that Zep144 of ſo great a Pzince being made 
a pꝛiuate man by car, came to this neceCſitie, d when cena 
did actuſe Zepid his ſonne of conſpiratie againſt car, and alſo 
accuſed the mother, as conſenting to hir fonne, and Teyidus him⸗ 
felfe, as a weake man, he defpiſed : the ſornehe ſent to car, to 
A? oz the mother, bicauſe ſhe was a woman and not to be 
carved, herequired ſurette ta be putte befoze the Contull.

Haue reſpect 
vnto the chaunces of the wozlde : and to me, that attende vpon 
the, giue this grace, that eyther my wife may goe to cr vp⸗ 
on my ſuretie, oꝛ J be bounde to goe with hyz. 

Whiles Lep:d«s ſpake this, Balbinus conſider ing the mutati⸗ 
on, deliuered the wife of hir bonde, 

Pong Cicero was ſent ofhis father into Grecia, foꝛeſeing what 
would come. From Greece he went to rutus, t after Bi utus death, 
to Pompey, t with both was honoured with the place of a Lieute- 
naunt. And after them, Cc /r, to cleere himſelf of C:ceros iniurie, The Birkops of 

made him ſtraight the Biſhop, and not long after, Conſal, and Jia gidrates & 
Pꝛeſident of Sri. And whe Car onercame Antony at A ctis, he Judges of reli. 
was pet Conſul, and c-/«r wzote to him of it, which Letters he? 
readde to the people of me, and ſate in that ſeate of Juſtice, 
where his fathers head was put. 

Appius diuided his ſubſtance among his ſeruants, and ſays ius. 
led with them into 5:cel:e. They watching foz his monp, a ſtoꝛm 
ryſing, put him into a boate, that they might ſaple with the moꝛe 
ſafetie: but it chaunced, that he in the boate was ſaued beyonde 
all hope, and they dꝛowned with they? ſhippe. 

Publius, a treaſurer of vrutus, and of the familie ot Ænteny, Public. 
was requeſted to foꝛſake Brutus, which bicauſe he would not do, 
be was pꝛoſcribed: pet he returned, and was a friende to Car, 
and when cr came to him, he woulde ſhewe him Brutus pics 
ture, foz the which he was pꝛayſed ol car. 

Theſe things, beyonde hope, happening to the p2oſcribed 
men, both in daunger and ſafetie, many moe being omitted, A 
thought chiefe to be declared, 

3 When matters had thus paſſed in zoe, all the places about, 
oz theſe troubles, were ful of enimics,x great warres fell _ :

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Jn Z:by« of Corniſicius againft Se xrius: in Syria of Caßius againlt Des 
lebelli: in Sicilia of Pompey, where great affliction was among the 
Citties foz this captiuitie. J will onerpaſſe the leſſe:the grea ; 
teſf, that appeared moꝛe woꝛthie thanthe reſt, in Loadices, 7har- 
ſus, Rhodes, Patareans, and Xantheans, and every of them, which 
from the beginning in oꝛder J haue gathered to w2ite , were 
theſe. The Romaines call that parte pet olde 24, which they 
wanne of the Carrhaginenſes : that, whiche King 1uba helde, and 
was after gotten by C/«r, they call Rewe 2b Y, and may bee of 
Numidia, | | 
gextius being pꝛeſident of New Z. vnderc/ar,commann- 
ded Cerniſicius to giue place in the olde, as thoughe all . was 
C æſars by lot. 

When the thꝛe men made their diuifion, he ſapd, he knew 
no ſuche diuiſion made of the ther men among themſelues, noz 
woulde deliuer the Pꝛouince, which he had receiued ok the Se⸗ 
nate, but onelpe to them againe , And foz this cauſe they made 
war one againſt another, 

Corniſicius had an armye well appointed and great in number: 
Se xtiu had lighte harneſſed, and fewer, by the whiche comming 
abꝛoade, hæ cauſed men to reuolte from cerniſicius, and gaue res 
pulſe to V entidius, a Captaine of Corniſicus, comming vpon him 
luſkly, and befieged him. 

Lelius an other Captapne of corniſicius, went abꝛode, and wan

dure, Lyle the king, and to them that were called 5:re5«ns, to take part with

whom he iopned and gotte the vic oꝛie, he was cailed a git, 
bycauſe his army did very valiantly. 

When Ca Ceſar did perſecute Pompey friends, he did fyghte 
fo2 him in z£:5y., and onerth2ewe Salura, Iubas Lieutenant, a fa⸗ 
mous man: Foꝛ whiche cauſe Su, was rewarded of Ce, 
with king 474n4/es land, nat al, but the beſt part of it. ne:

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was this Trabions kather, and confederate with a. Bis lande 
Ceſar gaue to sittius and to Jocchus king of the Aaruſians, one part 
whereof 61: diuided foꝛ the people vnder him. 

W 4 es into 1bera to Pompers child2en,and when Calus 
Caſar was he retourned againe to 2 and tuer ſending 
ſome of his n to the panger Pompey into Iberia, and recey- 
uing expert ſouldiours from thence, he toke hys lande from bc- 
hn, and diſpatched 5:75: by craft: and being ſtill friend to the 
Pompe yans, and perteyuing their foꝛtune to be full ot inkelicitie 
without hope, he agrede with ,, and ſwne by hym was re⸗ 
conciled to Ceſar. The sittians alſo foꝛ his fathers beneuolence 
wyth C/ar, ioyned wr@ hym. | 

geſtius being nowe emboldned, came fromthe ſiege to the 
fight, where Yentidius was flayne, and the army ſtedde witt ont 
a guyde, whome he chaſed and killed, and toke many of them. 

«lim hearing of this, leuied the ſiege at cirta, and wente to 
Cornificius. 

geſtius being hauty with this feat, went to Corn / fcius at Vtica, 
and encamped againſt him, hauing much people. And cornificius 
ſending Lelius with hoꝛſmen to take a view, Scius ſent Arabion 
with his hozle againſt Zelius, at the face: t he with hoꝛſe better 
appointed, came vpon him on the ſide, and diſoꝛdꝛed hym, ſo that 
Lelws, thoughe not inferio2, pet fearing his retire ſhoulde haue 
bene ſhatte, toke an hill that was betwe#ne both, where 4- 
_ „ a8 hee was directed, kylled manye, and compaſſeo the 
reſte. 

Cornificius ſeeing this, came foꝛthe wyth hys whole power, 
to helpe Zelius. geſtius ſette vpon him on the back, with ſodayne 
charge, whome Corniſicius endeuoured to repell with great tra- 
uaile. Æralon in the meane time creeping with his me thꝛough 
the ſfony places, came ſecretly ouer mountaines vpon Corniſici-

Le! ſeeing al | 
this vpon the hill, kylled himſelfe. When the Captaines were | 
deade, the armies fled ſeuerally, and ſuche of the pꝛoſcribed men 
as were with Crnsficms , ſome fledde into gicelie, and ſome whi⸗ 
ther they conld, geſtius rewarded Arabien and the 514495 with 
godly gifts, and the Citties he pardoned,to obey Ce/ar. 
This was the ende of the warre in z:by«,betwirxte Corneficins 
and e/:,verp ſhoꝛte, if a man conſiver the feates done wyth ſo 
great ſpeede, 


done, and that was this: when Cs Ceſar w the mur⸗ 
derers toke the Capitoll, and when obiiuton of al thinges was 
decreed, they cane down. 

The people at the funerall ef car, being moned wpth pit⸗ 
tie, ranne aboute to ſecke the quellers, and they dꝛiuing them 
backe from the toppes of the houſes, went to the pꝛouinces that 
Ceſar had appointed. caſuus and Brutus beyng vet Pꝛetoꝛs in 
the Citie, were aſſigned alſo of Cr to pꝛouintes, caſuus to 51 
ria, and Brutus to 27 acedomia, And hycauſe they coulde not goe to 
their p2ouinces brfo2e their tune, noꝛ abide the hate of the Ci⸗ 
tie, they wente away, being vet in office; and the Senate, in 
conſideration of-them, appointed them Puructourcs foz pz0- 
uiſion, that in that meane time, they ſhoulde not be thought 
to fic awap. 

They beyny gone, cy ria E Macedinia were apointed by decree to 
Antony and D»lobella,being then Conſuls. The Senate,being 
very muche grieued,ganc them in ſteade thereof Crera c Crreve, 
whiche they not regarding, in ſhozte tyme gathered much mo⸗ 
nep and men, and entred gi and Macedonia. And thus they 
wꝛoughte. 

When P/. bella hadde kylled 7rebonins in A ſia, and A ntnie 
hadde oucrcome Pecimus in celtica, the Senate being offended,

745 and C ſius to their foꝛmer pꝛouintes, and added to Brutu:

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Ceſdus.After this, Ce: pꝛeuented 7elobell« entring into Syria, 
vledthe tokens of that office, and gathered twelue legions, that 
fo; the moſte parte, hadde ſerued, and bin trained vnder Cn. 
Ca/ar, one of the whiche, C æſar hadde lefte in Y, to goe to the 
war againſt the Parthians. The charge of this,. had Sec/lius Baſſus, 1 . 
but the dignitie, sextuulius hadde,a pong man and Ceſars kinſ⸗ 
man, who being laſciuious, and ſuffering the legion to fall to 
riot, 34/45 repꝛoued him:wherefoze he fell out with 50 us, and 

called hym raſcall, and after waxing moꝛe diſobedient , 3 
tommaunded hym to be bꝛoughte of the Sergeants, whereof a 
tumulte growing, and 34/* beyng in daunger to be killed: the 
armye, not abiding that diſoꝛder, killed alis: of the whiche re⸗ 
penting them by and by, and fearing Cars diſpleaſure, they a⸗ 
greed tsgither,that vnleſſe they had foꝛgiueneſſe, they woulde 
fyght til death, and to this they compelled B: getting an oe 
ther legion, they trained them, with the which they valiãtly o⸗ 
uercame $ex7z Aurc4s, lente againſte them with thꝛoꝛ legions 
from C-/ar. To 414rcw,came in aide Minutius Criſis from By- Murcen 
thinia, with thꝛe other legions, and beſieged 3a with ſixe le- 
gions, C4 comming in relicke of B, receiued hys armys 
freely by and by, and after, inutius and Murcus, delivering to 
hym their legions foꝛ godwill, they obeyed him in all thinges 
as d Senate cõmaũded. A lbinus being ſent of P. lobella, bꝛought 
oute of Ae gipt foure legions of the remnaunt of Pompeius and 
craſſus diſcomſiture, which of Ceſar were left w Clecpatra. Cußius 
ſet vpon him in Paleilina (knowing nothing of theſe chaunc es) 
fo ſodainely.that he compelled him to deliner his armpe, being 
afraide with foure legions to fyght againſte eight, Thus c aß 
us (beyond al expedation) was Loꝛd of twelue legions, and ma⸗ 
nve of the Tarthian archers on hoꝛſebacke came ta lerue Ca/##s, 
her being known among them, when he was anofficer in cr4/- 
us campe. Pell. bella remained aboute 70116, diſpatchiug Trebe- bl. 
nus, ànd putting tributes vpon the Cities, and by Luciu⸗ Figulus 5 FRA 
hyꝛing nanies of the N h de,, the Tycians, Pamphagenians, and Ce- 
lieians, which. whe they were ready, he determined to go into 5 
ie yimlelfe by land with two legions, & Fgules by ſea, And hea⸗

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ring of Ceſius army, he tourned hys ioꝛney to Laed:ces, à Cittie 
(bermviſus friendly to hym,topning to Cherrone/+ and fitte foꝛ al itirniture,

Which cus ſceing,and fearing that 7olobela ſhould eſcape 
mM» a nat: him, hauing gotten a place called /;/4mw,almofte an Jland,not 
rovve tant »*: two furlongs ouer, he tok all the ſtones and tymber of the cota⸗ 
ſeas. ges, boꝛoughs and ſepulchzes,to make a pere foꝛ ſhips. e ſent 
to Phenitia, cia and the Rhodes, ànd being reieded of all, but the 
gidonians, pet he went againſte Yolobel«, and bothe of them ha- 
ning loſte numbers of ſhyps, Dolebella toke fiue, with al the men. 
Caſuus (ent againe to them that had deſpiſed hym, and to c leepa- 
tra Queenc of Aegipt, and to Serapien Generall in Cypres fo; 
du be of hir. The 7 yrians, the Ara lian, and Serapion, without any in 
the lie of d telligente from cleopatra, ſent him as many ſhips as thep hadde. 
CS urs of The Nucene made excule to c, by hunger t peſtilẽce, wher⸗ 
3 Tr-poli with Aegiyt was oppzcficd: and foꝛ the familiarity with the foz- 
Tyrus and Sidow mer Cæſar, thee fauonred Polobella, and with this determination, 
perm": ſhe lente hym kour legions by Allinus, and an other ſafficient 
tra. companp, by ſea ( bicauſe of the winde) ſtaped. 
The K hodians and the Lycians ſaid, thep woulde helpe neither 
Brutus noꝛ Caſuus in ciuill warres, and that they had giuen ſhips 
of paſage to Pelolella, but not entred with him into any ſocietie 
of warre. Caßius being pꝛepared againe, with ſuch as he had pꝛe⸗ 
ſently, encountred with Pe lobella twice, and at the firſte, they 
fought it oute with like foꝛce: but after P⸗lobella was to weake 
by Sea. Then Cu, with a rampire, ſs beat the walles of the 
Cittie, that they were lyke to fade, and when he coulde not toꝛ⸗ 
SPY rupte 2ſar/, that was chiefe of the watch by night, he wanne 
roediceavvon, the Captaines of the bands, that warded by the dap. And 47 «r/%: 
Velobella killed: reſting by dave, the gates were opened, and he entred in diners 
parts with his army, 
The Citie being taken, P. l. bella bad one of his Guard cutte 
oft his heade and carrie it to ca, to ſaue his owne, whiche he 
did, and after killed himſelfe, 37/4 alſo did ridde his own life.

. fo himſelke. All the Laodiceans (acred and publyke things he ſpop⸗ Lao licea ſports 
led, the chief of the Citie he puniſhed, the other he oppꝛelled with 
grieuous payments, and bzought the Citie to extreme miſe- 
rie. rom Taodicea hee wente towarde A gp, vnderſtandyng 
that cleeparra dyd ſayle with a greate nauie to cr and Anto- 
nie, thynkyng her myghte ſtoppe hir voyage, and be reuenged 
of hyz, vnderſtandyng that Aegißyt was in greate diſtreſſe 
foz famine, haupng no greate army of ſtraungers, the Soul⸗ 
diours beyng gone with Albinius. Weyng in this hope and de⸗ 
termination, Brutus in haſte aduertiſed hym, that Car t An- 
tonie dyd palle the Jonian Sed. Ca vnwillyngly, lefte the en⸗ 
terpꝛyſe of Aegipt, and ſente away the Parthian Archers on 
hozſebacke, wyth their rewardes, and mellengers to thepz 
King foz further ayde : whiche commyng when all was done, 
ranged gi, aud all the.nighe nations to 101, and departed, 
Caſius lefte hys Nephewe in Syria with one legion: the hozſc- | 
menne hee ſente afoze to Cappadocia. They ſuddenly ſette vppon aver dis 
Ariobarzanes the kyng, as one that befoꝛe meante to decepue el. 
Caßius, and bzought all his money and riches to cit. The 
Tharſias bepng at debate, the one parte honoured, C comyng 76.0. at diuiſis 
firſte, the other Polobella after him: and both of them did it, by the - _ in - ou 
ſhew of the Cities authoꝛitie: and embzacing both, as the turne ct. 
ſerued, either ſide in ſuch a chãgeable citie)vſed othc. extreme- 
ly. When cus had ouertome Holo bella, he commaunded them 
to pave a thouſand and fine hundzed Talentes: they not know- 5 
ing what to doe, and beyng with deſpight requpꝛed of the Soul- fel I 
diours therevnto, were compelled to ſell all their pꝛyuate 
Jewels, and holy things in common, and other whiche they had 
fo2 their triumphes and ſacrifices, whiche not ſuffiſing, the Ba- 
giſtrates ſolde their fre people.

with them, ſhewing noble ſkrength on both ſydes, The xbodiun 
ſhippes were light, and gaue a ſuddayne onlct on their entinics, 
and retired againe, and ketched what courſe they woulde. The 
Romaines were hoauie, and abode by it, and when they ioyned 
with them, ouerlayde them like a fight on fote. C αα with the 
multitude of his ſhippes did ſo beſet the euimie, that they could 
not compaſſe, noꝛ retire at their pleaſure, but onely afozchande 
glue a charge, and retire againe : and that tommoditie was ta- 
ken away by the ſtreightnelle af the place. Foz their commyng 
vpon the Remanes great ſhippes with their ſharpe ſtemmes, dyd 
no god, bicauſe the zones ſtode vnmouable againlt their light 
veſſels. In the ende, thꝛer of the xhod:anes, with all the men in 
them, were taken, two were bꝛoken and lonke, the reſt ſoꝛe bea⸗ 
ten,fledde to the Rhede,.

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When he had repapꝛed his N aupe, he ſapled to Zrenna, à Cas 
fell of the A dians, and his fotemen he committed to Phan 
and Tentulu, to bee tranſpoꝛted in greate Shippes. Be ſapled 
with foureſcoze veſſels, whyche was a terrible ſighte to the - 
dias. Being arriued at x4odes, he ſtirred not, nepther with hys 
Nauyte noz hys fotemen, thinking they woulde haue yeeldedtbat 
thep came fiercely fozthe to the fyghtc , and hauing loft two 
Shyppes, they ſhutte themſelues within the Poꝛte of the Citie, 
and toke armoure, and reſiſted the fotemen that hanius hadde 
ſette a ſhoꝛe, and alſo Caf: that appꝛoched the walles nert the 
Hea, not vnfitte fo2 that fight: which he fozeſeyng,had b2ovghte 
Turrets with him, which he ſct vp, and aſfayled the Citie both 
by ſea and land, which being vnp;onided foz ſo ſuddapne a mat- 
ter, muſt needes eyther by fozce oꝛ famine be ouerthzowen. The 
wile men of the Citie, to auoide that daunger, hadde ſome talke 
with P hnius and centulu. In the meane time, Caßim was gote 
into the Citic with the choyce of his armp, vſing no foꝛce at hys 
entrie, whiche ſome thought to be by them that pitped the kami⸗ 
ſhing of their Citie. | 

Caſiwyauing the Citie in taptiuitie, ſate downs in Þ Judge» 
mente ſeate, and pitched his ſpeare in it, in token it was thzall, 
and badde them not to feare. He commaunded his armye vppon 
payne of death, not to make any ſpoyle.Þe called. so. Xhodrans by 
name, whome he puniſhed with death. Fine and twentyp would 
not appeare, he baniſhed, He toke all the money that was golde 
oꝛ flucr, holy oꝛ publike, and appoynted a dapt to euerp man to 
bꝛing in his pꝛiuate ſubſtance. He pꝛotclaymed deathe to them 
that hidde any thing. To the atcuſer he pzoclaimed a third part, 
and to the bonde, libertie. Manye at the beginning hidde their 
things, hoping the ſpoyle woulde haue no ſache ende: but when 
they ſawe men were bewꝛaped, they bꝛought foꝛth all foz feare. 
Some was hidden in the ground, ſome in filthy pittes, and ſeme 
in graues, out of the which moꝛe was bꝛought, than at the firſt,

The ditche was fiftie fote deepe,and 
the bꝛeadth pꝛopoꝛtionate accoꝛdingly. Upon it they ſtode, and 
thꝛew their dartes c arrowes vpõ the Romanes, diuided as with a 
floud impaſſable, Zr gote many Pioners, t coucreo the with 
leather to ouerthꝛow the ditche. He parted the army fo2 p night 
and the dayes labour, neuer ccaſſing,but as in a matter of great 


ſpœde, vſed the ſouldioures,to cotend who ſhould do faſteſt, And 


though at the beginning it ſemed he went about a tedious and 
krutelelle wozke, yet in the end, he bꝛought it to paſſe very quick- 
ly,contrary to the Zanthians opinion, whiche thsughte it woulde 
haue bm many monethes in doing, 02 not done at all. But nowe 
they are ſhutte vp, and dꝛiuen within their gates, with a greate 
change. He gaue daply aſſaultes at the gates,cuer changing his 
men. They reſiſted, and put kreſhe and ſounde men in the place of 
the weery and wounded, ſo long as their foꝛtes helde: but when 
they were beaten towne, and all bꝛoken, zr«:s thinking what 
woulde follow, commaunded his ſouldioures to retire from the 
gates, 

The Zanthians thinking that to bee done by negligence, 
iſſued out in the nighte with lightes to burne the Romanes en⸗ 
gines, who being encountred of the komanes that lape foz them, 
retired to the gates, the kepers whereof, fearing the enimie 
ſhould enter alſo, ſhutte them out, whereof did followe a greate 
laughter befo2c the gates. Not long after, the Amanes goyng 
backe againe, the Citizens came out, and fired the engines : 
and bycauſe of the foꝛmer loſſe, the gates were opened to them, 
at whoſe goyng in, two thouſand Nemanes thꝛuſt in with them, 
and moꝛe followed:at the which entrie, the gates fell downe, ey⸗ 
ther ſuddaynelv, oꝛ of purpoſe, the matter failing that held them 
vp. The &:mancs Were eyther killed, oꝛ ſhut in. The gates could 
not be opened, no2 without ſome engine be remoued. The 
Zantliins thꝛebł vpon them in the fkreetes from aboue. They 
hauing neyther bowe noꝛ arrowes, gote into a ſtraight place, 
called S edono, that they ſhould not vtterly be beſette aboute. 
The Komanes that were withoute, were carekull foz them

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within, and zrutus ranne among them, to. ſee that all help migbte 

be allayed. At the gates barred with pꝛon, they could not get in, 

their ſcales and Towers being burned, Wherefozc ſome. made 

ſcalyng ladders pzeſentiy, aud wente vp vppon timber, as vpon 
ladders:ſome tyed fozhes to ropes, and thzewe them to faſten on 

the wall, and climbed vp by coardes, Lhe, Henaqudians they? 
neyghboures and enimics,andconfederate with Brutus, gate bp Ce 75 FOE 
ouer the rocky places, whiche when the Kamanes law, they. » follo- „ 
wed with great laboure, whereby many fell, and fomet at gote 

ouer,went to opẽ the gates, and layd timber ſo thicke, that they 

mighte come quer: whiche they did. And being now many, they 

bꝛake the gate, not being very ſtrög, both they within and with- | 

put — it: and the Souldjoures entrod in verye boldly, 

both at the bꝛoken gate, and ouer the wall, pan the way made 

with timber, ſo as there was thzuſting in on euery ſide. The 

Zanthians with greate ſhoutes ſet vpon the Romane: that were The nome 
in Sarpedono.

And this was at the ſetting of the Sunne, 

The Citie being thus taken, the. Zanthians wente into theyz 

houſes, and burned their moſt pzecious things, and wilfully of- 

fered thein thꝛotes to be cutte. The lamentation was ſo greate, 

that S utus fearing the ſpople, called bis Souldiqurs backe by a Ty: caking 
Trumpet: and when he knewe what was done, he pitied the » ih, 
ſtate of them foꝛ their liberties ſake, and ſent a trute vnto them. 

Thep repelling them that bꝛought it, and bꝛinging all they had, 

to ſtackes that they hadde made in their houſes, ſet the ſame on 

fire, and burned themſelues therewith. 

- Brugus ſaued all the facred things. and only toke the Seruants 

of the xanthiuns, and an hund2ed and fifty women free and wyth- 

out huſband. Thus thi times the Zantbiuns periſtzed foz their 74. of: cxcking 
liberfie, being beleeged of Arpalus, Licutenant of cyrus the of Zancbus.

and Parthians, Archers on ho2ſcbacke, foure thouſande. The 
The auger of BINgS and Pꝛinces of the Galarians in Aſia were their confe⸗ 
Trutus and caß detates, and folowed them with a greate hoſte of fotemen, and 
2 hoꝛſemen aboue fine thouſande. This great armie of Brutus and 
Caſs, was ſet in oꝛder at the gulfe of 1e/ane, with the whiche 
thep pꝛoceeded to the warre, appoyntyng other menne fo2 other 
neccſſities, They purged the army by Sacrifice accoꝛdyng to 
Libervizze of the manner, and fulfitled pzomiſcs made fo money, giuyng li⸗ 
sand cd berally to winne mennes hartes, as they might well, hauyng 
CE ſuche plenty of richeſſe, breauſe there were many that had ſer⸗ 
ned vnder Cx Car, And that none ſhoulde make any ſtirre at 
the light oꝛ name of newe Car. it was thought merte to ſpeake 
to the armp. There was a greate ſeate, in the which ſate none 
but Senatours and Pꝛetoꝛs. The reſt, as wel Nomanes as ſtraun⸗ 
gers, ſtode about below : glad they were to ſ& one another, as 
they that were ſtronger than they ſuppoſed, Boldneſſe and great 
hope grew at the ſight ef the army, whithe thing increaſcth the 
god wil of Souldiours to their Captaine, c hope that is comon, 
getteth beneuolence. The noyſe that hereof was made, did ccaſe 
by the trumpets and criers:and Cu, bicauſe he was elder thi 

Brutus, càme a little foꝛth, and thus ſayve to the army:

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This contention, O Souldiour felowes, as it is common to, 
vs all, and therkoꝛe cauſeth vs to truſt one an other: ſo is it con- , 
uenient, that we do perfozme to pou, all that we haue pꝛomiſed,, 
the whiche is the greateſt truſt, that wer will fulfill whatſoeuer , 
we pꝛomiſe you hereafter. The hope conſiſteth in the vertue , 
of you that be Souldiours, and in vs whom you ſee aboute this, 
ſeate, ſo many, and ſo great men of the Senate:and alſo, in the, 
plentyfull furniture of all thyngs whiche you ſer, of viauall, of, 
armure,of money, and of Shippes, ofconfedcrates of Nations, 
and Kyngs, that of neceitic,they by reaſon muſte be ready, 
to be willyng und agree, whome the pꝛouiſion and common, 
cauſe hath iovned togyther , Whereof the two men our ent , 
mies do-calumniate vs, vou know thzoughlp,and foꝛ that do you , 
ſerue-with vs willyngly. Therefoze nowe it is fitte to declare , 

e cauſe ,whiche ſhall chiefly ſhew, that wer haue the beſte, and, 

noſte iuſte pꝛetence of this warre. We, that haue made Cr, 
gebat, by folowyng hym and leading you in the warres, did con⸗

them, as they thought pou woꝛthie puniſhment oꝛ pꝛeterment. 
This retribution(D Citizens, )hath bzought your authoꝛitie to 
* highe felicitie: ſoz you haue pzeferred the wozthy, and they be⸗ 
ing p2eferred,have rendꝛed like thanhe to von. Foz this woꝛthi⸗ 
nelle you made S Conſull, when pou teſtified fo2 him in the 
matters of 44, and made, whome pou woulde, Tribunes of 
© cuery age, of pour ſelues, as was fitte foꝛ pour caules. What 
©ne&ede J to rehearſe many things that you already knowe, 
© but that, fince car bare rule, vou cqulde create, nepther Con- 
© ſull, P2etoz, Tribune 02 Dfficer, noz coulde teſtiſie fo; any 
© mans vertue,no2 recevue mutuall teffification fo2 pour ſelues, 
And to ſpeake of the chief, no man gaue vou thankes foz ah 
* office, foꝛ authoꝛitie, foz iuſtice oz coʒzredion. And that that 
© was moſfe to be lamented of all other, vou cquld not helpe your 
© Tribunes, when villanie was done them, that you ſhoulde not 
© retapne yourpo'per continual, and make it ſure and inuiolable: 
© but pour ſcife ſee them,that cught to haue bene vntouched, and 
their authoꝛitie inuiolate, and their oꝛnaments ſacred, to be cõ⸗ 
© demned without any judgement, by the commaundement of one 
© onely,bycauſc they ſeemed to be grieued with them that woulde 
haue declared him a kyng, the whiche the Senate twke moſte 
© grieuouſly fo2 your ſake. Foꝛ, the Tribuneſhip is vours, not the 
Senates. Pet pe could not plainly accuſe that man, oꝛ bꝛing him

authozitie, beyng of the peoples faction, What other acte oz to⸗ 
ken ok the Senate do pee require, than that all this was done by, 
their ſentence? onleſle it be not inough ta confeſſe it by wozde, , 
but to do it 4 ſay it, and togither with their ſapings to rewarde, 
you with great gifts, bicauſe whe they ſap it. they can perkoꝛme, 
it. Pow pou know how men be haͤdled:they be pꝛoſcribed with⸗ 
out iudgement, & their godes be publicate, they be killed with⸗ 
out ſentence in their houſes , in theyꝛ poꝛches, in the Temples: ,;.

men. And when the Ylmirians had vnderſtanding of it, they con- 
ueyed away their gods, and garded them with Archers, wherin 
they excelled. The hoꝛſemen finding the Citie vopde, went a- 

wap emptie and vnhurtfull. Of thys occaſton the warres of 

Parthia ſcæmed to rpſe, many of the tyꝛannes of the countreye of 
The Rate of SyriaTeſozting to them. Fo2 this countrey (till AÆntiochus the 
_ god, and his ſonne) was vnder Kings, ſucceſſoures of Seleucas: 
1 but being bꝛought into the foꝛme of a pꝛouince, they had gcauru. 
— their Pꝛelident. to whomethe Senate ſent other ſucceſſours, and 
among them, G«/ivs, which made warre vpon the Alex andri- 
«ns. Crafis [ucceded Gabinns,, which was after ſlapne of the 


Parthians. 
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parthians. But after the death of C er, and ſedition ryſing, enerp 
City was holden by an vlurper, the Purcb:an helping them. And 
nowe hadde they entred H=, (Cr4/#s being deade) one alluring 
another: from whence Antenie dzouc them away, and made 
them flee to the 4. Which being done, he put tributes vp- 
on the people, and did not pacific the pꝛouince after the commo⸗ 
tion of the Pal mirians, but diuided his armpye into wintering plas 
ces. He went to Cleeperr< into Eg iti ot whome being pꝛinceliy re- 


cepued, he taried the Minter with bir, lyke a pꝛiuate man in an „ privare. 


other mans kingdome, eyther to ſhewe, that the rule perteyned 
not to him: oz to be the moꝛe fitte to frequent the feaſt ful oayes 
of the Winter. And leauing all cares of a Captaine, he put on 
a Greekes robe, and ſuch a garment, as the Achenie / ſes and E gi. 
tians Pꝛieſtes do vie. And he reſoꝛted onely to temples, ſcotes, 
and allemblies of Philoſophers, keping company with the Gre- 
tian that obeped Cleepatra, foz whole cauſe hee had (as he layde) 
made that vopage. 


Ox/ar Octauian in the mrane time fell ſicke in his journey to e, icke. 


Rome, and verie dangerouſly at Srunduſio, Where it was ſayd, he 
was deade. Being recouered, he entred the Citie, and deliuered 
Antonies letters to his Captaines, who ſtrapght tommaunded 
Calenus to deliuer two legions to 0 .44:4», and wrote into ice 

to gextiu, to deliuer that pꝛouince: both the which were done. 

Chen dyſcharging LTeyidus of his ſuſpition, he committed A rica 

to his gouernement, and ſolde ſuch gods of the condemned men, 
as were not pet bought. Going about to place his Souldiozs 
in their dwellings, and to dinide their landes, he founde greate 
troubles: Fo2, the Soldioꝛs required cucry beſt Citie in / te, 
as they were choſen befoꝛe the warre. Contrary, thoſe Citics 
required, that all / ] might be contributarie to this diuiſion, 
oz the places of dwclling might be apointed by lot, The ſoldiozs 
alſo required the valewe of the lands, bycauſe there was no-cds 
mon pay. Both olde and pong women, and childzen, aſſembled 
fogither in the Temples, and publique places, lamenting and 
complayning , that they being natiue of /, ſhould be pufte 
from theyꝛ houſes and landes, as pziſoners in the warre . The 
| people 
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people wepte foz theſe miſeries, and moſte of all, when they re- 
membzed that it was not done foz the comman wealth, but foz 
the pꝛiuate luſt of a fewe,the whiche had ouerthzowne the com⸗ 


mon.wealc,andnow gaue their Soldiours rewardes,that they, 


by that gifte, ſhoulo be readp to ſerue their turnes, and fil kepe 
downe the common ſtate. Cr appeaſed the Cities, and ſhewed 
the cauſe of neceſlitie, and that all was not ſufficient, And her 
ſayth truth, koꝛ the neyghbours were oppꝛeſſed of the ſoldtours, 
govng bepond their boundes, t catching moze than was giuen 
them, i taking euer the beit. g eyther were they frayed by Cr 
rebukes,no2 cotented with new gifts, fz they did now litle fozce 
ol the pꝛintes, who had nde of their helpe, to hold vp their am⸗ 
bition Fo2 now the ende of the ſtue peares appꝛoched, c cuery 
one had nerde of ſeuerall helpe to maintapne his Lo2dſhip, The 
Soldiours had neede ok them, to keepe ſtil that which was giuen 
them:they had neede of the Souldiours fauour, to confirme their 
rule. C alſo tomfoꝛted the nedp Soldiours with other gilts, 
bozowyng monep of Temples, wherby he wonne their bartes, 
they beyng thankefull to him, as of whome they bad recepued 
their landes and godes, and they that were ſpopled, crping out 
vpon him, whiche he ſuffred fo2 the Soldiours ſakes, 

lucius bꝛother to Antonie bevng Conſull, and his wife Fl, 
and Afuniuᷣ that had the oucrſight of his things in his abſence, 
that this benefite might not ſeeme to be onely of 0fauan,noz he 
haue only the thanke,and the other generall be defrandedofthe 
fauonr of the Soldiours,vſed ſubtill meanes,that the placyng of 
the inhabitauntes might be deferred till Antonies commyng., 
Wlhiche when it ſcemed vnpoſſible, fo2 the haſte of the Souldi⸗ 
ours, they deſired of i,, that they mighte place Antonie 
Souldiours, although by agreement it was graunted to Ceſar 
Oltiuian by Antonie, whiche they denied to be true. Therefoze 
bꝛungung Frelura with Antonie: litle childꝛen to the tampe, they 
beſought them inſtantly, not to ſuffer Antonie to be defrauded 
of his thankes, and renowne that he had gotten, © »/-»:e-name 
was then very gloꝛious among the Doldtours'and others, fo? 
the victozp at 2þ-lippi was attributed to toit onely, _

of Cars fickneſſe. Though on ſawe that couenaunt was 
bzoken, vette ſoꝛ: Aytenies ſake, hes was content to gpue place.

There were other Cities neare to theſe, whoſe lands were de- 


uided to the Souldiours, whiche ſuffered many iniuries of the QeyrcGion of:

Souldiours, the Citizens crping to 0a», that diniſion of 
landes was nowe moze cruell, than pꝛoſcriptions of lpfe. F03. 
then enimies were punithed,now innocentes are plagued, Car 
did well perceyue the iniurie, but coulde not remedie it. Foz 
neyther had hee monep wherewith to pay the polleſſours of the 
lande,neythcr could the rewardes of vico2y be deferred, koz the 
warres that myght enſue, Pompey beyng Lozde of the Sca, who voc Acros 


cauſed famine in the Cittie, all vicuall beyng kepte awap: „. d Moro: 


cus Lordcs of. 


Aenobarbus and Murcus, haupng an other army, and gatherpng eve (ca. 
an other nauie: and the Souldiours the moze vnwillyng, cx- 
cepte they haue pꝛompſe kepte: and the ſpace of fine peares 
was almoſte come, ſo as they muſte hanenede of Souldiours, 
and therekoꝛe bare with their inſolencie: In ſo muche, as in $$,,@ios.! 
the Theatre, a common Souldiour wantyng a p2oper ſeate, 
wente and ſatte in the place ofa Gentleman. The people no- Aae the 
ted it, and Car rapſed hym. The Souldiours were angry at it, ey bebelde 
and when C/ ir came from the paſſe tyme, they compalled him, arme. 
and requpzed their felow- Souldiour, whome they thought to be 
deſtroped. But when hee came, they ſapde he came out of p2y» 1,tencic ot 
ſon, whiche bycauſe he denied, they ſayde hee was hyꝛed ſo to Sour. 
ſap, and was a Traptour to hys company. This rudenoſſe was 
vſed in the Theatre. 

Beyng called to the diuiſion into the campe of 2747s, and 
comming to it by night, they were angry that Cr tarried ſo 
long. Noniusꝗd Capitaynerebuked them, and tolde them their 
dutie, and put the cauſe vpon Cr fickenelle. They called him No kylied 
llatterer, and thꝛewe ſtones vppon him, and dꝛoue him to take 
a water, out of the whiche they toke hym vp dead, and lapde 
hym in the wave ⸗ where Car ſhoulde paſſe, who was mo⸗ 
niſhed by hys frerndes, not to truſte theyz rage: but her to auopde 
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furder inconuentence by hys abſence, wente on, and when he 
ſawe the dead bodp of yo, he went aſide. And when the fault 
waslapde vpon a fewe, har willed them hercatftcr one to ſpare 
another, and ſo gaue them giftes and diſtribution of lands, and 
rewarded ſome beyonde their owne expeaation. Ulhich con⸗ 
ſtancie of hum they ſo lyked, as they requwꝛed that the kyllers 
of Non: myghte bee punyſhed. He ſavde. he knewe them well 
inough, and was ſatiſfied wyth their confeſſion and conſcience; 
and the reſtc hee fozgaue. By the whyche mercp and libera⸗ 
litie, beyng pꝛouoked, they made greate ſhoutes of hys felis 
citie. Theſe two contempts of the Souldiours among manp o⸗ 
ther, map ſuffice to be ſhewed. 

The cauſe of thys, were they, that without lawfull autho⸗ 
ritie, (as happeth in ciuill warres) takying vppon them to bee 
Capitapnes, led theſe Souldtours, not to ſerue their countrep, 
but themſelues: not agapnſt enimtes, but agapnft Citizens. 
This deſtroyed the diſciplme ok the nes warre, The Soul⸗ 
diour, rather deſixaus to ſerue fo pꝛyuate affection,and the Cas 
pptapnes to abuſe them fo2 pꝛiuate commoditic. Not onely a 
Souldiour, but whole armies were to bee bought ſoz money, 
And it was offcnce to fauour the god, and pꝛapſe to aduaunce 
the ewll., 0 as foꝛ lighte cauſes, whole armies would go from 
A god and lawfnll leader, to a lewde and vſurpyng Captapne; 
(wke agreevng with lyke) the Souldisurs toke them foz eni⸗ 
mies, were they neuer ſo honeſt, that their Capitapnes hated, 
And the Capitapnes to haue Souldiours at hande, ſuffred them 
to committe things abhommable, without al reuerence oflawo 
and iuſtice. Do nowe all diſcipline beyng co2rupted, thep were 
coiupted belt, that could rapſe mnoſfte ſedition. 

The Citie in the ineane time, was in great penurie,their pꝛo⸗ 
uiſtoa of coꝛne beyng ſtopped by Pom. In /talie, tillage beyng 
almoſt lefte foꝛ the continuaunce of warre, and that that there 
was, being conſumed of the Soldiours: and in the Citie, theeues 
and murderers bynight. were vnpuniſhed, ſoꝛ what ſocuer was 
done, was imputed to the Souldiour. The commons ſhutte vp 
theyꝛ ſhoppes, and were withoute officers, whiche woulde not 
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ſerue where thefte was ſ\uffred, 

But Luci, bepag well affected to the common wealth, and 7 c—_ 
greeued with the power of tye thze Pzinces, continupng longer on husbande - 
| than the tune appoynted, contended with C/ foꝛ he onely pzo- * 
| miſled hclpe to the olde polleũioners, making ſupplication to all 
the oflicers, i thep pꝛomiſed their ſeruice to him. Uherby,bothe 
Antonie Soldiours, und Cæſar himſelf, accuſed him as an enimy 
to him, and Taluia àlſo, as ſtirrers of warre out of time. But a 
deuiſe of 27ans p2cuapled, which perſuaded Fauithat if Italie Manu connfel. 
were in quict, Anteny woulde remapne with c/e-patru in Aex Wy 
gipt, but if warres were ſtyzred, hee woulde come quickly. = =_ 
Then #+/«/2 of a womannithe paſſion, incenſed Lucius, 4 when —_ — 4 
Ceſar wente to place the newe inhabitanc ies, Antonies chyldꝛen vvarre. ly; 
| and Lucius Wente with them, that Cr ſhoulde not haue the 
whole thankes, by goyng alone. C eſaro hoꝛſemenne ſcoured the. 
toaſte towarde gicelie, that Pempey ſhoulde not ſpoyle it. Tuc. r ol: ||| 
eyther afrapde in deede, 02 fapning to be afrayde, that theſe * * 
hoꝛſemen were ſente agaynſt him and Antenies childꝛen, wente 
in haſte to the inhabitauncies of Antonie, to gette a garde about 
hin, accuſing Cæſar, as vnfaithfull to Antony.

Theſe were the couenants, whereof onelp the (wa lat were 
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keptc . And 54/u;d:enw- paſſed the. Alpes ſppte of them that kepte 
them, the reſt were defeated. Wherfoze Lucius went to Preneſte, 
affirmpng he was afrayde of cr hauyng a garde aboute him, 
and he none. Fuluia alſo went to Tepidus, ſaping, ſhe was afrapde 
of hir childzen, foꝛ ſhe truſted him better than Cr. And they 
bothe wꝛote to Antonie, certaine freendes tarping their letters, 
that might certifie him of all thyngs, the copies whereof J haue 
long ſought, and can not finde. Then the chiefe of the armies, 
agreed to take vp thys matter, and affirmed they woulde com⸗ 
pell hym that were vnwillyng. They ſente fo2 Lucius friendes 
to come to them, whiche they denying to doe, car accuſed 
them, as well to the chiefe of the armies, as to the officers of the 
Cities. 

Then great reſozte was made te Lucia out of the Citie, 
beſechyng him to haue compaſſion of afflicted 7ea{ze, and take 
ſome man, that epther with him, oꝛ with the Capitayncs might 
make an ende of the matter. And where as Zucim had regarde 
both ol them that ſpake, and alſo of the thyngs ſpoken, nin 


. anſweared ſharpelp. That Antenie onelp gathered money of 
ſtrange nations, but ci did gette mens loue by pꝛeuention of 
the armics and fitte places of 77. Fo2 by fraude he had got⸗ 
ten F. aunce, which was AÆntenies pꝛouinte, and foz xviij.tities, 
that ſhould be giuen to the Soldiours, he ranſacked almoſte all 
Itahj. And alſo gaue money to foure and thirty legions, not onely

Out of /taly all things were not quiet, foz Pompey, by reſoꝛte 4. 
of condemned Citizens, and auntient poſſeſſioners,was greatly tem. weren. 
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increaſed, both in mighte, and eſtimation : fo2 they that feared 
their life, 02 were ſpoyled of their godes, 02 lyked not the pzeſent 
ſtate, fledde all to hym. And this diſagremente of Luc, aug 
mented hys tredite: beſide arepay2e of yong men, deſirous of 
gayne and ſeruice, not caring vnder whome thep went, bycauſe 
they were all Kemanes, fought vnto him. And among other, hys 
tauſe ſemed molt iuſt. He was wared. riche by botics of the 
Sea, and he hadde god ſtoꝛe of Shyppes, with their furniture, 
Ain cis àlſo bzought him two legions, and fiue hundꝛed archers, 
much moncy, and foureſcoae Shippes:and he had another armp 
from Cephalenia. Wherefoze me thynke, that if he had then inua⸗ 
ded /:ca/y,he might eaſily haue gotte it, which being allliged with 


famine and diſcozd, loked foꝛ him. But Pompey of ignoꝛance had 


rather delend his owne, than inuade others, till ſo he was ouer⸗ 


tome alſo. In Africa gextua the Lieutenant to Antony, beepng 


lately commaunded to dcliner his charge to Fag19» Caſars Liens 
tenant, and ſent againe to take it from Fg, who would not des 
liuer it, but made warre, hauing a bande of diſcharged Souldp⸗ 
oures,and a number of A h canes, and the helpe of the P2inces 
there. And when Fg was onercome in both wings of his bat- 
tell, and alſo loff his Campe, thinking it had come bp treaſon, 
killed himſelfe, and ſo ext ontougapne was Lo2d of both pꝛo⸗ 
uinces of Africa. Bocchw King of the AMauritians, at the perſuas 
fon of Lucius, made warre vpon Car1ms,Gouernour of ge fo 
Ceſar, And Aenobarbus with lrr,Shippes, and two legions, and a 
band of archers and venturers, ſcouring the ſea of Jia, deſtrop⸗ 
ed the regions that accepted the rule of the th2& men. And being 
come to B̃runduſe, ge partly toke the Gallyes of Cæſar, and partly 
burned them, and dꝛiuing the Branduſians within their wall, ſpoi⸗ 
led the lands. / ſent a legion thither, and willed g uidienus t9 
come out of 5p432e, And throughout 7h men were muſtered in 
haſt. as well of C/ 3 Captavnecs, as of AÆnteme, fog Lucius. Op- 
ucrs fightes there woas betwrne them both, in tuft battell, and 
in ambuſhmentes. CTde fauoure of / was moꝛo enclined to 
Luci, bytauſe he fouaht for them againſf the new inhabitants. 
Not onely the Cities that were giuen in p2ay, but alſo all ir4/y

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was ſtirred,fearing the lyke calamitie, and rctecting Cr, ſoul- 
dioures that boꝛowed holy money, and partly kplling them, they

Lucius tothe c 0 Cæſir. Lucius allſembled the people, and put them in god hope, 
people of Reme. that Cæſar and Lep:4w ſhoulde be puniſhed foz their miſgouerne- 
ment, and that hys bꝛother woulde willingly giue oucr his vn⸗ 
« lawfull authozitie,and take the Conſuiſhip foz it, which was an 
office inſt ituted by they2 auntient fathers. When he had ſapd 
thus muche, the people beeyng glad, and thinking that the th:&e 
mens authoꝛitie ſhould ſone ceaſſe, ſaluted hym Generall, which 
done, he went againſt cer, gathering by the way another hoſt 
ok the places of Antenyes inhabitance, and ſettled them, be ing 
. well affected to ATnteny : but Bar batius, who had bin his treaſou⸗ | 
rer in warre, and was ſente from hym in diſpleaſure, tolde the | 
people that Anteny was angry with them that ſtpzred againſt |

The night befoꝛe the 
urile daye of the Caàlends Of Januarp, Lacs thinking p feaſtłul time would haue 
bene W20Ught negligece among the enimies, he gaue an aſſaulte top 
jictte moneth of cãmp, thinking he might haue put in ſome companions, whiche 
SE. ylcth he had many in diuerle places:but one legion being quickip cal⸗ 
ine cane. led ok the watch % comming with his bands, after a ſharp 
Tum in fight, Luci was repulſed. At this time in ne, coꝛn being kept 
K-nc lot corue. £02 the vc of the ſoldioꝛs, the people with tumult x contention, 
Cry ran into pꝛiuate houſes,x toke what coꝛne thep could. Now /'e- 
tidius ſoldioꝛs thinking it a ſhame,nat to helpe- Lacins , marched 
koꝛth, and duerthꝛew c gariſons in euery pläte. But when 
Agrippa and $4/u:4:en were come with moze ine, they turned 

to Fulginio, a caſtienot far off fro Perugia, whero being beſicged 
o* Agrippa. they ſignified by night to Cee, W many ficrs, where 
they were. Then it wis thanght beit to try it out by fight. But 
":1ue connſel. p/,1c;4 thought it bet to ſtap, not to hazard th ſelues betwens 
Ce/ar and A'7-1ppi,which ſentence pꝛeuapled. Thep that were 

beſieged at Perugii, when they ſaw the fiers, they were glad, and 

thought there was ſome impediment 5 they came nat fo ward: 

and when the fire ceaſſed, they thought they had bin deſtroped. 

Then Zu oppꝛeſſed with famine, made iſſuꝛs out of the city, 

from the ficlk watch vntil bꝛeak of day, on euery ſide: but being 

repulſed in eucry place, he retired ,& peruſing the vicuals, com 

Rxtremicie of minded, that the bondnen ſh3ld haue none, ꝛ vet to be kept, that 
lauuine. they ſhold nat get out to ſhe o the næꝛd to p enimie. They ran a⸗ 
bout in Oꝛchards 1 gardens, eate gralle x leaues where they 
could find anv:+ whe they were pined, 2c: put the into diches.

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infected with the ſauoꝛs. But no end being of hunger ns; 
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the ſoldioꝛs being wearp, deſired Lucys to ſally out again, x they 
would bzeak the contcary trench. Whale ferucntneile when 7 
zus (aw,he ſaid ; Df late we did not fighte la valtauntly as we, , 
| might haue done, now therfoze yeive, oꝛ fight to death. Cuerpe bons 
man conſented. Therfoze that the night ſhoulde giue none occa⸗ 
ſion to cowardnelle, they deſired they might go to it in the dape: 
and ſo Lucius led them foꝛ h, at bꝛeake of dap, with many ſcales 
and engins of vꝛon and other, to fill the ditches and climbe the , f ne 
trenches, and wyth all kind of weapons to thꝛow. Thus they iſ⸗ {rence 
ſued with great violence, and filled the ditches withoute ſtoppe, 
and caſting their engins to the wail, ſome did beate downe the 
trenche : ſome let vp their ſcales, and ſome aſſavlted the toures, 
and without all reſpec of death fought it out, notwithſtanding 
the great reſiſtaunce that was made with the ſhotte onthe con⸗ 
trary parte. This fight was in diuers places, ſo as the defence . 
was the weaker. The fight was fierce vpon the bꝛidge which ot . 
they paſſed,and alſo ſcaled the rampire, and were like to haue 
done ſome deſperate feate, except the molt valiat of c hoſt, 
had with like courage come to the reſiſtãce, euer being relieued 
with freſh men: e the other at length being tyꝛed, were thzown - 
fromthe trench, and their engins bꝛoke, and pet they ſtucke to it 
without ſhꝛink ing though ſtrength and voice fapled them. Yet 
not bein able to reſiſt. and aſhamed to give place, they abods 
if, til Tucis did blow the retreat, at the which, when C/ars foul, V cepuiſca. 
diours did make great token of gladneſſe , Luci men ſtroken 
with ſhame;toke their ſcales again, and appꝛoched the wal: but 
not able to do any god, Z cis againe did cal them backe. p they 
ſhoulde not cafte away their liues in vaine. Then with heauye 
harts and againff their wils they retires. . 
This was the end ok this ſharpe aſſaulte. C/ then appoin⸗ 
ted ſouldjoures to warde at the trenche, and at a token to leape 1 
bppe to the wall, whyche they vydde, thoughe they hadde none 
occaſion, crerciſing themſelues, and diſcouraging their foes. 
Cuciu Dqtildioures remained labde, and the wards were nogli⸗ 
gentlye kepte, ſo as diuers fledde into the Campe not onelp 
or the common ſoꝛte, but alſo ſome Capitaynes Lucius 
Tt. ij. was 
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mas inclined to peace,pitying the multitude that periſhed, one 
th.ng hindꝛed it, that r, enjaies were afraid of themſelues, 
bat whe it was heard that he vſed the fugitiues ge{ly, and that 
he was deſirous of no maus death, the Z:cw thought it expedi⸗ 
eat, without anye further reipect, toſ&ke peace. And leaſt the 
people woulde deliuer hyin foz all, he thoughte he would pꝛoue 
their mindes, and thus ſaibe: 
My defire amd intent was (O louldiour fellowes) to haue 
reduced the common wealth, to that ſtate p our anceſtoꝛs left 
« it, bycauſe I ſawe tie office of the thzs men tourned into Ti⸗ 
« rannye, and not amended alter the death of 2: ©: and caſuus, 
« by whome they made their pzetence of warre. Fo2 Lepidus be- 
ing remoued from their Collegeſhip, t Antony occupyed in far 
« parts, this man alone dothe here what he liſteth: the lawes bee 
onely pꝛetences, and ſhides. I ſeeking remedpe foz theſe in⸗ 
« commodities and minding to haue reſtoꝛed the tommõ wealth, 
J required that the ſeuldiozs, hauing their due rewardes, the 
power of one might haue bin aboliſhed, which bicauſe A coulde 
not do, I wente aboute to doe it by foꝛce and power. Then thys 
man accuſed me to the armpʒ as one that pitied the antiet inha⸗ 
« bitance:of the which accuſation being ignozant, 4 not belæœuing 
it when J hearde of it, bycauſe J was ſure pou recepueo landes 
by mp diuiſion:pet many bekeeued that falſe accuſation, and iop⸗ 
ned with bim to make warre againſt vs, which one day they 
ſhal find to be done againſt themſelues. Fo? Jam witneſſe, that 


vou following the better part, haue labozed foz the,aboue pour 
ſtrength. Yet we be oucrcome, not of the ennimpe, but of hun ⸗ 


ger, and as it were foꝛſaken of our Captains. It ſhould haue be- 


. Caine me to haue abiden the vitermoſt foꝛ my country:x therby 


in the ende haue had the pꝛayſe af inn god wil: but J can not foz 
vou, whoſe ſafetie J pꝛeterte befoze.mp glo2y. Therfoze J wpll 
« (end Ambaſſadoꝛs to the victeur,and J will require him to pu⸗ 
nich me on v. and let pon go, i that he would giue pou þ fo2giue- 


neſſe, which J do not aſke foz my ſelfe. You being Citizens as 


he is, k ſometime his ſonldiours, not nowe offending , but ha; 
uing a iuſte cauce of war, be duercome, not with fight, but with 
kamine, 
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famine, When be had thus ſaid,he ſent by & by thꝛer of the of- 
ficers thit were chiete. The reſt of the multitude lamenied, eps 
ther their own caſe, oʒ the Generalls, which meant wel as they, 
did, and ſæmed to be a friende of the common wealth, and fayne, . 
ts giue place to extreame necelſitye, The Amballadoures that, 
were ſent to cr, remembꝛed to him their common country, , 
their com non ſouldiourkare palled, the friendſhips of the noble, 
men of both ſids, the cuſtome of their anceſtoꝛs abhozring from, cu: auly vere 
ſuche deadly Dillentions,and other things to thys purpoſe. Ce- , 
{r, knowing that his enimies haſte conſtited in olde and young, 
ſouldioꝛs, vſed arte, and ſaide, he pardoned all Antenies louldi⸗ 
oꝛs, thꝛ other he required to ſubmitte to his diſcretion. Thus he 
ſpake opely, but ſecretly to Furnis, he ſignified he wauld pardon 
al, except his pꝛiuate enimies:which pꝛiuate talk with Farni a, 
they had in ſuſpition, and ſaide, that war was not made faz diſ⸗ 
pleaſure, but fo com non cauſe, and required Z«c« either to 
haue gener il peace,. oꝛ martial war. haͤuing pitie of thoſe 
noble men that were cquall in dignitie with the other, pzaiſcd 
them, and ſaide he waulde ſende other Amdaſſadoꝛs to him: and 1 tcm be 
bycauſe he thought none ſo fit as hym elle, he woulde go alone %. 
withaut an Heraulte. When it was tolde cr that Lucius was 
comming to hym, he went ſtraight to mate him, and they bothe 
came in ſight, accompanied with their friends. in the habite of 
a General. Then tec ſending aſide all hys friends, wente on 
with two Sergeants, ſignifying what he meant: and ceſar fols __ 3 
lo wing that bencuolence , ſhewed the lyke token of modeſtie. vv 1e 
And when he ſaw cc: come within his trenche, that ſo he 
might ſhew himſelfe to be in his power, he firſte wente oute of 
the Trenche, that Tec might be free to ſane hymſelfe. Thys 
they dyd ontwardlp by tokens of courteſp, and when they were » 
tome to the ditche, and had ſaluted eche other, 4 thus bega, » 
If JF hid mwde this warce with ſtraungers, J would haue 
bin aſh med ( O Cæſar)to haue bin ouercome, and moꝛe alhamed » 
to ptelde myſelke: from the whiche ignominie, J waulde eaſilpe » 
haue deliuered my life: But bicauſe J haue dealt with a Titi- » 
zen of lpke authozitie, and that foꝛ my countrp, I thinke it no » 
Tt. ii. ſy ne,, 
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« ſyame ſoꝛ ſuch a cauſe to be ouercome of (ucy a manne, which J 
« ſpeake, not that I refuſe to lutfer an thyng that thou wut put 
« vpon mæ, beyng come to this tampe, wythout an Herauld, but 
« to alke pardon to2 other, iuſte and commedious fo2 thyne e- 
« ſkate. Whvch, that thou mayſte vnderſtande the moꝛe playn⸗ 
« lp, J wyll ſeparate they2 cauic from mine, that after thou ſhalt 
vnderſtand that Jam the onelpe cauſe , thou mapſte cxerciſe 
« thine anger vppon me. Thinke not that 4 will inuep againfte

taken awape, the reſte, (if any reſt there be) being afraide of 
c pou, and takyng armes, not agaynſte the Common 
wealth, and youre tyme beepng ended, J requpꝛed that 
the oppꝛeflto Senate myghte be reſtozed, not regardpng 
c my bother befoꝛe my Countrep , Foz J hoped to haue

could not perſwade thee, J wente to the Cittpe, and thought 
to gette it by (ſtrength and fozce, being a Senatoure, and a

p Theſe were the onelye cauſcs of this warre, not my bꝛo⸗ 
ther, not 4141s, not Fuluia, no2 the landes dinited to the 
« Dovuldpoures, that wanne the fielde at /lipyi: not the pitie 
ok the olde poſſeſlioners caſt out of the landes: foꝛ by mpne 
« aàuthoꝛitie, ſome were appoynted to landes ſoz my b2others 
c Legions, 
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Legions, the old? owners ſpopled. But thys calumniation thou, 
doddeſt deniſe, that thou myghtelt putte the faulte of the, 
warre from thy ſeife, to me, and the newe inhabiters. And by, 


thys arte, wpnnyng the heartes of the olde Souldyoures, thou, 
haſt wanne allo the vigoꝛp: fo: it was perſuaded them, that, 
J wauide putte them ont by violence. Theſe deuices were to be, 
ved, when thou madeſt warre agapnſte me. Nowe beryng L 
Conqucroure, if thou be anennimie of thy Countrep, make , 
me an enimie alſo, that coulde not remedie it, bœpng lette , 
by kamyne. And thus J ſpeake freelie , gyuing my ſelke (as, 
J ſapde) into thy handes, ſhewpng what J thought of ther, 
bekoze, and nowe alſo, bzeyng with ther alone. Thus much, 
ok my ſelke. 

Now, as concernyng my kriendes, and the whole army:

And if thou reiea all my councell, , 
az of thyne enimie, J maye not be aſhamed to craue par- , 
don of the , that thou wouldeſt not exade puniſhmente , 
of my friendes fo2 my faulte oz millefoꝛtune, but rather, 
turne all vppon me, whyche am the cauſe of all theſe ,

der, not ſo much what pou haue deſerued, as what is ſeemly foz 
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dated againſle me firmely, but falſely, hurting mer now as thou

out a cauſe. But now, ſœ ing without any condition thou giueſt 
thy leife, thy friends and arm to vs:al anger is taken awape, 
al neceſlitie of truce is tutte eff. Foz nowe J mutte conſi⸗ 


ma to doe, whpche J badde rather doe, cyther foz Gods 
tauſe, foꝛ mp cauſe, 02 foz thy ſake (D Lucie): neither will J de⸗ 
, Ceiue the expedition that thou haſte bꝛeughte with ther. 

Thus much do A find in the daply notes of the Chꝛonic les of 
that time, in this matter. t C /r maruelled at the noble x ſfout 
courage of Lucius, iovpned with pꝛudence: and Lucius maruelled at 
the clemencie and quicke bꝛiefeneſſe of C/a: :the other gathered 
conieaure of their talke, by the countenaunce of them bothe, 
Then luci (ent to the chiefe Captaynes, that they ſhoulde re⸗ 
ceiue the watche woꝛde of Cr. They bzought a boke ok the 
number koꝛ ſo was the manner, as it is now, that when the caps 
taine aſketh the watche woꝛd, he offereth to the Pꝛince a boke 
of hys number euerp day. Receyuing the watch woꝛde, they did 
not leaue the wonted watches, fo2 ſo Cr commaunded that | 
they ſhould keepe watche ſeuerally. The nexte dap C ir ſacrifi 
ced,and Lucius ſent the hoſte to Cr, carping their harneſſe, but 
going in their common apparel, and a farre off they ſaluted ce⸗ 
ſar, as Generall, and ſkayde legion by legion, as C/«r hadde aps 
pointed: foʒ he deuided the olde legions from the young, When 
he hadde ſacrificed, he ſate in the Generals ſeate, and comman⸗ 
ded cuery one to lap down their armour, which beeing done, her 
commaunded the old ſouldioꝛs to dꝛawe nighe, that he mighte 
repꝛoue their vnkindneſſe, and make them afraide yet his mea⸗ 
ning was knowne well ynough. Then whither it was of pur⸗ 
poſe, oꝛ of aſfedion, Ce/«r- ſouldioures came cute of theyꝛ pla- 
tes, and embꝛaced Z-c:w ſouldioꝛs, and wept, and ſued to ci 
foꝛ them and they woulde not leauc, but ſtil cryed vppon cr, | 
ſo as there was muche mourning. But cr chaunging hys 
minde, and appeaſing the multitude, ſaid thus:

And when the kyng ſent foz A neſes ta he rc ſto⸗ 
red, Antonie Wag content with it, and offered hym peace; ſo hæ 
wauld vonder the Enſignes and the captiues that were taken at 
the lolle of cr. Then he take his tourney by A alia and Ar⸗ 
menia, where he increaſed his army by the conſederate kyngs, 
wheraf y greateſt was king ol Armenia, who lent him. Coo. 
hoꝛſe, t, ooo, fhtemt, he muſtredhis armv, had of omane fote⸗ 
mẽ. lr. M. ol ip, French, Romance hoꝛſmt.x Mio other nativs: 
ofhazſc t fotemẽ. xxx. M. And this great power, j; did caft a ter 
ro2 cuen to the / adiant, only the vaine toue of clecpatra, haought 
to none effed. Fo2 the deſire he had to eome againe into hir com⸗ 
panie made him do al things out of time and oꝛder. He had lefte 
bis late wife okt beg Ser ag e Weiner Won 
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had by his firſt wyfe Faluia, with octauius Ceſar. And beyng now 
in the Eafte partes, was wholy gyuen to the wanton deſire of 

Cleopatra. Cleopatra, to whome hee gaue the pꝛsuin ces of Cypres, C eleſyria, 
8 Thenitia, and a parte of clicia and Iurie, wherewith he Nane, 
the king ot [urie. were muche greeued, and alſo with his crueltie to Anti genus 
Vanize of e kyng of /urie, and with his vanitie in the chyldzen hee had by 
Cleopatra, callyng the one, Alexander, the Sunne, and the ether 
Cleepatrathe Mone. Pet was cleopatra not the fayꝛeſt woman 

in the wo2lde, but very wittie and full ok artificiall deniſes, 

and had the caſte to beguyle Antonie, who was caſic to be ledde. 

Fo2 haſte, he woulde not ſuffer hys armie to reſte after ſo long 

a tourney:fo2 haſte he lefte his engines behinde him, whereof 

1 one was called a Ramane of foure ſcoꝛe fote long: fo2 haſte hee 
lefte Med, palſyng by the iefte hande of Armenia into Atro- 
Arropatie one patia, whiche hee ſpoyled, Then her beſieged the great Citie of 
part of Medis, phraata, where her founde hys errour, in leauyng hys artillerie 
behinde. Therekoꝛe to cauſe hys men to do ſomewhat, he made 

them caſte vp mountes. In the meane time the king ne fozth 

with a mighty army, and hearing that the artillerie was left be⸗ 

hind, he ſent a great parte of his hoꝛſe men, which llew Tarianus, 

The irtille rie and ten thouſand that were left foꝛ the cuſtody of the Engines, 
ofthe er & toke and ſpilled the munitid. The which did much diſcourage 
his Soldtours, t cauſed that the kyng of Armenia fozſoke him, 

foꝛ whoſe cauſe he made the warre. The Parthiaus were very 

bꝛagge vpon the Romanes, wherefo2e Antonie toke ten legions, 

and all his hoꝛſemen to range the countrie, thereby to pꝛouoke 

the enimie to fight. UWhe he had gone one dayes iourney, he ſaw 

the enimies round aboute him, therekoꝛe, in his campe he deter⸗ 

mined to fight, yet weuld not ſo ſceme, but rayſed his campe as 

to goe away, commaundyng that when the fote men were at 
hande, the hoꝛſemenne ſhoulde ſette vppon the enimie, whiche- 

foe in a triangle battaple to beholde the X nne, god oꝛder, 

ſhakyng their dartes. When the tyme ſerued, the hoꝛſemen 

gaue ſo fierte an ontette vppon them, as they toke away 

the vſe of thevꝛ ſhotte, notwithſtandyng they ſtucke to it. But 

wen the fwtomen tame, wich thoute-and fearefull ſhew, the 
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Parthien Hoꝛlemen were diſo2dered, and turned their backer. | 
Anteny thinking to make an ende of the warrethat daye, gane i | 
them the chaſe, and pet toke but xxx. and kyl ed fxrr. Wihzche * 


agayne did much diſcourage the Remancs, nce they ee 
at their cariage, and wanne lo little at this victozy, . 


The nert day Anteny returned to his Camp, and by the way 
at the firſt mette with few of his enimies, alter wards moꝛe and 
moꝛe, and at the laſt all, ſo as being much moleſted with them, 
with much adoe he got to the Tentes, where tie cnimie ailaul- 
ted the trench, the which, diuers foꝛ feare did fo2iake. Wikere- 
foze Antony puniſhed euerp tenth man, and fedde the reſt wyth 
barley, The warre was grauous to them both, fo2 Aten) Tepee 
couldnomoz2e goe a foꝛaging without great loſe, And the Ryng vrick variy, 
feared, that if his men ſhoulde lye inthe fielde all Winter, they n ee 
would foꝛſake him. Wherefoze he deuiſed this policie. The Souldyoures, 
noble men of the 24rrh14»s ſuffered the Ramanes to carrie awaye ef, bs 
their pzayes, with great commendation of their wozthineſſe,and P. 
that the king woulde be glad of peace, and ſo riding neerer the 
armp, would rebuke Antem foꝛ keping them there in ſo ſtrange 
a countrep, out of the whiche, though the Parthian were theyz 
friends, it ſhoulde be harde foꝛ them to eſcape, When Antony 
hearde of this, he cauſed to be enquired, whether theſe men dyd 
ſpeake by the Kings conſent, which they aunſwered to be, Then 
he ſente to the King, that if he woulde reſfoze the Captiues and 
enſignes, he would depart. The Bing ſayd, he would ſende them 
to him, ik he would depart quickly, Therefoꝛe Anton made vp, 
and retired, At his going awap, he did not ſpeake to the Souldp- 
oures as he was wont to doe, being very eloquente that way, 
whereat many were offended, committing the matter to be done 2 : 
to Domitins Aenobarbus, Being in his wap, one ard, well ac- 1 Genditten 
quainted with the Perthian maners, whole faith the z9m«zes had 11 
pꝛoued befoꝛe, talde AÆnteny it was beſt fo2 him to goe ſo, as he : 
might haue the hilles on his right hande, and not to hazarde hys 
army laden with armour to the Parthian archers and hozſemen 
in the playne way. Antony conſulted with his counſell, pꝛeten⸗ 
ding yet not to be afrapde of the bꝛeache of peace, and accepting 
Cct.iij. | the 
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the counſcll as compendfous, Antony required ſuretie of r 
dus, he bad him bind hun, till he came into A menis. Do beyng 


bound, he bꝛought him two dapes quietlp. 


Thc third day when Anter) loked foꝛ nothing leſle than the 
Parthians, A ardus elpped the banke of a riucr to bee b2oken 
downe, and the water flowing abꝛoade, which he conicctured to 
be done by the enimie to hynder the paſſage of Antony. Theres 
foze he wiſhed Antony to loke to it, foꝛ then were not farre off, 
Antony ſette his men in oꝛder, and by and by the 7arthianscame 
vppon him, whome he recepued with his ſhotte, So there was 
muche hurte done on both ſides, till the French hozſemen bꝛake 
vpon them, and put them by foz that day. Antony being taughte 
horeby, went on with a ſquare battel, fencing the ſame thoꝛough⸗ 
lp with the ſhotte. The Hoꝛſemen were commaunded to gyue 
repulſe to the enimie.and that done, not to hate them farre. So 
when the Parthians theſe foure dayes had reteyued as much hurt 
as they had done, they minded to retire, bycauſe the winter was 
at hand. 

The fifth. daye, Fuluws Gallus ꝗ . valiant man, defired An- 
tony to haue a greater bande of ſhotte, and moꝛe Hoꝛſemen, and 
he would do ſome notable feate, which when he had receyued, he 
pitt backe the enimie, not returning to the armie againe as they 
did beloꝛe. but purſuing them along without feare, whiche when 
the leader of the rerewarde did ſ&, he called him backe, but her 
would not obey. And whereas 7:1:4 tolre- the banner to turne 
hacke, he put it foꝛ ward againe, and badde hyni meddle with hys 
owne matters, and wente ſo karre, as he was compaſfcd of hys 
enimies, and compelled to ſende fo2 helpe, wherein C⸗vidiu 
that was in greate credite wyth Antony dyd not well, fo2 hee 
ſente but a fewe at once, which were ſ@ng put backe, and vtterly 
hadde bin lo T, hadde not Arteny come wyth hys legions in 
time, and abated the courage of the enimie. Notwithftandyng 
th2& thouſande = manes were llayne, and fyuc thouſande hurte, 
and G4»: wounded with foure dartes, ol the which he dyed. An- 
tony went about werping, and comfoꝛting them: they deſired him 
to be content, foz all was well, if he were well, Great lone — 
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the ſouldyoures vnto him, koꝛ he was compted one of the beſt 
Captapnes of that time, The enimies were ſo encouraged by 
this vid oꝛv, as they wayted at the Camp all night, thinking the 
| Komene: would haue bin gone: And iu the moꝛning the munber 
| was much encreaſed, koꝛ the king had ſent the hoꝛſemens gardof 
| his perſon, but came at no fight himſeite, lo as there was nowe 
| fo:tie thouſand hoꝛſemen. Anteny woulde haue gone amang the 
| Souldpoures with a blacke gowne, but his friends woulte not tamene 
| fufferhim:ſo he went generall like, and pꝛapſed them that hade 
done well, and rebuked them that had done otherwiſe. They 
pzayed him to pardon them, and to puniſh euery tenth man. On⸗ 
| ly they deſircd him to leaue his ſoꝛrow. Then he held his hands 
| vp to heauen, ſaying : It anye diſdeyne of God remained of hys Anonyes prayer 
| fo2iner foztune, he deſired it might fall von him, ſo the K-manes 
ariny might be ſaued, and haue the victo2y. 

The next dap, he went moze warily, when contrary to thep? 
loking, the Parthian, came trolling downe the hill, thinking to 
haue gottenp2ap, and not to haue founde warre. The z-manes 
| toke in their archers and ſuch other, into the middeſt of the bat- eth 
| tell, cauſing the to kneele, and they ſtouping, couered them with 8 
their ſhields, dppon the which the Parthien arrowes fliced off. 

And the Parthians thinking that the R= manes had ſtouped foz wer⸗ 

rinelſe, made a ſhoute, and came vpon them with their ſtaues, at 

the whiche time the Nomanes roſe, and fo cncountred with them, Pe repat. 
as thep dꝛoue them away. Thus were they troubled dyuers "_ 
dapes, and made but little way. 

Nowe was there wante in the Campe, koꝛ they coulde gette v Van mene 
no coꝛne, and their Cattell was ſpente, partly by loſſe, and part⸗ * Camp. 
lye by carrying the wounded and ſicke men. A barly lofe was B 
ſolde koꝛ the waighte of ſiluer. They eate ſtrange hearbes and Heat — 
| rotes, and ſome that bꝛought preſent death, with a kinde ofmar- — in ch 
| nelle, fox they toulde do nothing elſe but roll ſtones, ſo as ali the Cf. : 

Campe was almoſt occupped in picking and turning of ones, 

The remedye of thys was wpne, whyche wanted in the holt, 
therekoꝛe when they hadde vomited the melancolie, thep dy- e. 

ed. Panye thus dying, and the Parthians ſtpll commpng 
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vpon them, Antony oftentimes cryed, Oh the tenne thauſande, 
meaning the tenne thouſand Gee les, which, vnder the leading of 
Xereyben,paſſed ſale a farre longer wap, in deſpight of their eni⸗ 
mies. Nowe when the Parti pertcepued they could not pꝛe⸗ 


. uavie agaimſte the Romans, nog bzeake their oꝛder, but were al⸗

wapes put backe, they began to deale gently againe wyth the 
fozragicrs, ſhewing the ſtrings of their vowes vnbente, and to 
make an ende, onely a fewe atedians ſhoulde follotve the tayle, to 
klepe the Townes from ſpopling. Theſe wozdes made the Le- 
manes glad, and Antony minded to goe the champion way, and 
leaue the hilles. And being centred this way, one aMchridares, a 
couſin of that Moneſis that fledbe to Anteny, came vnto him, and 
required to ſpeake with one that coulde the 7arrh1cn tong, To 
whome Alexander of Antioch, a friende of Antenyes, was aps 
popnted. He tolde him that ac0n:/7-,foz god will to Antony, had 
ſent him to ſhew, that vnder the hilles which he ſaw bekoꝛe him, 
nexte vnto the which the plapne wap did ioyne, the Parthians lay 
in ſecrete, to beguile him againe by their faire woꝛds. Therfoze 
ik he woulde ſaue himſelfe and his hoſt, he ſhoulde not leaue the 
way by the hilles, where in deede he ſhoulde finde laboure and 
thirſt, but the other way he ſhould not eſcape C/ miſfogtune. 
This ſaide, he went his wap, Antem communicated this wyth 
his friendes, and with Aar diu, who affirmed it to be moſt lpke 
the truth. Therekoꝛe he ſayd it was beſt to go by the hils, though 
it were pavneſull, and ſhonlde lacke water one dape , Powe 
Antony toke this way, and commaunded ceucry man to carrte 
as muche water as he coulde: but there was lacke of veſſels,and 
the moſt part carrped it in their ſallets, When the Part hians ſpies 
had told whiche wap Anteny went, contrary to thoy2 manner, 
they tame vpon him by night, and by bꝛeake of dap, ſet vpon the 
rereward, weeryed with labour #4 watching. So they were com- 
pelled both to march, and to reſiſt the enimie. How was the fo:e- 
w ird come to a flaud, whiche was very clorre, but ſalt, that who 
ſoeuer dꝛanke of it, was full of payne. at ardus gaue them war⸗ 
ning of it, but the Souldpoures would not be ruled. Then Anto- 
ay ranne aboute, pꝛaping them to refraine and paſſe 3 
Ld, „ ittle 
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| little further was a floud of healthſome water, and ſo choſe a 
| way, that the ?4rch14ns could not follow them, And to cauſethe 
Souldycures to haue ſome ſhadow, he blew the retreat, and pit- 
ched his tents, Which being done, and the Parthtans go ing backe, 
as they were wonte, Mithridates came agapne, and fpalie with te; 
| Alexander, telling hym, that after the Douldyoures had reſted 
a while, they ſhould remoue and paſſe ouer the next floud, foꝛ ſo 
karre the enimie would followe. When Anton) heard this, he 
toke many cuppes of gold to Ale runder, to giue 2 :thridures ag Ages gittes, 
manp as he could carrie away, So Anteny departed, and hadde 
| much ado, foz the enimies followed ſo hard, as they ſacked hys ,, e erer. 
carriage, and toke his tables and plate of golde, and as many ſue (poytee. 
as hadde anpe thyng, thep kylled and ſpopled, whereby it wis 
thought that all the armye was diſo2dered, and ſcattered, in ſo 
much as Antony called one of his chamber to hym, and wylled 
him, ik he commaunded hym, to kyll hym, he ſhoulde do it vppon ks 
bys oth, and take away his head, that he mighte not be knowen eat 
when he was dead. £»-c09y being in this ſozrowe, Mardi dyd 
comfozt him, affirming that the floud was at hande, whiche hee 
knew by the coldneſſe of the aire that there was felte. Antony, Cl apte token 
to bzing all to quiet, commaundedto Campe even there. By © r. 
| bzeake of dape, the Far hian againe charged vppon the taple, in 
defence of whome, the ſhotte was ſent, and the battell defended 

them with their ſhicldes. The Parthians durſt not come to hand- 
ſtrokes, ſo as by this time the foꝛe⸗ward was come to the floud, 
oucr the which, Antony ſent firſt the hurt t ſicke ſouldioures, and 
appoynted all the Hoꝛlemen to encounter with the enimie, by 
the whiche meane, they that wente ouer, might haue leyſure to 
dꝛinke. Uhen the Part hians ſawe the flaude, they vnbente theyz 
bowes, and ſayde, the Rom ne- myghte nowe dzinke at leyſure, foꝛ 
| they had ſo deſerued by theyꝛ vertue. 
| The Romanes be ung paſt the floud, did marche in oꝛder, not 
pet truſt ing the Parthiins. 

The ſi; thdape after theyꝛ laſt fyghte, they came to the flonde 
Araxes, whit) diuideth a7ed-a and Armenia. And bycauſe thys Are divideth 
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mies had Jayne (nawapyte , but paſſing quietlp, as ſone as they 
cane ta lande, they reiopced at it, as they do that ſe it from the 
Dea, and emiz22ced one another, weeping faz toy, Now followed 
there another inconuenience, foꝛ the Countrey being plentifull, 
and the Souldpourcs taking to muche, fell into many diſeaſes, 
and dyed. AI nntony then muſtered his men, finding he wanted 
twenty thouſand fotcmen, and foure thouſand Hoꝛſemen, halfe 
of the which dyed of diſeaſes. From the Citie of Phra tu, thep 
bad bin comming ſeauen and twenty dapes, in the whiche they 
hadde fought eyghteene times with the Varthians, of whome they 
coulde not haue perfite viaozp, bpcauſe the King of {Armen 
kozſoke them, whoſe army hadde bin molt expert to haue dealte 


with the Parthians: wherefoze encry- man counſelled Aten) to 


be reuenged of the Bing: Antony vſing policies,ſhewed all cour- 
teſies to the men of the Countrey, and ſent ſo fapꝛe meſſages to 
the King, as he came vnto him, whome he committed by and by, 
and carryed him to Alexandria, where he triumphed ouer hym, 
which thing greeued the R/ manes, that Antony woulde defraude 


bis Countrey to pleaſe his Concubine. The winter was ſo 


greate, that he loſt epghte thouſande, befoꝛe he coulde come to a 
Caſtell called Zeuce, where he was in great agonves, till Cleep«- 
tra was come, Then like a foliſhe pong mã, he gaue himſelfe to 
wantonnes and riot, running from his table to the ſea fide euerp 
dap to ſe if ſhe were come, When ſhe came, ſhe bꝛought muche 
apparell, and money to gyue the Souls poures. Some ſap, An- 
tony toke them to hir, to gyue the A. manes. 

Now was there a variance fallen betwene the Kings of Per- 
this and 47ea/4,fo2 the ſpoyle of the Remanes godes. The 1 edian 
King ſent to A nteny to come agapne, and he woulde ioyne wyth 


him with all bis power which was very great. Anteny was not 


a little glad hercof, bycauſe the helpe of the 3redian: mighte be 
the meane foꝛ hpm to conquer parthia, and ſo intended to make a 
new tourney,

That when hagaue audtente ta Kings and Pnaces, he woulde 
retepue let ters of tone from hir wꝛitten in tables of pearle and 
Criſtall, and reade them. That when Furnius, a man of autho⸗ 
ritle in me and very eloquent, did pleade a cauſe befoze him, 
Clryparra came by ina litter, he left the court, and rarme done 
ga bird ana lennyng upon the utter, went ainay th hir. Mar 
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men thought Clu; forged theſe crimes. Therefoze Antonie. 
. frends made meanes to the people of A · me foz him. And ſent Ge. 


mie. minius vnto him, to warne hin to take hede, that he loſte not his 


power, and be pꝛonounced rebell to A: me. When G minius was 
Geminzus, come into Gracia, Cleopatra ſuſpeded he came to entreate fog oc 
f «14, And beyng at ſupper, ſhe taunted him, and vſed him ſpiteful- 
ly:but he bare all, till he might haue Antonie alone, But what? 
p would not be, but he was comaunded to tell why he came cut 
Anſvyere of at ſupper: he ſay that other things required a ſober conference, 
| but one thing he knew both ſober and d2onke, that all ſhould be 
Geminier eelieth well if Cleopatra went into A gt. Antonie was angry at that. 
wed, AndCleoparr« ſayde, Thou haſte done well, Geme: 44s, to tell the 
truth without any toꝛlure. Gem we went hys wap out of hand. 
The Paraſites of Cleoparr« dpd cauſe many other to flee from 
them, bycauſe they couldenot beare their deſpites and contu⸗ 
dom. dus, melies, among whome was sylanius and Pellius, who ſayde her 
feared to be deſtroped of Cleopatra, fo ſs Glaucus the Phiſitian 
- bay pro: had tolde hym. When Ceſar was ready, the warre was denoun- 
ele. kxed againſt Cle tra, the authoꝛitie taken from Antonie, bitauſe 
he had comitted it to a womans luſt, and not in his right wits, 
beyng bewitched by hir. And lefte all the warre to be directedby 
hir Eunuches and Ruffians, who alſo had the commaundement 
in cinill affapꝛes. Diuerſe vnlucky tokens were ſcene at the be⸗ 
ginnyng ofthis warre, both in /ralie and Græcia.

And when bee 
ö vnde rſtode that the Capta ines ofthe naute found fault foꝛ lacks 
ol god ſeamen, he ſupplied the want with rages, car iers, harueſt 
men, and labozers of waſted Grecia, and pet was not the nauie 
furniſhed, but many ſhippes voyde and vnable to fight. 

Caſar made not his ſhippes huge t foꝛ oſtentation 4 ſhew, but The maner of 
light e ſwift,q4 them well furniſhed, whiche he heldc at Tarent and C Ship pes. 
zrũduſe. Fro thence he ſent to A ionie ta require hun to loſe no ., one 
time, but ts come foꝛʒth.⁊ he would giue him ſafe rodes & poztes km Ae. 
foz his nauie, and giue him conuenient ground in /talie, to lande 
his men ſurely & quietly, Antonie on the contrary fide bꝛagging ; 
chalenged to fight with him hand to hand, which if he would not pag Coen 
doe, then to fighte with him in 2-«7/a/ fielde, where Car fought vit c. 
with.Pompey, But C/ar, whiles Antonie lap at anchoꝛ at 4 dio, %, 
whiche is now N icepoli, palſed the ſea to get the towne of. zp:r, 
whiche is now called Toryne. Antonie bepng afeard, the enimie 107. 
Gould ſet vpon his ſhippes vnfurniſhed, made a ſhewe of great 
readineſſe by ſhippyng oares on euerp ſide, and ſo kept the poꝛte. 
Mherby car being dece-ued, went backe, and Antonie deuiſed 
to take away the water fro him, which was ſcant t naught. Her 
dealt gently concerning Hemitie, contrary to Cleoparras opimõ, foz

The foꝛme of this place, with the figure of the man and 
the Alle, he did ſette vp afterwarde in a table of Bꝛaſſe, in the 
common place of Ame. When her had ouerleked the reſt- 
due of his name, be betoke himſelfe to the righte battaple,and.

And the Macedonians not long alter 
beyng at ciuill debate, Antigonus gote ꝙria, and expuiſed Taome- 
donta. Mithridates birpng bys familiar, and of the blond ropatl 
of Perſia, Antigonus dꝛeumed that he did ſowe the grounde wyth 
golde, and that a7:thridates dyd carrie the golde to Pontus, when 
it was reaped, wherefoze he twke hym, and woulde haue kylled 
bym, but he fledde wyth ſyre Hoꝛſe, and fenced a place in Cappe- 
docia, many reuolting to hym. 

In thys tumulte of Macedonie by little and little, he gotte Caps 
padocia, and the Naitons confpnes to Pontus, and greatelp enlar⸗ 
ging hys Realme, hie lefte it to hys Chyldzen, They raigned 


one after another, tyll the firth after the fyꝛſte uhridetes, whts 


the made warre with the R emanes. Cf this ſtocke the Kynges 
ot Caſpadicia and Pontus comming, J thynke it to bee knowen 
who diuided the Kingdome, ſome reigning in Cappadocia, and 
ſomo in Pontus. 

Thys Mithridates was firſt a friend to the Romanes, and ſente 
Shpppes and ſome little helpe agaynſte the carthaginiens, that 
was called Ezergeres, whyche ouerranne Coppadecra as a ſtràun-⸗ 
ger. And Anthridates hys forme furceeded, who was named Pi. 
niſſus and Eupater, The Remanes commaunded hym to gyue 
place in the Kingdeme of Cappadocia and to A riobarxanes, that 
ſought to them, and thought himſelfe to be nygher to that Kings 
dome, than ithridires, oz elſe bycauſe they ſuſpected the 
Lyngdame of „ithridates growyng fo greate , and vnder 
the hande, woulde vinide it info moze partes, and her ſuffe⸗ 
red it, but agaynſte x:comedes, that was of Nicomedes Pruſia 
hys ſonne, and by the z-manes[appoynted to reigne , as in

So great want was 
ther then, ſo great ambition. Dome of theſe thyngs were ſold, 
whereof was rayſed. ix. thoulande pounde waight of golde, and 
gaue no moꝛe to ſo great a warre. But 5y/« was long kept with 
ſedition, as we haue ſhewed in the ciuill diſſentions . In this 
dirbridares de- meane time, Mithridates made many ſhippes agaynſt the .- 
rec of murder. Jin, and w2ote fecretoly to all Pzinces and rulers of Cities, 
that they ſhoulde at the thirtie day, beyng obſerued, kyil all A 
manes and Italians, men, women and chplozen that were fre, and 
when they had killed them, to caſte them out vnburted, and to 
diuide halle they2 godes to the kyng 4144r:4ares, and halfe to 
themſelues.

The kugitiues 
the ropes vvere tolde him, there was a fide of an hill that might be ſcaled, where 
ene rec the Temple of Jupiter Tals ius was, with a weake wall. He put 
1 his army in the ſhips by night, to other he gaue ſcaling ladders: 
isſo alle dl. He commaunded both to goe with ſilence, till a fire was made

Then he ſoughte Mithridates that was with Tigranes, and 
being come into {4, whyche dydde owe the fourthe parte of 
the fruits that 51. putte vppon them foz a papne , be toke 
a fare of their hauſes and ſeruauntes, and made the ſacri⸗ 
oy of vigozpe, as thoughe the warre hadde beene fytu-

But when 27a»ce-- came vpon them with the Barbarians 
armed, they wꝛapped their cloakes aboute theyꝛ armes in ſtead 
of tergates, and with courage fought againſt them, and euer as 
they killed any, they kepte their armoure, and diuided it between 
them. And when they thought they had got ſuffic ient, thep toke 
ſome of the little Tents, and called the Romanes, and recepued 
them in. Thus was 71 granocerta taken and ſpoyled, being verye 
f riche, and new builded, and inhabited mo ſte honoꝛablp. 
Tigranes and Al ithridates went about gathering another ar⸗

In Sicilia, no mã durſt ſaile,+ the land wanted their labourers, 


byt auſe of their robberies, and the Cittie of Acme found this in⸗ 


conuentence moſte of all, all their ſubieaes being in want, and 
they, koʒ their great multitude, in grievous famine. This matter 
femed great and harde vnto them, to diſpatch ſo many armies 
of men and ſhippes, diuided by the whole circle of the lande and 
ſea, eaſie to flee with their pꝛouiſion, and not to be ſet vpon from 
their countries, oꝛ cuident places not hauing any houſe oz pꝛo⸗ 
pertie, but al that euer came to hande. So that the conſideration 
of this warre was karre bepond the reſt, hauing no certentie, no 
ſuretie, noꝛ euidẽce, it wꝛought a doubt with a fear, uren as he- 
ing ſent againſt them, did nothing, no2 Seruilius Iſauricus, after 
Murena :but nowe they were come to the coaſte of /ra/y; and the 
rouers were bꝛagge at Brunduſe and Toſcane, and had taken noble 
women, and two armies with their enſignes. Therfoze the xs 


Pompey choſen manes no longer ſuffering this loſſe noꝛ ſhame, did choſe by law,

Pempey, A man of ſo great fame, to be chiefe Admirall fo2 the 
peares, ot al the Seas within the pillours of Hercules, and foure 
hundꝛed furlongs of lad from the ſea. they ſent al kings, pꝛinces 
t Citties to helpe Pompey with all things, i gaue him auchoꝛilie 
to gather armies t money. They lent alſo a great armp of their 
owne oꝛdinarie, and as many ſhippes as they had, and ſixe . 
talents of Athens. So great ę difficult a thing did they thinke it 
to be, to ouercome ſo many armies in ſo great a ſea, lurking in 
ſo many holes caffly,and flexing ſafely, and appeartng againe of 
the ſodain. Neuer was there man vefoꝛe that, was ſet with ſuch 
a power as P-mpey was, To whom an army was giuen of crx. 
thouſande fotemen,ſtre thouſande hoꝛſemen, ſhippes with ſmal 
veſſels two hundꝛed lxr. and miniſters, whiche being of the Se- 
nate, they call legats, xx v.to whome Pompey deutded the ſea, and 
gaue them Shippes, and hozſes and fotemen and enſignes 
of war. So was cizerie man an abſolute ruler of that parte that 
was committed to him:andhe as king of kings, went about to 
ſe if they kepte the oꝛ der that he appointed: neyther woulde 
ve haue the chaſed ſo.as they ſhould be carried from one to ano-

The King being moleſted with want,was compelled to go 
backe, and ſuffer. P-mpey ta come into that parte, thinking that 
being in that waſted place, he ſhoulde ſuffer many inconuenien- 
tes: but he had pꝛouided vicuall to come behind hym,tgoing. 
eaſtwarde againſte 27:c144«res, made many Towers and tren⸗ 
ches againſte him, and compaſſeo him in the ſpace ol fyue hun⸗ 
dꝛed Furlongs, that he coulde not nowe eaſilye come by viau⸗ 
alls. And the King did not ſtoppe his entrenching, epther foz. 
feare, o2foz ignoꝛance, oz foꝛ that all eniis were nowe to come 
vppon him: and being oppꝛeſſed againe wyth want, he kylled 
all beaſts of cariages, onelye hoꝛſes he ſpared, whiche ſcarcelye The King 
ſerning foꝛ fyfety dapes, in the night he departed with great ſi⸗ * 
lence by harde wayes., whome Pompey coulde hardly ouertake 
in a dap, ſauing the tayle. Then the King being counſcled by his 
friends to ſet hys men ta the battell, would not fight, but with 
his hoꝛſmen onlve kœ pe backe them that appꝛoched, and in the 
night hyd himſelke in thicke wodes. The day folowing, he toke 
à rocky place, to the which, was one way only to come and there 
he was kepte with foure bandes. And the Romanes kept on the 
contrary fide, that he ſhold not eſcape. The ncrt daye, epther ot 
thẽ armed their men. The fozewarders of either part, at the fide 
of the hyll kkirmiſhed, and the hoꝛſmen of the Kings were com- 
manded to help their fellows withaut hozſes. Upon whom, whẽ 
5 Komanes came with their hoz\men,$ kings me ran on heaps 
fo þ p cap, to get their hozles,xto match with v Am, egallye. 
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They that were aboue and armed, ſ&ing them come running

one fell vpon an other in the thꝛuſte, ti thep fell from the rocks.

tapes vpon euery man, though he were but of ſmall ſubſtance, 
the collectoꝛs whereof did much ſpight, which he knew not of. 
And being ſick in his face of a bile, he was healedof Eunuchs, 34-4: c 
and only ſens of the,UWhen he was whole, and his army gathe s: 
red, there was thꝛeeſc oꝛe choyce bandes, with ſire hundꝛed in a 
companp, and there was another great multitude, and ſhippes, 
and places which his Captaynes had got whileſt he was ſicke. 
He ſent a part of his army to Phanagorea, whiche was another 
mart towne at the mouth, that he mighte haue his entries on 
both ſides, Pompey being vet in Hria. Caftor of Phanugores beryng 
iniured of Triphen, an Eunuch of the Kings, he killed Triyhen ag A mutenie at 
he entred, and called the people to libertie:and they bycauſe the 
Caſtell was holden of Artapher nm, and other ſonnes of the 
Kings, did bzing wodde, and burned the tower, by the whyche 
feare, AÆrtaphernes, Darius, and Xerxes,0Zethres,and Eupatra, Mi. 
thridates childꝛen, gaue themſelues to be taken, Artaphernes Te hing: cha, 
was about foztie peares olde, the other were faire pong men. drentzxeh. 
There was another daughter of uahridates called Cleopatra, 
who tarried ſtull, whome the father louing foz hir noble heart, 
ſent diuers Foyſfes, and toke hir away. Other Caſtels there a⸗ 
bout lately taken of ithridatei, following the boldneſſe of the 
Phanagoreans, xeuolted from Aithridates, Xerroneſus, Theudeſia, 8 
Nymphæen, and all other that were fittefo2 the warre aboute 
Pontws, He ſeeing theſe many renoltings, and hauing his army 
in ſuſpition, not faithfull, being compelled to ſerue of neceſſitie, 
| aͤnd koꝛ thegreat tributes, and the infidelitie of armies always 
toward the Generalles that be in miſerie, he ſent his daughters 
by his Eunuchs, to be married to the pꝛinces of Scythia, requy⸗ 
ring an army to be ſente him with ſpeede, ſending fine hundzeth 
Souldpoures with them. Thep, being not very farre off, 411 
rh-idares killed the Eunuchs. bytauſe they were euer iniured of +,, Ke ..

Net awhile thep abode, and were quiet, foz he was na [mal 
king, and net to be contemned euen in avuerfitie, They fan 
ding thus, Pharnaces that was moſt deere to him of al his ſonnes, 
whome he had many tunes declared to be the ſucteſſour of his 
kingdome, eyther foꝛ fzare of his kingdome by this armp, be⸗ 
ing vet like to obtepne pardon of the Komares, but if his father 
ſhoulde make warre in 74, like to loſe all his heat age, either 
koꝛ other cauſes and rcaſons, and deſn es, he lade wayte foꝛ his 
father.

There wis a Cittie in the borders of the Celtiberiaus that is 
called ze, named 1 and mighty tompꝛehended in the 
gage of Grech. This Citie enticing other little Tobones 
roit, hufſded their walls, the compaſſe whereol was foꝛty kur 
dungs. Their rample induced the Trrthians, an other natton 
of 
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of the celtiberians to do the lyke. Whyche thing the Senate vn⸗ 

derſtanding, foꝛbadde them the building of their wal, and requi⸗ 
red the tribute appointed by Gracchws, andcommanded them to 
goe to warre with the Komanes, ta the whiche they were alſa 
bounde by the league of Gracch9 . They aunſwered , that tou- 
ching their walles,they were bound by Gracchus, not to builde as 
ny newe Citties, but not, that they ſhould not defend their olde. 
As touching tributes and ſeruice in war, they were releaſed by 
the Romances, and ſo they were indeede, with this condition, ſo 
long as it ſhoulde ſeeme god to the Senate and people of Ame, 
wherefoze g. Fuluius Nololior, was ſent againſt them with an ar⸗ 
my ot thirty thouſande. 

The Segeranes hearing that he was com ming, their walls not 2. 
being pet finilhed, deſtred the ATraſchians to reteiue them, and ſo „ PO 
theyfled to them. Thep made their chiefe Captaine,Carw, whom Crus. 
the Segeranes thoughte to be a man expert in war. He thꝛe dates 
after he was created Generall, laide an ambuſhe of twentye 
thouſande fotemen,and fpuc thauſande hozſe in a ſhadowp and 
woddy place, and from thece gane a charge vpon the Romanes, 

Che fight was doubtfull a greate while, at length Car haddea _ W 
noble vico21e, foz he ſtewe ſixe thouſande Romaines , whiche che Romaine. 
was a great loſſe to the Citie, 

But when they ved the victo2y raſtzlye and to pꝛoudlye, the 
Nom ines hoꝛſemen that garded the carriage, ſet vppon them, 
and ſlew Cr fighting valiantly foꝛ himſelfe, and ſire thouſand Re. 
with hy:n, tyll the koghte was ended by the darkeneſſe of ige . 
night. | 

This was done the ſame dape that the Romapynes kepte the 
feaſte of Yulcane, After that dape, none of them woulde come to 74. fen oc 
fight, but by compulſion , The Araſchians allembled that night 3 vv 
at Nu mantis. which is a very ſtrong citie. They choſe Aratben Arfhor, Levon, 
and Leucen, Captatnes of the warre. Fuluius came thither the 
thirde dape,and camped foure and twenty furlongs from the ct- 
tie, to whom, M4/1n1ſa had ſent thꝛer hundꝛed hoꝛſmen, and thir⸗ 
tye Elephants, which being come, he went ſtraight to the fight.

He placed the Elephants at the backe ofthe army, and when and loft

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the fight was begonne,opencd a wap foꝛ the Elephants, whom 

when the Cel::berian; ſawe,thep and their hoꝛſe, were afraid, and 

ficd to the walles. The Romayne bad the Elephants ſhouloc be 

bꝛought to the wal. There was a fictce fight, till one of the Ele⸗ 

— * : phants being hurte in the heade with a Tone from the wall, be⸗ 

vigoric. : ganne forage and be vnrulp, and with furie turne vpon his fel 

lows, thꝛuſting and treading do wne euery one he met, no diffe- 

rence betwerne friend and foe: and the reſt of the Elephants be⸗ 

ing made afrapde did the lyke, and trode and thꝛuſte downe the 

Romaine ſouldiours. The whiche thing the Elephants, when 

they are in keare, are wonte to doe, taking euerpe man koꝛ their 

Piephants com enntmye: wherefoze loꝛ this falſhode, they are called common e⸗ 

nimies. Therkoꝛe the z9manes without oꝛder fled away, which 

when the Namantines ſab from the walles, thep came fozth and 

chaſed them, and flcwe foure thouſande of them, and toke thz& 

The flight ofthe Elephants, and muche armour, and many enſignes. Df the cell. 

Romun®. berians two thouſand were killed. When F=l#i» hadde gotten 

1 from that ſlaughter, he beſieged A enium, which was as a cũ⸗ 

mon market fo2 the enimpes, fo2 there was all thinges to ſell, 

Where, when he did no god, but loſe his men, he retired by night 

Raus killed. to his campe.

Whome Z. Cucullus, was made Generall, to whom Corncl:is Scypto 
was lieutnant, that ſhoztely after gotte Carthage, and Vumaniic, 
Whiles Z#c«lu was comming, Marcellus pzoclatmed warre 
againſte the celtiberians, to whame he rendzed their pledges, they 
requiring them, yet he deteyned hym long with him tbat wente 
Emballadeure foz them to Ame, fo2 what cauſe it is vncer- 
taine. | 
There was a ſuſpition then, which was beleucd much moze, 
by a thing that happened, that is, that he perſuaded theſe people 
— to committe their matters to him, foz he didde what he could to 
cureth peace. make an end of the warre befoze Lucullus came. Foz alter thoſe 
controuerſies, there were fpue thouſande Aruacceans, Ihat take 
Nergoebrigem, and Marcellw wente to N umantia, and cncamped 
within fpue mple of the Citie, and dzene the enimies into it. 
— Mherkoze Linteuen Captain of the Numantines, cried and ſafd 
be woulde deale with rcellus.

A ttilius 
ſucceeded him, which in one rode, killed ſeuen hundꝛed 7 tanes, 
and deſtroped a great Citie called oſrace, and toke all the coun⸗ 
trep aboute, veelding foꝛ feare, in the whiche, ſome were of the 
nation of the Bottanes, but ſo ſane as Attiliu departed to hys 
winter ſtation, they reuolted, and beſceged certapne ofthe x-- 
manes tributaries, whome when ern: Galla, ſuct eſſoꝛ to Atti- 
lia, would haue put from the ſege of the ſodayne, when he had 
gone in one night and a day, fine hundꝛed ſurlongs, he ſhewed 
himſelfe to the Z4/irenes, and put bis ſouloioures wearie of their 
tourney to the fight koꝛthwith, and when he had put the entmie 
to flighte , and fwliſhly followed them with his Souldioures 
weake and wearie, the 3erbarians ſeeing them ſcattered, and 
manpe times reſtinz them fo? faintenelle, turned, and gaue a 
charge vpon them, and killed ſeauen thouſande of them. 34/6, 
with the hoꝛſemen about him, recouered himſelfe at the Citie 
of Carmens, where he gathered all them that eſcaped, and when 
he had twenty thouſand of the tributarie ſouloyoures, he went 
into the boꝛders of the Cuncans, where he wintered at Cuniſterge. 
Zuctallus, wha made warre with the r ucc-ans, Withonte the au⸗ 
thoꝛitie of the Senate, comming that time into Turditania, vnder⸗ 
ſcode that the Z tunes made warre uppon their neighboures, 
therefoꝛe he ſent ſome of his beſt Captapnes, and killed fifteene 
hundꝛed of them as they paſſed a water, and others that were 
fiedde into an hill, he campaſſed with trenches and mountes, 
and killed a great multitude. Then entring Titania, he waſted 
one parte, and ale another. Some, that ſente Embaſſadoꝛs to 
tonfirme the league made with A tiliu, and 'bzoken — 
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he receyned into friendſhip, and compounded the makter lwöyth 
them. Alſo he fapned that he was ſo2y fo: them, andkitevel 
that they, fo2 continuall wante, were dꝛiuen to ſpoyle, and ſo 
bꝛeaking league, made warre. Jknow(quoth he)that you were 
tõpelled to it by the bare nnelle, and want of pour Countrep but |

vſeino reſpect he had to Phono? of K eme. A few eſcaped, among 
whome wag V iriatus, who after was Captayne of the 2«/iranes; dne. 
and did greate 1 * and killed many Romanel. Thoſe things 
that were done afterwarde, J will ſhewe in the other bwkes. 
But G4lba, who paſſed Zucullus in couetouſneſſe, diſtributed & 
fewe things among the ſouldyonres, and toke the reſt tohyin⸗ 
ſelfe, although he was mot riche of all the R/ manes. BY was a 
man that in peace where'p2ofite appeared, would not refrayne 
from perinrie and lies. And when he, being hated ok all men, 
was accuſed, pet foꝛ his riches, whereof he had great plenty, be 
was euer quitte and diſcharged. Not long after, as many as 
remained of the vnſaithfnlneſſe of Lucullus and Galbe, gathering 
togither to thenumber of tenne thoulande, waſted the lande or 
Turditania.

Ffalſehwde, and tolde them how oft they hadde bin deceyued by 
colour of pꝛomiſe, and that all the Keme»es army was nows 
lyke vato the deceytefulneſſe of Ga/b« and Lucullus: but if they 
woulde be ruled by hym, he woulde tell them how they might 
all eſcape ſafe. They beyng moued with hys wozdes , and 
conceyuing god hope, choſe hym theyꝛ Captapne. Therefoze 
when he hadde placed all the hozſe in the front of the battell, 
as though he woulde fyghte, he commaunded the other, ſo ſwne 
as he twke hys hozſe,to diuide themſelues, and by diners pathes 
Yribole, to fle ouer the bylles, as well as they could, to 7-:bo/4, and 
there to tarry hym tyll he came. He kepte wyth bym chopce 
Yozſemen, of euerp number, and then he lepte on Bozſebacke, 
and the other fledde with ſpeede, | 
Fertile, afrayde to followe them that were thus ſeparate, 
and diuided to many partes, ſtaped to ſæ what Yiriatus woulde 
doe, who abode till. He with hys ſwifte Bozſe nowe com- 
myng vpon the Ke«xes, now going backe from them, and now 
comming agayne vppon them, ſpente ſa that whole dape, and 
the nerte alſo, goyng on, and comming of from that playne. 
And when by coniecture. he thoughte them that were gone, to 
be come to a ſure place, at midnighte wyth moſt ſpeede, by dy- 
uers hard wayes, he got to 771. la. The R. manes coulde not o⸗ 
uertake hpm, partly foꝛ the weight of their armoure, partly 
foz the ignoꝛance of the way, and partly foz the viuerſitte of 
they? Boꝛſes. Thus -/:r:ae ſaued hys men that were in deſpes 
ration of themſelues. Thys policie wanne hym greate fame 
over all the places aboute, and ſo they came vnto hym in great 
numbers, | 
He kepte warre wyth the Re the peares fogither, and 
a mã-—nzöis ILY WALL round the fone, 
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and in the ende, was very daungerons vnto them. And if there 

were any other ſtirre in 5p«y»e, that was the cauſe that it con- 

tinued the longer. til followed, and came to Trubel. V iria- 

te lapde an ambuſhe in an hyll, whyther when he knewe that Traynes on the 
yettilus was come, he fledde. Ind when Hettilus was palt the 
ambuſhe, he turned, and they of the ambuſhe came foꝛthe, and 

beſette the Komenes, kylling and takyng, oz thꝛowing them 

headlong from the hygh places, Vertilius was taken, whome, „Hu takes 
when the taker knewe not, but ſawe hym to be a fatte olde 4 kiles. 
man, he thought hym to be of no regarde, and kylled hym. 

Df tenne thouſande Nomanẽ,L, ſcarſly ſire thouſande ſaued 
themſelues at Carpeſs, a Sea Towne, whyche J'thynke was 
called of the Greczans Tarteſſia, in the whyche A4 rganthenins reig⸗ 
ned, who (they ſay) lyued a hundzed and fiftie peare. The een 
Lreaſurer that came with V ettiliu, followpng them that twent ***<*4 £105: 
to carpeſe, ſeeing them afrapde, kepte them in the Citie, and 
made them keepe the wall. And when he had gotten fine thou⸗ 
ſande of the Bellans and 7:rchians, accozdvng as he defired, he 
ſente them agaynſte Y iriatus, whome he kylled, not one be , ries 
ing lefte to bꝛyng tydings home. The treaſourer remayning 3 
in the Citie, lokpng foz newesfrom me, durſt dae na- * oa 
thyng. | 

Y ir:atus in the meane ſeaſon, tnuaded the plentifall and a- 
bundant ſople of the Carperaner , whyche he ſpopled without 
feare, tyll Ca: Planurins came with tenne thouſande fotemen, c r . 
and thꝛee hnndzed hozſemen. Then Y 1414s pꝛetended to flee, 

Plautius (ent foure thouſand to follow him, vpen whome Viria 

eus turned, and killed all ſauc a fewe. Then he paſſed the floud ye” 

74745, and camped in an hill futtof Dlines, vet called bythe 

name of Venus. Pluutius find ing him here, and deſirous to heale 

his fozmer wounde, gaue him dattell, wherein he was ouer⸗ 

come with great loſſe of men, and fledde with ſhame, and kepte 72 i one 

in ſtrong Cities, and as men be wont, in winter, he durſt neuer 

tome foꝛthe all that Sommer. via raunged the Countrey, 

and toke money of the owners fo2 to ſane theyz harnef, 

wbyche if they denyed hym, he . all. At *

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„bie Mui this was knowen, they ſente 0. Fabius Maximw, that was Pan 

. lis A emilius ſonne, that onercame Perſeus Ryng of Macedonia, 

and gaue hym authoꝛitie to gather men hymlelfe, He, bycaule 

of late they hadde gotte Grecia, and Carthage, and made a pꝛo⸗ 

ſperous ende of the thirde warre of Macedonia, to gpue ſome re⸗ 

ſpect to the olde Souldioures that were come from thence, he 

twke vp two legions of pong men vnexpert in warre, and lente 

Orſfone, koꝛ apde of hys friendes, and came to 07/024, a Citie in 5payne, 

| The contente of hys armpe, was filterne thouſande fotemen, 

and two thouſande Hozſemen, in the whyche place, not myn⸗ 

dyng to beginne the warre, tyll he hadde trapned hys Souldi⸗ 

oures, he wente to G des, to ſacrifice to Hercules. Niriatus es 

Virirw ſpoytern ting with ſome of them that were gone a fozaging , kylled the 

che Remves, Moll parte of them, and putte the reſt in fearc, who being cal- 

led agapne to theyꝛ Enſigne of theyꝛ Captayne, he ouercame 

them, and ſpoyledthem of a greate pꝛey. When Maximus was 

come, he was ofte in the ſielde, and pꝛouoked hym to kyghte. 

Maximus thoughte it not god to auenture the whole fyght, but 

continued in exerciſing hys Souldioures, and ſuffered hys ſoul⸗ 

dioures to ſkirmilhe, that by that meane, he myghte trie the 

1 heartes, both of hys owne, and ok hys enimies. When they 

lern fighe cite ſhoulde goe fo victuall, hee garded them wyth many ſhotte and 

had trayned his Hozſemen, he riding to them, as he had leene his father Paulu⸗ 
888 doe in Macedonia. : 

Ulhen Winter was paſt, and he hadde ſufficiently exerciſed 
hys Souldtoures, he was the ſeconde, of whome V iriatu was 
ouerthꝛowen and putte to flighte, doyng all the partes that be⸗ 
longeth to a Generall. And ſo, of two Cities which he hclo, he 
toke one, and burned another. And when he had dziuen him to 
a ſtrong place, whiche was called Y ecer, he killed many, and in 
winter, he wente to lye at Corduba. 

Wherefoze Viriatu, not illuding hys enimie now as he was 
wont, he induced the Truacceans, the Titthians, and Bellans, war- 
like people, whiche were at a warre of themſelues, to reuolte. 
And co ok them, hee made the warre with the Numantines, 


whiche was long, papnefull, and daungerous to the * 
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the which(when J haue done with / :r:4:w) I wil ſhewe b2icfly; 

This Viriatùs fought in an other part of Sine, with another 
Capitaine of the Romanes, . Pompeius. And being ouercome; he 
fled to Venus hilis, From the which comming again vpon the e⸗ 
nimp, he killed many of nus me, toke divers enfigns,4 d2oue {7 killerk 
the reſt to their campe, and caſte out the garriſonat /7r16a,4 wa- 
ſed the lande of the Za/iranes, Foz Quintus did not helpe them foꝛ 
cowardlineſſe and vnſkilfulneſſe, but reſtev at cdubi, in the 1, 
middeſtof Antumne , althoughe Martius didde moue hym to cr. 
it, ſending a Syaniarde vnto him from an Italian Citie. The next 
yeare Fabius Maximus, bꝛother of Aemilianus, came ſucceſſor to, , 
Cuintus, with two other Aenne legiõs, and ſome friends So he e cus, 
had in all eighteene. M. fotmen, t a thouſand ſire hundꝛed hoꝛſe⸗ 
men. He wꝛote to Micipſe, king of Numidia, ſo ſone as the time 
would ſerue to ſend him Elephants: t he with part of his armic a4. 
wente to Y tica: whome Viriatus encountring by the wap with fir 
thouſand, with great eſcries and alarms, after their Barbarian 
manner, with long and vgly heare umu wit hſtode him, and 
without his loſſe repulſed him. And when the other army was 
tome, and out of Africa, ten Elephants, and thꝛe hundzed hoz⸗ 
ſes, he twke a large place to encampe, and fo2tified it. He bee- 
ganne firſke to tame V iriatus, and to put him to flight, and chaſe 
him. But when the Remanes followed hym once oute of oꝛder, 
he percepuing it, turned vpon them, and killed thꝛer thouſande 
of them, and chaſed the reſte to their campe, the whiche, her Oanes bined 
aſſaulted , and founde fewe at the gates to reſiſte hym, koꝛ they 
were fledde into their Tentes fo2 feare, from whence the Ge⸗ 
nerall and Captaines, could hardly remoue them. In that fight, 
Fannius, the ſonne in lawe of Lelius, behaued hymlelfe valiaunt⸗ 
ye , and ſaued the R= manes by his comming . Viriatu running 
by the darkeneſle of the night, and heate of the daye. ſuffered no 
moment of time to paſſe, in thewhich he did not moleſt the eni⸗ 
mye with his ſhotte and light hozſemen,till emilianus encam⸗ 
ped towarde V tica. 
Then Viriatus victuall fapling. and with a ſmall armpe bur⸗ 


ning al his tents, he wẽt into Z4/-an14, whom when Aemilianus 
o. iij. could 
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toulde not finde, he ſpopled ſyue Townes that holpe V iriatu. 
Then he led his armye into the boꝛdures of the Cneans, and 
i from thence, into Titania againſt V iriatus: and as he went, two

Obaila, ge mella, and oballa, inthe whiche the garriſons of V iriatus were, 
Some of thele he ſpoiled, ſome he pardoned, and of ten thouſand 
Grearmurger £aptiues, he headed ſiue hundzed, and the other he bade to be kil- 
by execution. led contuſedly: which being done, he went to winter the ſeconde 
pere of his pꝛouince and this warre, Theſe things being done, 

be went to Ame, leuuing . Pompeius his ſuccello2.tc. 
—>- ppm His bꝛother Maximus A emilianus, hauing taken a Capitaine 
: of thæues, called Cen0b«,who yelded vnto him, he pardoned on- 
Hands cut of. Ip him, and the handes of the reſte be cut off. After following 
— Viriatus, he entrenched his citie Eriſana, into the whiche, V iriatu 
ent ring by night, he ſet vppon the Pioners and wozkemen, till 
they left the armye and their toles, and fted. And he daoue other 
to the hills and hard places, from the whiche it was vnpolſible 
foz them to come, But Viriatu that was neuer inſolent byhys 
god foꝛtune, thinking he had nowe gotten a godly occaſion to 
1 make an end of the warre, by ſhewing ſuch a bencfi:e tothe A

_ pos __ Foz C eprothe bꝛother of 1 emilianus did not allow thoſe conditi⸗ 

e ons ÿ he had made, x wꝛote to zoe, that it was diſhonozable. 

The Senate at the beginning pꝛiuilp agred to him, thinking 
fo2 the conund wealth, to pꝛofeſſe emnitie againſt / r149w. And 
when he had wꝛote many letters therof, vꝛged the matter, they 
decreed that he ſhould bꝛeake the league with / rietu, t renue 8 
6 war. Then cis truſting vpon thys decree,made open war vyõ 
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rirutw,ttoke Ar/e à titie that he had left into his power. And 4 
folowing / iiat that went aboute waſting the Countryes, hc 
ouertoke htm at the country of the Carpetanes, far exceeding him 
in number. Wherfoze / iriau- not minding to fight fo; his (mal 
number,ſent away the great part ofhis armie by a certaine by- 
pathe, and placed thereſt on an hill, as theughe be would fighte. 

And when he thoughte they were come to the ſute places, he „„ gert 
toke his hoꝛſe with the ſpurres, and with the reſte of hys com- dien en ag by 
panye, with great ſcozne of the enimie:he went fozth ſo ſpeedily, , 
that they that folowed him could not tell which wap he became. 

Then co waſted the Countrys of the /ercones and Gallecians, 

many followed rac, and ſpoyled ?-rrvgl.Againft them, Sex- 

ts Junius Brutus Was fent, who being wearpe of the long WAape, tr. Nute. 
whiche 7agwe, L:the, Daria, and Beru, nauigeable floudes, con: Nodes oi h 
tepne , ſtaide from following him. Foz they lyke therues, con- 

ueped themſelues out of ſight in a moment. Wherefoze Brut 

thought it a great labour to ouertake them, and not to doe it, a 

greate diſhons2: and ſuppoſing finall gloꝛie to be in ouerthzow- 

ing them, be went to ſpoile their campes, both bycauſe he thou- 

ght he might ſo chaſtice them, and alſo get a great botie foꝛ his 
ſouldioꝛs. and furder that that bande of robbers woulde ſcatter 

=_— they ſhoulde thinke of the daunger of they? ſeueral coun- 

reis. 

Myth this entent and purpoſe he ſpoiled whatſoener was in 
his way. The women that came into the warre with their huſ- v. Uant your. 
bandes. and were killed with them, and ſhewed ſuche conſtan⸗ | 
cie, that they wonlde not ſpeake a woꝛde, when they were 
flaine. Pany went to the Pountapns wyth as much as they 
coulde carrye, to whome dcſiring peace, he gaue it, and di⸗ 
nided their land, 

When he paſſed the floude ori, he waſteda greate region, .

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Theſe be people that goe alſo with their women armed to 
the warre, which with god courage, abide death boldly,not ſpas 
ring themlelues, nepther fleeing from the fight, noꝛ lamenting 
when they dye Dome women that were taken, would kil them⸗ 
ſelues, and ſome their childzen alſo, rather than they ſhoulde bee 
Uaues. 

Manpe citties that then helde with Brutus, rebelled choꝛte⸗ 
ly after, and were ſubdued of hym againe. And foꝛ theſe cauſes 
when he came to Labrica, that had ofte made peace with him, £ 
then were diſobedient, they deſired pardon, and woulde doe all 
things at his commaundement. Me required hoſtages, the Ko- 
maine runneawaies, and all their armour, and laſtly that they 
ſhould leaue their Cittie. Al the whiche,when they hadde done, 
he called them quietly to an aſſembly, and when he had compal⸗ 
led them with his armp, he put them in remembꝛaunce, hob oft 
they had renolted, and made warre, and made them ſo afraide, 
as they might feare a woꝛſe puniſhement. In the ende being (a- 
tiſfied with that rebuke, he refrayned from kurder paine. But 
he toke from them hoꝛſe, coꝛne, and coinmon monep, and all o⸗ 
ther publike preparation, and beſide all their hope, ſuffered 
them to lyne in their country. Which things, when he had thus 
— be returned to me. J haue drclared al this in the ee 
or” tat, 


In this time, other folowing his erample,exerciſed tobdertes: :

in anyother parte they could not hurte him. And when no man 


bearde the noiſe cf the derde foꝛ the kaeilitie of the cutte, they 


eltapcd to ci , and required. their rewarde: To whome he 
| ſozthwith 
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kozthwith gaue al they did poſſeſſe, and whatlſoeuer was in their 
power: but as touching their rewarde, der ſente them to 1, e. 

V iriatus friends, and the whole army, when it was daye, tar⸗ 
ried foz him, and thinking he had reſted, maruelled at that alte- 
ration, and ſo went in and found him dead in his armonr: wher⸗ 
foze great ſozrowe was made in al the Campe, euerpe man la⸗ 
menting his harde happe, thinking on the danger they were in, 
and the Captaine they had loffe ; and it moſte griened them, 


that they coulde not fpnd the killers, Therefozc they burned his Honor . te ©. 
body with muche honoure, vppon a great ſtacke, killing manp bra. 


ſacrifices in his reuerence, and as well the fotemen as the h93ſ- 
men, after the Barbarian manner, wente aboute the fyꝛe, and 
extolled hum to heauen with their pꝛaiſe. At laſte when the fire 
was out, and the funerals finiſhed, they made many turneymẽts 
hand to hand at his ſepulchꝛe, ſo great lone and deſire did iriatu 
leaue to his men, who, thoughe he were a 3arburian, pet he was 
moſte ſkilfull in gouernement, moſt warie in perils, and aboue 7 
all other, bolde in.deſpiſpng them, and moſte iuſte in diuiding 
his pzay . Foz he could neuer be bꝛought to take any whitte 
maze, than the reſte, althoughe her were deftred, and that her 
toke,he gaue to the valiant ſozt: Wherby it came to paſſe, (that 
is moſt harde, and to this daye hath not happened to any Cap⸗ 
taine) that hys armye gathered of all kinde of nations, eighte 
peares togither, whiche the warre contmued, was euer moſt o⸗ 
bedient to him without mutinie, and endured to the vttermoſt 
moſte read to abide all daunger. 


And when they had created Tantalus for their Captaine they Tonaing, 


went towarde gent, which Cittie, when {»n:4/had deſtroy⸗ 
ed and refozcd, he called it Carthage, of the name of his country. 
And being dꝛinen krom thece by C, that was alwaies at their 
backes, when he had paſſed the ſtoude Ber, bring wearye, he 
pe&lded himſelfe and his armp to Cepa, He toke al hys armoz, 
and appopnted them a god land to lyue in, that they ſhoulde no 
moꝛe be dꝛiuen to robbe. 

Nowe oure hiſtoꝛy ſhall retourne to the warres of the Facce« 


ans, and the Numantines, whom Viriatus cauſed to reuolt.

The enimies comming down, gaue a charge vpon hym, and 
by aby, as though they had bin ar aide, retired vnto the hil, till 
they had b2ought the to the places where the ditches and ouer- 
thwart beames were lapde, ſo as Pomp e) percepuing he was in 
theſe ſkirmiſhes ouermatched of them that were inkerioure to 
hym, hc tourned hys armie towarde Ter mantia, thinking to doe 
better there, where they fought with him to his loſle of ſeauen 
hundꝛed. Beſide that, the 7e, mantines put a Tribune to flight, 
that was comming with viauals, and in one day giuyng thꝛe⸗ 
onſets on the Komayznes, they dꝛoue them thꝛice into ſharpe and 
rocky places, and thzewe-many of their fotemen and hoꝛſemen 
(togither with their hoꝛſes) from the hylles and rockes, ſo as the 
reſte being afraide, remapned al night in armoz, and when it 
was dap, comming foꝛth in oꝛder of battaile,they fought donbf- 
fullpe, till night ended the fight.

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Pompey therfoze being vexed with ſs many euils, by the toun⸗ 
ſaile of the Senatours, remoued, that he ſhoulbe lye the reſte of 
the Wypnter in ſure places, and the Spzing, in Cities. Ano by- 
cauſe a Succeſſoure was to come to him, and ye afraid to be ac- 
cuſeb, he beganne to pza&iſe ſecreatly with the Namantines, the 
which alſo foz the tofle of man their chiefe citizens, and foz that 
they conlde not tyll their ground, and foꝛ want of vicuall , and 
foꝛ y continuance of war, which was longer than they thought, 
they ſent Amballadoꝛs to Pompey, to whom openlpe he ſpake, p 
they ſhould yeeld themſelues. Foz he ſaid, that he knew none o⸗ 
ther way but that, howe to agree with them, foꝛ the dignitie of 
Pompey pra%i- the Romapnes , But pꝛiuilp he tolde them, with what condi- 
dune peace vv? tions he woulde vie them. | 
And lo when the thing was agreed, they peelded to hym. 
Pompey required pledges and tugitiues, whiche he receiued. 
He required alſo thirtie talentes of ſiluer, ofthe which the y#- 
mantines pàide fifteenc pꝛeſently. Pompey loked fo? the reſte. 
Pope. When his ſucceſſour 44, Popilius Tena was come, the Numan- 
tines paàide it. 
rPempey be ing delivered of the feare of warre, knowing the 
compoſition that he had made was vnlawfull,being done wyth⸗ 
end gocthes out the Rennes conſent , when his ſuccelloꝛ was come, he de⸗ 
his peace. nyed he had made any agreement with the Namantines. They 
pꝛoued it by witnelle pꝛeſent, of men of degree, ol Senatours and 
CTribunes, and alſo of the Capitaines of hys hozſemen, There⸗ 
foꝛe Pepilius (ct bothe partes to Ame, to pleade the matter be⸗ 
koꝛe the Senate. The Senate thought beſte to holde war ſtill 
with the Na mantines. 
Inthe meane ſeaſon, Peyilius entred the lande of the Lines, 
t. nes. which were neighbours to the Numantines, and returned doyng 
nothing. And C. Hoffilius Mancinw ſucceeded him, and he went to 
Rome. When Mancinus came to fight, he was oft onercome, e at 
length when he had loſt many, he kepte within his camp, There 


ess was aruma? that the Canrebrans and Vacceanes, would come help 
kriege. the enimie, wherefoze in the night, without lighte, he fled to the 
abandoned Campe of Nobilir, where beyng ſhutte , neyther 

, having 
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hauing fo:tifyed the place, noꝛ otherwiſe able to defend, the N 
mant ines, beſeeging him and all his armpe in hard ſtate, leaſt her 
ſhould make a diſhonoꝛable peace with them, he made a league 
and amitie betwene the Aemanes, and with the Numantines, 
with equall conditions, to the which, he bound himſelfe: whyche 
thing, when it was knowen at Rome, they were all verpſozp, 
bycauſe the league was ſhamefull. Therefoze Aemilius Zeprdur 
another Conſull was ſente into 5p«y»e. Mancinus ds called to 
iudgemente, whome the Embaſſadazs of the 1@mancines follo⸗ 


wed, Aemil:w loking fo2 aunſwere from Nome, being werie Ae. 


of reſt, foʒ now ſuch Generalles d2tuen by deſire of falſe glo2ic, 
02 pꝛofite, oꝛ triumph, went to their pꝛouinces, not foz their coũ⸗ 


treys pzofite, pzeteding a falſe crime againſt the /acceaxs, attu⸗ brofte. 


ſing them, that they had holpen the vVumantines with vicuals, 
and inuaded their land, and beſeeged their chiefe Citie Pallantia, 
whiche had not offended againſt the league. And when he dad 
ſent vrutus his ſonne in law ints other partes of Sone, to make 
him partaker of the warre, cinus and Cæcilis came Embaſſa- 
do2s from Rome to them, ſhewing the Senate did dote, that af- 
ter ſo many loſſes recepued in 5p«y»e, Aemilius would ſowe new 
warres, and declared the decree of the Senate, that he ſhoulde 
not make warre vpon the accent. But he hauing begunne the 
warre, and ſent Brutus ab2oade, bycauſe he thought the Senate 
did not knowe that the Yacce«ns did helpe the Numantines with 
viguall,money,and ſonldyonres.fearing alſo, if he lefte warre, 
all Spayne would reuolt, as done fo2 feare, he ſent the Embaſſa⸗ 
doures without delay, and ſo w2ote to the Senate. He foꝛti⸗ 
fyed a tertaine Caſtell, and beſtowed the time in gather ing of 
men and victuall. Flccus being ſent a foꝛaging, and falling into 
traynes which came vpon him, a wo2d was craftily caſt fozthe, 
that Aemilianus had wonne Pallantis, at the whiche, when the 
Souldioures made a trie, as the manner is in vicozte, the 247 
barians hearing it, and belecuing it to be true, were afrapde, and 
departed. And by this meane, I laccus deliutred his men from 
perill. and his foꝛage from ſpople. 


The lege continuing long at Pallantia, the Romanes wanted ?ulomie. 


p.iij. viduall, 
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victuall, and hauing conſumed all their Cattell, they waxed ſo 

weake,that ſome dyed foz hunger. The Captaynes A emilianus 

and Brutus, ſuffered the want as long as they could, but at legth 

being ouercome with the myſchiefe, ATemilius commannded to 

bꝛeake vp, therefoze the Tribunes and centurians went aboute 

Covvardty de- the Campe, and commanded the ſouldioures to departe befoze 
— ene dap, ſo thep fozſwke all, euen the ſicke and woſided ſouldpoures, 
: who embꝛaced them, and recommended themſelues vnto them, 
They departing confuſedly, and without ozder,as men that flee, 

the Pallantines ranne vpõ them euery where, and much troubled 

them, following them from mozning till night. When it was 

darke,the Zmaze> being ſcattered, wente into diners plates as 

incke ſerued them. The Pallantines lefte chaſing of them, as bee- 

ing called frotheir purpoſe by the power of God. Theſe things 

chanced to Aemilius Tepidus, whiche, when the Remanes vnder⸗ 

Acmilize put frõ ode, they put Aemilius from his pꝛouince and Conſulſhippe, 
kis ofice. and lo he returned a pꝛiuate manto z-me, and was punithed, 
The Numantines and Mancinus were heard in the Senate. They 

bꝛoughte foꝛth the capitulations of the league. Me lapde all the 

blame vpon Pompey, that was ruler of the pzonince befoꝛe hym, 

of whome he recepued a rude and cowardly army, by þ whiche, 

being oft euill handled and ouercome, he made peace wyth the 

Numantines, being thereto compelled, as Pompey hadde done, by 

whoſe league, he affirmed this warre to be vntucky ta the x 

manes. The Komanes were angrie with both, pet Pompey was at⸗ 

quit, being accuſed of the ſame afo2e, The Senate decreed, that 
Mancinus, ho had made ſo diſhonoꝛable a league, without con- 

de. poſ hm Cent of the Senate, ſhould be giuẽ to the NAmantius after the old 
Saaler edle che example, which gaue the Captapne to the Suites, bycauſe he 
samnuies. agreed to ſo ſhameful a peace. So they cõmanded Furius to leade 
3 Mancims into Sp ne, depꝛiued of al things and naked, who was 
liueredto ine not receined of the Nmantines, againſt whome calphurnius Piſi 
Nuns, was made Gcnerall, He entred the land of the Numantives, and 
then wated part of the Pallantines, and ſpent the reſt of his time 

Carpentaia, ini harbozough in Carpentanis. The people of Rome being weery 
of this long and tedious warre with the «marines, that it 
0 | 5 might 
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might once be ended, choſe Cornelius Scipi- Ciſull aga ine, p woue 
Carthage,as one Þ only could ouercome yp Numirines, And where 
hecould not be Conſul foz his age(foz he was but yong)a decree 
of p Senate was made, that the Tribunes ſhould diſpenſe with 


the law foz that peare, and reſtoꝛe ity yeare following. Theres A diſputation 


foꝛe 5:1p59 being made Conſull, made ſperde to goe againſt p N- 
mantines, Peledde none with him of the ſouldioures by chopce, 
both bycauſe they wer troubled with war, and allo bycauſe ma- 
ny of them were in yaine. He had ſome voluntary, which were 
ſent ol kings E cities, by the conſent of the Senate. e led many 
ſeruants with him fra R eme, and made one band of ſiue C. com⸗ 
panies and friẽds, which he called Philenida, that is, the band of 
kriẽds oꝛ felows. And whe he had appointed four M. of his ſoul⸗ 


diours to his coufin «zee, he wẽt afoꝛe with great ſpede to the %. 


armp, which he vnderſtod was cozrupted with pdleneſſe, riote, 
ſedition, knowing he could not ouercome his enimies, except he 
reſtreined « kept his ſouldiours in awe, with þ temperance t in⸗ 
tegritie of his gouernemtt. So ſone as he was come, he put out 
all merchants, harlots, t ſouthſapers, whome the ſouldioures in 
their feare, would aſke many queſtions:and foꝛbad any thing tg 
be bꝛought to the Camp that was not neceſſary, And he foꝛ bad 
the ſacrifices,by the bowels whereof, things to come were en⸗ 
qutred, And he would ſuffer but few llaues and dzudges, and cõ⸗ 
manded to ſell all the beaſts of burthen,ercept a fewe needefull. 
He would haue the ſouldioures haue no cokes. Me foꝛbad any o- 


ther inſtruments, oꝛ veſſells of kitchen to be carried, but a ſpit, Cap. 


a panne, and a veſſell foꝛ dꝛinke. He would haue the eate no flech 
other wiſe dꝛeſled, but ſodde oz roſt. So he appointed meaſure to 
their diet. He foꝛbad the featherbeds, and he was the firſt p lap 
vpõ a bed of hay. He foʒbad his ſouldiours in their tourneys, to 
ride on Alles oz Pules, foꝛ he ſaide, there was little god to be 
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ſentence in his month, that caſte, fauourable, and affable Cap- 
tapnes, were pzofitable to the enimie, which though they were 
beloued of their louldyoures, they ſet little by them. They that 
be hard and ſeuere, haue their ſouldyoures ready and obedi⸗ 
ente at all allayes: the whiche though he has thus inſtruged, 
pet he durſt not bꝛing them into the fielde, till he had ererciſed 
them with much labour. Therekoꝛe going dayly by one field oz 
another, he made diuers Campes,one after another, whiche be- 
ing defaced, he called the Souldyoures to wozke agapne, to 
digge the ditches higher, and to füll them againe, to make high 
walles, and to pull them downe againe, and he ſtode from moꝛ⸗ 
ning till night to guerfee the pioners. When he made any iour⸗ 
ney, be went with a ſquare battell, that it ſhaulde not be ſcatte⸗ 
red by any ſuddaine attempte, as had happened to other. He 

rode about the army, and ſometime to the hindermoſt, and bad 
the ſicke ſhould be boꝛne on the hozſemens hozſes. He toke the 
burdens from the Pules that were to much laden, and diuided 
it to be bozne of the kotemen. When he kepte himſelle in the 
hauſe in ſommer, the troupes of hozſemen that he ſent to eſppe, 
he commaunded at their returne to ſtand without at the trech, 
till another bande of hozſemen had viewed all: and all the la⸗ 
bour and woꝛke was diuided among the pioners, that is, ſome 
to make treaches, ſome ditches, and ſome walles, and ſome to 
pitch tentes, and to euerp of them a certapne time was appoin⸗ 
ted to doe it. When he percepued his armpe to be made 
fierce, obediente, and paynefull in ſommer, he encamped nygh 


Nrmantie nov, N umantia, pet did he not choſe places very ſtrong foꝛ his Camp 
1 8 as other were wont, noz diuided his men, leaſt if anye loſſe 


ſhould happe at the firſt, he ſhoulde be contemned of his neygh- 
bsures, whiche were wont to laugh at him. Neither didhe en⸗ 
counter with the enimie, waping the nature and end ok warre, 
and the ſtrength of the Numantines, leaſt they would come vpon 
him with all their foꝛce.Therfoꝛe he commaunded to waſt all 
things the coꝛne to be cutte whileſt it was greene, which being 
waſked hemuf nedes goe further. The wap that went to u- 
| ner. 4 -bythe plapne, was ſhozter, and many perſuaded him ts 
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go that wap, to whome Feipia lapd, be tonſidered the Wap to rc⸗ Hard vyyay ſure: 
turne,fo2 the enimie was full of Motte, to cine out to the tight, 

and bad the Citie at their backe, ti returne ſafely againe, Wut 
4we(ſaid he) being laden with viaual and wery, ſhould be farte 

to weake kfoꝛ them. Beſide that, we haue beaſtes of burdens, 

and cartes and carriage, ſo the fighte ſhoulde be hard, and very 

vnegualb kb We heing aucrcome, ſhould be in great perill, and 

if we did guercome, we ſhould haus gi great gayne,and it were 

a follp;to put hpmleife to gerill fog a (mall matter, aj he is an 

euill Captayne that fighteth without pzofite,and he is valiante 

and wiſe that entreth the danger of fight, when he is conſtreined 

by neceſſitie. He bꝛought an example of Pbiſitiang, which tame 

not ty cut and burne, till they;haue tryed the ſigke place wyth . 
medicines, which when he had.ſaid,he comandedthe.Captaines 
to lende $further way. Chen he comanded to goe further tothe 
Lande of the 7 accea»s, where the F@merrines had their viquall. 
Their fieldes being waſted alſo, and the cozne gathered foz the 
vent the ſouldioures, he buryed the reſt. The Pallantines had 
laide many in awapte vnder certaine hilles, adiopning to that 
playne, called ceylanjum, and then openly moleſted the that were 
at harueſt. Therefoꝛe gie ſente Autiſius Auffus that was hys 
Cridune (who after committed this warre to w2ighting)wyth 
four bands of boꝛſe to ſtap their rangings.

The Numantines,now oppꝛeſſed with famine, ſent fyne men for . 

fo Scipio, with commiſſion to know, that if they woulde perlde to 
him, if he would vſe them mercifullp, and be content with a mo⸗ 
derate fine ; But Auarus the chiefe of them, a man ol an highe 
courage, did muche ſet out the valiantnes and entente ofthe x- 
mantines, affirming they did not offende, then being in lo greate dag 12 cur of 
daunger, fyghting foz their wiues, childꝛen, and libertie of thep2 
Countrey . Wherefoze 5:p-(ſaide hee) it ſhal be alinsft right- 
ful thing, if thou being a noble man of ſo great vertue, wilt par⸗ 
don ſo noble a people, and appoint vs that paine, that we ſhal bg 
able to beare. Me knowe the mutation of foztune,and that 
the ſafetie of oure Country, was not in vs, but in the. Then 
take our Cittie being content with moderate puniſhement, 02 if 
thou haſte vs in contempt, thou maiſte hope to ſe it periſh and 
be ouerthꝛowne, by defending it ſelfe, 

When .A#«4r4 hadde ſaide thus, $cp-» knowing by the Cap⸗ 
fines what was done in the Cittie, ſaide, he woulde haue them 
frelp vcelde themſelues. and their Cittie, with their armoure: 
Mhiche when it was tolde the Nmantines, and thoughte ſo be⸗ 
foꝛe, inflained with anger, foz the greate deſire ok libertie, by⸗ 
cauſe they had neuer bin acquainted to ovep,and being moꝛe ta- 
ken with rage and furie, they killed £47 and his companve, ig Numenrine 
as bꝛingers of cuill newes, andconſpiring with ie to ſane yyeur for peace 
themſclues.

bertie, ſo gret vertue was there in a barbarous £ litle citie, whi⸗ 
che when thep flouriſhed in peace, wer eight thouſand god men, 
the whiche, what thinges they had done againſte the Romanes 
it is euident, and how many leagues they made with them with 
lyke and equall condition, which coulde neuer be bꝛought to doe 
it with any other nation . Who their Captaine 02 Generall 
was, A nxde not to rehearſe: pet ch he being in the fielde 
with. lr. P. men, was many times pꝛouoked of the Vumantines, 
to fight . But ge was better and wyſer than other generals, 
foꝛ he thoughts not god to deale with thoſe wylde mien, by the 
foꝛce of armes, but to conquere them by fainine, whiche is a 
thing in: uitable, by the whiche cuill, the NAmantines coulde bee 
only taken, as they were, Theſe things J had to ſay,of the v«- 
mantines, when J conſider their ſmall number, their ſufferaunce 
of labour, and noble actes, and how long they were inuincible. 
Therefore of the Nxmantines they that ſo determined, dpuerfiye 
killed themſelacs, The reſte the thirde dape tame to the place 
appointed, al vglp.filthie, and ho:rib:c to bcholde, which had bo 
dies foule and full of heare, wyth long napyles, full of filth and 
ſtincke, wzne garments of cuill ſaudures, by whiche thinges 
they were miſcraole to their ennimies, and pet ſeareful to loke 
vpan: therekoꝛe they were beholden of the Romaines wyth ad⸗ 
miration, con dering in them, the ſtraunge affegion ofihcp2 
bodies that was kelt in the ayze, ok the dolour and labour whiche 
they had ſured, and alſo of their conſcience, that one had taten 
angthers flethe , 9 choſing oute ſome of them foꝛ the pompe 
of hys tryump'ze, com naunded the other to be ſolde, and their 
Cittie viterly ta be deſtcoped. This Generall ok the A mans, 
theſe two Cities being taken, harde to be wonne, Carthage — 
„ the 
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the greatneſſe of the Cittie and the power thereof, by the decres 
ofthe Romaines he pꝛeſerued, foʒ the tommoditp of the lande & 
lea, Numantia be raſed,a little Citie that helve but a fewe, of 
the whiche the Romanes had not determined, eyther bpcauſe 
he was trefull and harde of nature againſte them that he twke 
by violence, oꝛ bicauſe (as ſome ſap) he thought his glo2te to be 
the greater, by the greateſt calamities of other. Therefoꝛe to 
this day he is called A icane and Numantine, of the deſtruction 
be gaue to thoſe Citties. Then the places nighe Numantia bes 
ing aſſigned and ſetled, and if any were ſuſpened, put in keare by 
payment of money, he returned to me. 

The xomanes as the maner was, ſent tenne men of the Sena⸗ 
tonres into the places of Spaine, that were of their gouermnent, 
that thoſe that %, o: Brutus had taken, might be bꝛought into 
the foꝛme of a pꝛouince. After a certain ſpace, when newe ſtirre 
was made in eine, Calph. Piſe was ſet thyther with aucthvaitie, 
to whom ger. Calla ſucceeded But a multitude of cimbrians tom⸗ 
ming into 77aly, H gicilie, afflicted with 5 ſecond ſeruile war, they 
ſent na army into Seine, bit auſe of theſe wars, but would haue 
lieutenãts go to pacifie al as wel as they could. When the cim 
brians wer repulſed, 7. Hidiu wet thither t killed twenty thou⸗ 


ſand Aruacceans, and bꝛought 7ermentum a great Cittie, which / 


ſcarcely would euer obey the Remanes, the ſtrong place in which 
it was ſcituated, into the plaine, willing them to dwel in hauſes 
diſperſed wythout wals. And when he had beſieged a city called 


celenda, he toke it the ninth moneth of the ſiege. Pidiss ſolde all , 


the colendans with women : childꝛen. The Celtiberians inhabited 
an other Cittie next to clendi, with other mixed, to whom, 27, 
Maris, bicauſe they ſerued him againſt the Pertugalls, he gaue 

thoſe places to kyll by decree of the Senate. But they com⸗ 
pelled koꝛ neede, exerciled robberies. Therekoꝛe Pidius minding 
to kyll them by conſent of the x. men that were with hym, told 
their Captains, he would fopne to them the lands of the coun⸗ 
trymen, bicauſe they were in nerd. Which offer whe he percey⸗ 
ned they accepted, he bad them tel » people ᷣ they mighte come 
with their wiues and childꝛen to diuide the lands. Who when 
they came, he willed the ſquldicurs ta go oute of the . 
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that they ſhould enter, as though the number of the men and wo⸗ 
men ſhould be tolde, and ſo be appointed to the lands, and when 
they were entred within the trenches, they were al killed of the 
ſouldioures by his tommaundement, koꝛ the whiche ace he tri- 
umphed. And when the Celtiberians renolted againe, Flaccus bees 
ing ſent to that pꝛouince, killed xx. M. in the Cittie of Belgede 
when the people was turned to rebel. c. q with whom was au- 
thoꝛit ie to aſſemble the Senate, when he was doubtſul what to 
determine, he burned the whole Senate. Flaccus when he came, 
puniſhed al the Authoures of that wickednelle. 

J haue founde theſe thinges of the &-manes àgaynſte the 
Shaniardes Woꝛthy of wꝛiting. After a while, when the ciuill 
warre was hottc betweene cin and ga, the country being di- 
uided in that ſedition. . ertorius of the faction of c/n, being 
created a Generall in 5pay»e, allured the S/antardes to rebell a- 
gainſt the x9manes, Then getting a gret armp, and a number of 
his friends, choſen after the foꝛme of the Rom apne Senate, her 
determined to comme towarde Kome. Fertorius Was A bolde man, 
and of a noble harte and known vertue and ſtrength, inſomuch 
as the Senate being afraid of him, created many wozthy Cap» 
tains, Cæcilius u etellu firſt with a great armp, that any way he 
coulde, he ſhantd keepe war from 7ca/y, which was vexed wyth 
great diſlentions. A certayne man called Perpenne,of Sertorius fa 
ction, killed hun and made hymielfe Generall, and Pompe3 killed 
him in battell. And ſs had that warre an ende the which put the 
Romanes in a great fear. But theſe things be ſhewcd moze plain 
ly in the bake of g ciuill wars. After the death of S4, hen 
C.ce/ir was choſen Generali to make warre againfle all men, 
he appeaſcd all the tumuttes in ane, and any other nation that 
moleſted the Konnnes, and compelled all to obey the people of 
Rome, Alſo 04 4:11:45 7 Auguflis, ſonne to C. Cæ ler, nade ſome 
warre with them that p2actiſed rebellion. From that tyme the 
Rum ines diuided lheria, whiche is nowe Sparne,, into thꝛee parts, 
into two of the which the Senate ſent pearelv officers, and the 
E nperoꝛ ſent a pꝛeſident into the thirde, the time of whoſe Naeh 
nince, dependeth of the pleaſure of the Eiuperour.

Foz 
then the Carthaginenſes did agree with the Remaynes as confedes 
rates, ÆAntiochus receyued Annibal glozioullye foz the fame of 
his valiantneſſe, and hadde him aboute him, and vnder ſtanding 


at Lycia that Prolomie was aliue, he refrayned kram Zgpec, and 


thought to take cr in ſteade of it, ſayled thither with great 
perde. But being inter, at the floude Sarus, he had a wzecke, 8 hath 
and loſte many ſhippes with diuerſe of his men and friends, and e.

ther money noꝛ men ſent me out of Carthage. When Scipio pers 
ceyued he dyd ſo of purpoſe aduance himſelfe, he ſmyled and 
ſapde, in what place wouldeſt thou haue put thy ſelfe (OQ An- 
niball) if thou hadſt nat bin ouercome of me. He percepuing this 
emulation, ſapde, I woulde haue ſet my ſelfe befoze Alexander.

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This ?h:ly Antiochus pꝛomiſed to reſtoꝛe the kingdoine of 
M acedony as his owne,and by this meane, had the A tbamanean⸗ 
his confederates. He had alſo the 7h-6axes, and wente to Thebes 
toſpeake to the people, Thus he very raſhly, in ſo great a war, 
put his truſt in the Aetelian, I hebanes, and A myrader. Then he 
tonſulted, whether it were better to inuade T/eſaly out of hand, 

o; to tarrie till Winter were paſt. 

Anxniball heing at this conſultation, and ſaping nothing the 
king cõmaunded him to ſap his opinion firſt, and thus he ſpake, 
Thou mapelt eaſilie ouercome the 7heſa/:ans, epther now, oz 
« after winter, foꝛ the people, hauing bin much vexed, do turne to 
ther now, and ſo will doe to the Aamane, if any innouation com⸗ 
« meth. Me be come with our 8wne power, giuing credite to the 
Aetelians perſuaſion, that the Lacedemonians and Philip will take 
our part, of the whtth, the Zar edemonians be our Enimies, as I 
« heare,and ſo be the Acheans. As fo Philip, J cannot fee, that he 
can be any great ayde vnto thee in this warre, being on thy ſide, 
« no2 make any great power whatſoeuer part he taketh:but this

A emilius Regulus wyth 
him, that ſucc ceded Liu in the matters of the ſea, There came 
to Eumenes from hys confederats, one thoufand fotemen, and a 
hundꝛed choiſe hoꝛſemen. Mhole Generall Pisphanes, when hee Velen. 
percepued the Souldiours of Seleucus to play and dꝛinke, he pal⸗ 
ſed little of them, and required the Pergameneans to (ally out with 
him vpon the enimy. 

But when they durſte not do it, he armed hys own thonſand u a neneffg 
fotemen, and hund ed hoꝛſemen, and leading them to the wall, orie Ab. 
ſtode there quietly, the enimies lokyng ſtil vpon them being ſo 
few, t pet durſt not ſet vpon them. But when they were at din⸗ 
ner, he gaue d onſet vpõ d warders the other arming thẽ ſelues, : 
o2 taking their hozſes,o2 ficeing from them that folowed, oz bæ⸗ che Fog 
ing in confuſion, durſte not abide it. He hadde a noble victo2ie, 
the Pergamenians then trying oute of the wall, but pet durſte 
not come fozth. He, hauing flaine as manye as he coulde in that 
ſhoꝛte onſet, and carving away ſome hozſes and men p2iſoners, 
he toke hys place, t the next dap brought the Acheans to þ wal, 
when as the Pergamenians durſte not pet come aut; Seleucus with 
many hoꝛſemen dꝛewe neare and pꝛouoked hym, but hee ſtode 
ſtill at the wall, and kept his charge. 

When Seleucus hadde tarryed tyll middaye, her tourned and 
wente awaye , Diophanes ſet vppon the hindermoſt, and ſcat⸗ — 
tered and hurte many of them, whyche beypng done, hee re. 
tired ts the wall: And vſpng thys manner tontinuallpe, 
and alwaies laying in wayte foꝛ them, when they went fo2 fo2-

And 
with his ſhippes that carryed fyze,be ſet vppon Polixenides, fla 
ming on euerp ſide with fire. 

They durſte not deale wyth them, bicauſe of the fire, but in 
The fut by lea @ circle ſayled about them, and auovding them, keping the ſea, 
ſtroke the ſides of them, till one Rho dian ſhippe fell vppon one of 
the Syd entan Shippes wytb ſuche a vehemence, as an anker 
fell from the Sideman Shpppe in to the Rhodian, and helde them 
faſte togither.

hen Antiochus heard ok this, he foꝛtiſied Cherreneſis and 
Lyſimachia verpe ſcronglpe, thinking it a greate matter, as it 
was inderde, to k&pe the Nomanes from pallyng wyth theyz 
armye to the reſte of 2 Hracia, where they ſhoulde haue an harde 
and painekull wap, except 25:/:p did tonuey them. 

But Antiochis bepiig a nies lighte and ſone channging, 


when he hearde of the loſſe at 27yoxeſw, her was vlterlye dyſ⸗

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with the Syrians. =_— | 
ö maped, and thoughte God was againſte hym. Foz where the 
Romanes hadde the better on the lea, veyonde all reaſen, in the 
whiche, he thought himſelte very mighty, and Anni al ſhutte 
vppe in amp lia, and Philip conducting the Romaynes hy the 
vnknowne wayes, whome he thoughte woulde rather haue re- 
membꝛed the hurte he hadde by them, by all theſe-thinges b&- = 
ing mernellouſly troubled, and God taking his wits from hym, ap to 
as commonly hapneth in all calamities, he left cherroneſis very 
fondly,befo2e his enimies were in ſighte, not regarding howe 
greate pꝛeparation there was of viduall, armoure, money, 
and munition, whyche he dydde not burne, but lefte it 4c hus gin eth 
whole to his ennimpes : and he fozſoke the 2y/machbions, as 
thonghe the Cittie hadde bene taken , whyche fledde vnto hym 
with theyꝛ wiues and childzen weeping : onelye hys care was 
to kepe the Romapnes from A694 , putting the reſte ofhis e in Aſc, 
hope of thys warre altogyther in it. Nepther dydde her kepe in Lare. 
this paſſage, God taking his ſenſe from hym; but went to the 
midde lande in haffe , to pꝛeuente hys ennimpe, leauing na 
guarde there. enen, 
When the gin hearde of thys departure, they went

Taurus, and defrape the whole charges of the warre, of the 
whiche he hath bin the cauſe , Yet pꝛiuatelye Publius (aide thus

Ik Antiechus had offered theſe conditions of peace, when ha 
hadde yſimachia and C herreneſus, the A: manes woulde willinglye 
haue accepted it, and peraduenture, if he hadde foz bidde, onely 

The Romaines to palle H elleſtont . But nowe that they were vppon the lande, 

23 me and in ſafe place, and hadde not onely the bꝛidle, as they ſay, but 

hoiſe. alſo were mounted the hozſe, with the bꝛidle, they woulde not 
accept ſuche conditions by wozdes , And that he did giue the 
Byng thankes, fo2 bys great offer, and woulde gyue hym grea- 
ter, ifhe ſent him his ſonne , And foz the pꝛeſent time, would 
wyſh him to take the conditions, beefoze he were dꝛiuen to the 
pꝛofe of greater burden. 

When that Publius hadde ſaide thus, he went to Elea, foꝛ his 
bealthe, leauing Cen Demitiu, legate to his bꝛother. 

An tiochus, às Phillippe of u acedonie, thinking no moꝛe coulde 
be taken from hym by this war, than was pꝛopounded, gathe⸗ 
red his armpe in the plaine uf 7 Hatira, not farre from hys eni⸗

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the floud very boldly, and going within two mple and an halfe 
of Antiochu, encamped there foure dapes togither, Either of 
them ſet their men in oꝛder befoze their Camps, neyther of the 
beginning the fight. The fifth dap, Ponutius (et in oꝛder againe, 
and came fo2th very pzoudely, and when Antiochus came not a⸗ 
gamkt him, he remoued his Camp nigher to him. One day bæ⸗ 
ing paſk, he pꝛotlaymed in the hearing of the enimtes, that he 
would the next dap fight, whether Antiochus woulde oz no. Her 
being troubled again, changed his purpoſe, and where he might 
haue kept within his Camp, oꝛ mantully reſiff theſe, tili 7ubliu. 
had come, he thought it a ſhame to refuſe the fighte, being moze 
in number: wherefoꝛe he toke oꝛder foꝛ the battell, and both of 
them came fozth at the laſt watch, being vet nighte, and eyther 
of them thus arayed themſelues.

no purpoſe, foꝛ they be leſſe that be at Z:by-, and afrayde of the jr leffe than 
greater, and they were but few,andtherefoze ſette them laf of fraide ofthe 
all. This was the Remane: o2dcr, greater, 

A ntiechns armve was.lir.D. of the whiche, the ſureſt was 
the 21«cedenian; battaile,called Phalanx, tonteining.xvj M. men ,,,,,.,,. 
firſte appointed by A lexander, and Philip , It ſtandeth in the ot Meccawie. 
middeſt, diuided bya thouſand and ſire hundꝛed into ten parts, 
and of every parte of theſe in the front, were fifty men, and in 
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the middeſt two and thirtie, and in ß ſide of eyther part two and 
twety. Che ſight of this Phalanx was like a wall, the Clephäts 
ſeemed like Towers. This was the midde battelof 4 »:10:hys, 

The Hoꝛſemen were on epther ſide of it. The men cf armes 
of the Galatians, and the chopce hozſemen of 41acedonia, called 
of them Agema. Theſe were equally on eyther ſide the greate 
battell. There were wings beſide theſe, Jn the righte wing 


were light armed Souldioures, and other Hozſemen with fil 


uer ſhieldes, and archers onho2ſebacke two hundzed. 

The lefte wing helde the nations of the G:/«1:4ns, Tefeſapan;, 
Trocmans, and Loliſtouians, and certaine Cappadocians, whome A- 
riarathes ſente, and other ſtrangers mingled. 

To theſe were ioyned another company of men of armes, 
and of hys confederates with lighte armour, This oꝛder made 
Antiochus, (eming to put his truſt in the Bozſemen, whome 
being many, he placed in the front, and very vnckilkullp he 
th2utf the greate batteil in a ſtreighte place, in the whiche, be 


- ought to haue put his truſt, being moft ſtreng. 


There was alſa a greate number of flingers, archers, dar- 
ters, and target men, of 2hrygians, Lydians, Pamphylians, Piſidzans, 
Cretes, Trallians, and Cilicians, all armed after the manner of Cre- 
ta. There were other archers on hoꝛſebacke to theſe, Daceans, 
Muſeans, Aelymeans, and Arabians, whith being ſet vpponmolt 
(wiit Camels, they ſhoxte eaſilie from high, and when they be 
at hand, vſe long and narrowe {wo2ds. The armed Chariots 
were placed at the beginning in the fire fronte, and were conv 
maunded when they had giuẽ the firſt puch, fo gine backe. The 
fight was like two armies, the one to begin the battell, and the 
other to lye in waite. Either of them being made to as muchs 
terrez as coulde be, both in number and koꝛme. An nochu hym⸗ 
kelke ledde the hoꝛſemen of the righte wing, The left ſive, bys 
fomae celeucus gourrned, Df the Phalanx, philiy the maiſter of the 
Elephants dad the charge. Of the foꝛe⸗ward, v edu and Zeuru. 
The dap being cloudy and darke, the ſight was taken awapof 
this pꝛeparation, and all the bowes were the wozſe, as inthe 


'gire moiſt and thick e. Which, when Eumenen conſipered,he pal 
| | — 
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ſed not of all the reit, only he ſeared moſt the violence of the ar⸗ 
med Chariots. Therekoze he gathered togither the archers 
and darters, and other lighte harneſſe, commaunding them to 
goe againſte the Chariots, and to ſhote agaynſte the Hozſes, 
and not the men, koꝛ the hoꝛſe in the Chariot ſtriuing with bys 
poke, the reſt of the Chariot is made vnpꝛoſitable, and many 
times bꝛeaketh the other battels, men being afcayve ok the 
ſithes, as it came then to paſſe. Foz when the Hozles were 1:c- 
ken ſo thicke, and the Chariots carried backe of the hoꝛſes, the 
Camelsfelte the diſoꝛder firff, being next the Cartes, znd aftet 


them the men of armes, whoſe hoꝛſe foꝛ the waighte cf the ar⸗ The Chnriors

moure, could hardly eſcape the danger of the ſithes. Great was vun fyrhes. 


the trouble, and the confuſion diners, which beg anne chielly of 
theſe, and wit though the whole battell, and fo2 ignoꝛãce, was 
moꝛe than it needed. Foz in a long rowe and thicke multitude 
of men, with a diuers crie, and greate feare, the truth was not 
perceyned ot them that were next the hurt perſons, and ſuſpiti⸗ 
on made euery man thinke the thing greater than it was. 

Nhen Eumenes did ſee the firſte ſuccæde happily to him, and 
the foꝛe⸗ ward, with the Chariots, that the Camels did coner, 
to be naked, he iet his owne hoꝛſemen, and as many as he had of 
the Romacies and Italiuns àgaàinſt the contrary part of the Galati- 
ans and Capfadocians, and the other route of rangers, exhoꝛting 
the with loude voice to diſpatch theſe ignoꝛant men, being deſti⸗ 
futc oi their dekence. They were ready, & giuing a fierce onſet 
vpon them, they made the turne, and ÿ men of armes that were 
ioyned to them, which were diſoꝛdꝛed befoze of þ Chariots, æ bi⸗ 
cauſe theſe coulde moſt hardiy flee oꝛ turne, by reaſon of thevꝛ 
waight, they toke thẽ, and killed the. And this was done at the 
left battell of the 1 cedenians. In the right wing, where Anti- 
chus was, bzcaking the battell of the xomanes, he made them 


flz, and followed them. The great battell of the 1 acedonrans — 


being ſette with the Hoꝛĩemen in a ſtreight place and quadꝛate, 
and vopde of Hoꝛſemen on epther ſide, recevued the ſkirmiſhers 
that fought at the front of them, diniding themſelues, and clo⸗ 
fing agaive, Pemitius with his Hoꝛſemen, and lighte harnefle, 
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eaſilic compaſſed then, as a thicke ſquare, neither fifte to gyut 
oniet, no2 enlarge themlelues being fo bzoad. They mantully 
abode much fo2ce, and were grerued, that foz all their experiece 
they could do no god, but ſtand to recepue the ſiripes à wounds 
of their enimies on cuery ſide. Only they ſtretched fozthe their 
pikes in ſquare manner, and chalenged the Komanes to trie their 
manhade hand ta hande with them, fo2 the which they hadde lo 
much pꝛayſe:pet did they not march fozth, being on fote & hea⸗ 


. ute harneſſed, and ſcing their emmies with hozſe, chieflp that

thep ſhould not diffolue their ſure arap. The Zomanes came not 
vpon them, noꝛ woulde fight with them, fearing the experiente 
and ffrength of ſo valiant men, but running aboute them, dpd. 
tote and dart at them, and neuer miſſed, ſo many being cloſed 
in ſo little rome, foꝛ neyther could thep anopde the dartes, noz 
app2ach to them that thꝛew vpon them. Wherefoze when they 
had endures a long time, ot verp neceſſitic they gaue backe, and 
turned their way with thꝛeats, verp 9zderly,and fearcfull tothe 
Komanes, fo2 neither then durſt they ſette vpon them, but hurte 
them as they could.go about them, till the Elephants bꝛake vp- 
pon the Macedonians battell, whiche woulde not be ruled by 
their guides, and then there oꝛderlp retiring, was altered. In 
this, Pemitius had the vpper hand, and palling to the Campe 
of Antiochus, kozced them that kepte it. Antuchus thated the 
Romane legions a great wap, which had neither hozſemen, no: 
light harneſſe to gard them, Do mitius think ing they ſhoulde not 


cern one part of nxde bycauſe of the floud, till he came to the Roma nes Campe, |

where the Captaine that had the charge with freſh Souldiours 
reſiſted his vio!ence, and to them ioyned they that dcdde, and 
were the moꝛe bolder, So the king returned, being very pꝛoude 
and haulte fo2 this vidozie, nothing knowing pet of that was 
happened on the other fide. Attalus bꝛother to Eumenes, wyth 
many Yo27emen enccuntred with the king, thꝛough the whiche 
he paſſed, and hurte them, keping his courſe with the loſſe of a 
few, not caring faz them. But when he vid ſce the loſfe, and all 
the field full of his bead people, men, hoꝛſe, and Elephants, and 
dis Camp taken by fozce, hefledde without ceaſling, tu be _

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to garden, aboute mionight.and from gude, to cle, Uhyche ce. 


they call Afamei, whither ber vder ttede hys fone wi 
fledde, 

The next dayehe went from Celen«to 5514, Iraning hys 
Captaines at celan, to reteyue and gather to ogtther them that 
ſedde and ſent Ambalfadoures tothe Conſull fox to teaſſe War, 
whd'was burping his dead ſouldiozs, and ſpoyling his chimies, 
and gathering the taptiues. Df the Romanes that were of the 
Cittie, there was flaine,foure and twentye hoꝛſemen, and thꝛer 


hundꝛed fotemen, chieliy of them whome Amnticchw ſlewe. Eu- 


menes loſte no moꝛe but fifteen hoꝛſemen. The byngsloffe with 
hys confederates, was indged to be fiftie thouſand „Which coulo 
not well be numbꝛed foz the multitude: alt the Elephants! were 
Kaine, ſane fiftene, which were taken. After thys victozte ſo 
noble, 2 beycnde all reaſon, as ſome thoughte, not beyng pke, 
that ſo fewe, in a ſtraunge Country, ſhould oucrcome ſo manp, 
eſpecially, where the Macedonian Phalanx was furniſhed full of 
men, whiche fo2 the valiarntneſſe, was terrible; and thought 
inuincible, the friendes of S accuſed his raſheneſſe, in 
falling out with the Komaines, and his vnſkilfulneſſe, and fo- 
liſhnelle from the beginning, that he lefte c herreneſis and Zyſima- 


chia oute ofhys handes, full of munition and money, bekoze 1 
Rmanes tame alande to trye it, and neglected the guarding of Anvoctus, 


Helleſpont, the whiche the Romanes thoughte they could not eaſ⸗ 
le paſſe by foꝛte. They blamed alſo his laſt ouerſight, making 
his chief ſtrength vnp2ofitable, by placing it fo ſtreight. putting 
his truſt moꝛe in mingled multitude of men that were keeſh ſol⸗ 
oures, thau in men, that foꝛ erpertence and time, were acquain⸗ 
ted with the warre, and by the contimiannce of the ſame, were 
endued with valiauntneſſe and courage. Cheſe ſpeeches were 
made of A ntiochus, 

The ne ines encreafed in courage, and thought nothing to 
harde fo2 them, bathe foꝛ their vertuc, and the fanoure of the 
Gods. This did make to the opinion ot their feticitic.that being 
ſo few againſt ſo manp, in an expedition, and in the firſt fight, 
tina ſtraunge land, they ſhould overcome in one dape, ſo many 

v. nations, 
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nations ſo pzincely a power, both foz the vertue of the hired ſolo 
dionres, and the glozie of the 41 <cedonians, and fo; the great do» 
minion of the King, as he hadde gotten the ſurname of Great: 
Foz in their ſpeche and talke, King Anrochw the Great, was 
a greate wozd among them. The mee thus glozicd of thems 
feluzs.Tbe ConſuLafter his bzother Pullu was come recoue⸗ 
red from Ele, anſwered A ate Ambaſſadozs, which reguis 
red to learne, what ves ſhoulde do tobe a friend to the xe- 
mane s. u blis aniwered thus vnto them. 

Aulvvere to Antischus hathe bin the cauſe bothe of theſe and fozmer trew 

laden pbles thoꝛowe bhys ambition, who hauing a greate Kyngdome, 
and the Komenes ſulfring him to haue it, toke from Polmie hys 
kinſman, and kriend to the Leaves, Celefyria, and inuaded EA 
„Ä e, where he had nothing to do: he ſubdued 7 hracia, he foztified 
Cherroneſ«, and builded Ly/m«c<h1s, He tame ints Grecia, ( made 
the Greczans hond, whom the R.anes had made free, til be was o⸗ 
uertome in battaile at Ther Relei, from whence thougb he fled, 
he lefte not his ambition, but being onercome diuerſe tymes of 
vs by ſea , when we were paſſed #elefponr, he deſired peace: 
The conditions whereof, thzoughe pzide, he contemned, and ga⸗ | 
thered a mighty army, and with gret pzeparation he made war 
againe againſte vs, and by compuiſion was bzoughte to trpe it 


with his betters, till he was ouercome, to hys greate loſſe. It 
were fitte that we ſhould ſct a greater puniſhement vpon bim, 
that ſo manpe tymes hathe violentipe dealte with the Neue., 
but we wil not be inſolet fo2 our felicitie, noꝛ aggrauate others 
calamitic, Zicrefoze we giue the ſame conditions that we ap⸗ 
pointed befoze, adding a fewe moze whiche be p2ofptable foz vs, 
and ſhall be t ommodious oz his ſafety in tyme to come.

abu to Thermo a Tribune that was ſente to hym. And thys was 
the ende of the warre betwene the R= aner and A ntieehuu, that 
was called Great.

When he beganne to ſpeake, he ſaide nothing of the atcuſa⸗ 

tion, but made a rehearſall ot his life, his ſcruice and al his aas, 
howe manpe warres he had finiſhed fo2 his countrep; whome 
he had ouerthꝛowne, howe ofte he had vida ozpe, in ſo mu; he, as 
it was a pleaſure to the bearers, fo: the noble declaration af 
his hiſtoꝛie. And whenhe came to the warre of Cath ge, moſt of 
all he delated the manner thereof wyth great vehemence, and 
audience of the pꝛople, ſaping: This dape, Ne, did I con- 
quere, and made carthage to obey you, whith til then, was moſt 
terrible vnto pou. This dap do J goe to ſacrifice in the Capi⸗ 
toll, and as manp of vou as lone pour Country, accompany me 


in the ſacriſiee that is made ſoꝛ pou. „%% 6 3, 
Hauing ſaide thus, he went fozth to the Capitol, not pals 
ſing of his complainte. 


The people followed him, and ſo did manye of the Judges, 
p2apſinghim with open voice, and ſaide the like, whiles he was 
ſacrificing. The accuſers were diſcozaged t durſt not pꝛoſecute 
the cauſe,as ot no purpoic,noz blame the peoples fauoure, per- 
cepuing that his life was of moze pzice,than their ſuſpition and 
calumniation. | :

He being condemned to dye, ſaide: I confeſſe it is againſte 
the lawe, to rule thys tyme, and that J compelled them, whome 3 
you haue deliuered nowe. J do not defirc to be pardoned, ba- ad ol mvwers. 
uing tranſgrefſed the lawe, but J beſeeche pou, that fo the x 
ſeruice J haue done, you woulde wꝛtle thus. 

This is lie, that gote the victorie of c · aitra, and that brought 
his Countrey to Sparta it ſelfe, whiche before coulde not abide 
thoſe enimies, nor no ſtraunzer that ware a Lacedementan hatte, 
he is condemned of his Countrey : offending the Lawe for the 


benefite of his Countrey . Haning ſaide thus, be came from 


the Tribunes, and offered his bsdye to them that woulde take 

it.

He made warre vppon 
Artaxes King of Armenia, whome, when he hadde taken, her noch the 
dyed, leauing Antiochas his ſonne cf nine peares of age, mem, n diet.

vppe this child. 

When the A manes heard that AÆntiochus was deade ſo ſone, 
oho in a little tyme had gote great fame, they were glad. Deme- 
erius, the ſonne of geleucus, bother to Antischus the Notable, ne⸗ 
phew to Antwchw the Great, à couſin to this child, being pledge 
at xe and of thze and twentpe yeares of age, rcqupzed to be

And after Scaurm 
the Senate ſent Philippus Marcus, andafter Philippe, Marcelinu 
Tentulis, being of the degree of Pꝛetoꝛs. Bothe theſe ſpent they; 
tyme in labduing the Trabians that were tumultuous, And foz 
this cauſeWLieutenants were ſent afterward into 57a, of them 
that ruled in the city,that they might haue power, both in peace 
E war, as the Conſulls had, The firſt of theſe was G:6:1: that 
came with an army to make war. And 44:hr:4ates king of Par- 
thia being dꝛiuen cut of his kingdome by Herodes his bꝛother, 
came to Parthia againe by the Arabians. And Ptelomie the elea⸗ 
uenth King of Egpr, being alſo put ont of his kingdome, obtap⸗ 
ned by much monep, that he would inuade Alexandria in ſteade 
of Parthia: and ſo C abinius making war vpon them of Alexan- 
dria, reſtoꝛed Prolomz: into his kingdom, wherefoze he was bani⸗ 
ſhed ol p Romane Senate, foꝛ that he made war without commil⸗ 
fan, that was thought vnlucky to the Kanes. Foz it was foz⸗ 
bidden by 5. After Gabiniu, A thinke, that craſs ruled - 
ria, i making war vpon the Parthians, reteyued a great loſſe. Am 
Luci Bibulus gouerning ria after craſis, the. Parthians inua⸗ 
ded it. And Saxæ ruling after Bebulus, thep rafiged as farre as 
Jonia, the Remaines being moleſted with ciuil warres one againff 
an other. But this ſhall be declared perfectly in p boke of h Par- 
thians war, In this boke,being of Syria, ſhal be ſhewed how the 
Romanes got Syria, and helde it, as they do nowe. It ſhall not be 
amiſſe to ſhew how the tacedomians got Syria, and raigned there 
befoze the A. manes. Foz Alexander the King had Syria beyonde 
Perſia, and was king of al p he won. When Alexander was dead, 
leauing childꝛen, one very pong, another in his mothers womb, 
the Macedonians fo2 the loue of Phils houſe, choſe AÆrideus to be 
their king, that was Alexanders bꝛother, although he was thou⸗ 
ghte not to be wel in his minde, calling hym Philip in ſteade of 
Aridew, Alexanders thildzen being pet with tutoꝛs, t the mo- 
ther with child diligently kept. The friends diuided the nations. 
t Perdiccas was Þ diuider, vnder king Philiy. And the kings being

Anrigonm was pꝛince of Phryzie ,Tycia. & Pams 
philia, being left ouerſeer of all A ſia, ol Antipater, when he ſailed 
into Europe, to make warre vppon Eu wenes, that was Pzince of 
Cappadocia being iudged to be an enim of the A acedinians, he fled 
and got Media foz himſelfe. But Antigonus followed and killed 
hym, and pꝛoceeding, was royally receyued of Scleuem pꝛince of 
Babilon. But when geleucus had puniſhed one of the Captains, 
not made Ant genus of counſell, being pꝛeſent, he was angrye, 
and called him to accompte both of money and ſubſtaunce. Hee 
beyng to weake fo Antig nus, fledde to Ptel-mie into Egypr. 
Antigenus ſtraight after the fleepng of geleucus, remoued 3/1297 
ra from his office, that ruled in eſepꝛtamia, bicaule he furthered 
geleucus in his departure, and toke to himlelfe Babilon, Meſopotas 
mia, ànd other nations of the Medeans to Helleſpont. Antipater be- 
ing deade, he was by and by ſuſpe cted to al the other pꝛouinces, 
hauing ſo much land. Therfoꝛe by the perſuaſion chicfive of 5e- 
leucus, Prelomie, and Syſimacus Pꝛinte of Thracia, and Caſſander, ſon 
to Antipater and ruler of a7acedonra after his father, they confe- 
derated togither, and ſent a common Amballage, requiring hym 
to diuide the lande and monep, that hee had gatte, among them 
and the other 2 acedon:ans that had loſte their pꝛouinces. 
Antigeras laughing at the matter, they made a common war 
againſte him. He pꝛepared agapuſte them, and thꝛewe oute al 
the garriſons that Pte ie had in Syria, and ſeyzed to himſelke, 
Phænitia and Cel. ſyria that pet obeyed Prolomie , Then he wente

The Douthſapers tolde & 
faiſe houre, bycanſethey would not have that woꝛke to pꝛoſper, 
und veleucus ſate in his tente, taxrping fo2 the houre, when the 
armic of themſelues, on a ſuddapne, hauing tarried with iience 
fe thehoure that Scleucus àppoynted, beganne the woꝛke at 
the happie hours in drede, thinking ſome man had commaun⸗ 
ed them, and wrought fo vehemently , as na Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion coulde call them backe, tyli: they hadde made an 
ende. 

Selen tus being very ſoꝛy, aſked. the an 
: ould 
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Houlde become of this Citie ; they crauing pardon ſapde: 

O king, the deſtinie that is appointed, be it god oz badde, 
neyther man noꝛ Cittie can auopde. Foz there is a deſtinie of 
Cities, as well as of men. And this Citie thal be of moſte long 
continuaunce by the appointment of God, being begon at this 
houre. Me, fearing this building would haue bene a bꝛydle to 
vs, went about to put by the deſtinie: but that is of greter fozte 
than eyther the ſubtiltie of the Swthſayers, oꝛʒ the ignozance of 
the king: Foꝛ god gaue the happy time to the army, and by that 
onlp, vou map learne, and thinke we can not nowe deceiue pou. 
Foz thou the king diddeſt ſet with thyne armye , and thy ſelfe 


diddeſt commaund they ſhouid tarry. And where they haue al-. 
wapes bin moft obedient to thee in perils and paines, they could 


not now holde noꝛ ſtap at thy commaundement, but went to it, 
not by partes, but altogither with their captaynes as they had 
bincommaunded,and they were commaunded in derd, koꝛ when 
thou commaundedſt to the contrarye,they would not heare it: 
what is there then greater among men,than a king, but God, 
who is the ruler ofthy will, and thy guide of this citie in ſfeade xi 
ok vs, and being offeded with vs, and al our nation here about, 
foz how can our things ſtande, when a ſtronger generation ri⸗ 
ſeth vpon vs? This citie ſhall be happp, mighty, and long conti- 
nuing. Confirme thy pardon to vs, that haue erred foz feare of 
theloſſc of our pꝛiuate gods. When the wiſeme had ſayd thus, 
Seleucus was glad and pardoned them. And this muche haue A 
learned of Selexc:a. es 

geleutus being aliue, made his ſonne king of all the high 
landes. And although this may appeare a pꝛincelp and ropall 
ace, pet moze pꝛincely and moderate was the taking of hys 
ſonnes loue, and the tempering of the affection therof. 

An tiochus loued Srratonica wife to Selencus and mother in 
lawe to hym, and had bozne a childe to Seleucus. Lntrr9chus be? 
ing aſhamed of this ſtraunge paſſion, neyther p2oſecuted ſo e- 
uill a thing, noꝛ vttered it, but was ſicke, pyning away, e glad- 
ly pꝛocured his own death. 5

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The notable phiſition Eraſtratus, ofcounſell wyth Seleucw in 
moſte waightye affaires, coulde not conicaure the diſeaſe, till 
he had perceyued that his body was ſounde in all partes, then 
he iudged the diſeaſe to be of the minde, by the loue oz affegi⸗ 
on ol the whiche, the body is aflliged. Hoꝛrow anger, and care, 


be commonlp diſcouered, but loue is kepte ſecreate in a modeſt 


mpade , Ok the whiche , Antiochus woulde vtter nothing to 
hym, thoughe he vſed all gentle meanes to learne it ſecretly. He 
ſate by him and obſerued all the mutations of hys bodpe, howe 
they ſtode when any came in, and finding that at all other hys 
body was quiet and \eble in like ſozte. But when $:r«:e»:ca the 
Greate came in, to ſee him, his minde was vered with ſhame⸗ 
faſtnefſe and conſcience, and he then moſte diſquiet and ſilent, 
and his pulſes of it ſelfe, moꝛe liuely and mouing, and when ſhe 
was gone, feeble againe. The Phiſition therefo2e tolde Seleurm 
that his ſonne was ſicke of an incurable diſeale.

A milchar Admirall of Carthage, with an hundzed ſhippes 
came vppon the nauy of $£:#p:o, thinking to deffroye it in his ab⸗ 
ſence, hoping eafily to take twenty gallies with an hundzed.

Tue Peres, PACE, that their kepers led them away: and this was the firſt 
erouble the enterpꝛiſe with the Elephants at the wings of the army, but in 
Rowazcsfote* the midde battel of the Romaines, they trode downe the fote- 
: me, being vnacquainted with this fight,and ſo heauy harniſed, 
Scipio leauetn that they could hardly giue place,o2 goe fozewarde, tyll $c:p1o 
Rene bzonghte fozth the 7ca!i4n hozſemenne that were placed be⸗ 
Biephaves. Hynde, and with them the ſhotte, commanndyng them to leaue 
their hozſes that were afrapde,andto goe aboute and ſhote at 
the Elephants. He was the firſt that alighted, and wounded the 

Elephant that came afoze. 

The other ſouldiours encouraged therbp, and hurtyng the 
beaſtes, made them alſo to gs out of the battel. The ſighte be- 
ing cleared of the beaſts, and nowꝛ only of men and hoꝛſes, the 
right wing ok the Komaines whpche Telius ledde, putte to 
flighte the Nmidiaus that were agaynſte them, when 7 

Maſiniſſa vo- ſiniſſa had wounded 474{@»ch4 their pzince, and Annibal com- 
geth A HHba. ming quickly vnto them, ſette them againe to fight. 

The left battayle. whyche octauus gouerned, had very much 
adoe with their ennimies, the French and Z:g1r1a»s, 

Scipio ſente I hermus to helpe them wpth choyſe men. AÆTn- 
viball, hauing t apde his lefte battayle, roade to the L1g1riens 
and Frenchmen, bꝛynging another bande of Z. Hant and Car- 

„ theginiens , Whiche when 5cp:- ſawe, he came againlte them 
Eagles. aui ith another band. 
When theſe two moſte noble captaines dyd thus contend, 
there was euidente emulation and care on both ſides , no dili⸗ 
gence was lefte on eyther parte: the laboure was no ſhar⸗ 
per, than their exhoꝛtations were vehement. The fightbepng 
long doubtfull, and the Captaines hauing pittie of their wea« | 
ry ſouldiours, coupled togither, that by them, the ende mighte 
be the ſboꝛter. They th;ew one at another, cpi hytte —_— 
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Lis ſh ield e, Annibal ſtroke Scipio Yole, and the Hozſe, fox 
the wounde, ouerthꝛewe si. He was mounted agapne, 
and thꝛew at Annibal, but miſſed him, and hurt the Hoꝛzſe was 
next him. 

Maſimſa vnderftanding, tame thyther, and the Romapnes 
ſeing they2 Capitapne fighting lpke a Souldiour, toke the 
moꝛe courage agaynſt their enimies, and putte them backe, 
and chaſed them, Anniball ryding aboute in vaine, pzay- 
ing them to ſtape, and perlwading them to turne agayne 


to the ſight. | 
Annibal being in greate doubte, bꝛoughte the 7calians

gently from the chaſc, and put themſelues againe in oꝛder foz 
the ſighte. owe hauing no {o2ſe , and their ſhotte be⸗ 
ing ſpent,they fought togyther with their blades. Great was 
the laughter , and manpe were the woundes and the grones 
of them that fell, and the ſhoutes of them that dyd kpyll, 
tyll the Romaynes putte them backe and made them flye 
alſo. 

Then was the vico2ye euident , Aunilal ſeeing the 
Numidian Youſemen ſtande ſtyl, ranne to them, and pzay- 
ed them not to foꝛſake hym, whom when he had perſwaded, he 
bꝛought them againſt them that chaſed, thinking to do a nota⸗ 
ble feate againe.

| did reſiſt, and were grieued , that the rulers ſhould take away 
their cone foꝛ the Romanes, in their famine, and giue it them 
in feade of Citizens, during the truce . They ſtode aboute e⸗ 


uerpof them, and thzcatned to burne their houſes , and ag 
them 
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them. 
In the ende knowing that Anibal hadde gathered ſire thou⸗ 


ſand fotemen, and flue hundꝛed hozſemen, ſtaying at a Citie na⸗ 
med r hma, they called him to be of countell in theſe matters. 
He came, and the ſober ſozte being akraide, that he, being a man 
of warre, woulde haue ſtirred the people. He perlwadeb verye 
grauely to receiue the peace. The people outragioully ſpake cz 
uill of him, and thꝛeatned all, till the noble men fledde, lome to 
A ſeiniſſa, and ſome to the Romanes willingly , delpapzing of 
the Titie. The Carthagintans vnderſtaͤnding that Aunibal hadde 
gathered coꝛne plentifullpg into a Stoꝛe houſe, they made 
muche adoc foz it, tyll they gote it, and diuided it among 
them. 

In this meane time, was newes come to eme, of the newe 
peace, that cp: had made with them of Carthage. And the mat⸗ 
ter being debated in the Senate houſe, one of the Senatoures

no armp of vs, did gette one himſelfe, and hathe pꝛomoted vs ſo, 
farre as we could not hope. Therefoꝛe it is to be wondered, that, 
pou that were ſo faint at the beginning in the warre, are nowe , 
ſs earneſt and vehement. Nowe if any man thinketh all to ber, 
well, and yet feareth that the Cr j will bzeake thys , 
league, it is nowe moſte like they wyll kepe the peace, being, 
fo ofte afflicted foꝛ bzeaking of it, and that hencefozth they will, 
ke&epe Juſtice better, beyng fallenon the knee, by vnrighteoul- , 
nelle. Jt is not a like counſell, nowe to deipiſe the Corthagine- , 
ans, As of no power, and againe to feate, that they might rebell.,

The Carthaginians, with fine and twenty thouſarte fotemen 
and ſour hundꝛed hoꝛſemen of the Citie,the ruler of ppzouif; 
on being Captaine, made warre againſt aſ/;, and encam- 
ping nigh A/aſi- & S, Captgines of 314/%//e , contendyng 
with the kings childzen,fledde from him, and ledde awape ſire 
thouſand. A aruba encouraged by this, camped nearer Maſf- 
niſſa, and in the ſkirmiſhes had the better. 1 fin to decepus 
him, went backe by little and little, as though he had fledde, vn- 
till he had bzought him into a deſart field ful of hils and rocks, 
and voyde of victual. Thenhe turned and camped in the playn, 
and Aſdrubal ranne to the hils as the moze ſurer, and then en⸗ 
tended to tome the next day to fight. Tg 

Scipio the yonger that afterwarde toke Certhage, ſeruing vn⸗ 
der Lucullus in Celtiberia, came to , to deſire him to ſend 
Elephants, Aaſniſſi pꝛeparing his body foz the fight againſts 
the next daye, lente hoꝛſemen to receiue him and diuerſe of his 
ſonnes. He, by bꝛeake of dap, oꝛdered his armp being. xxx viij. 
peares of age, ryding yet very ſtrongly, and leaping vppon the 
bare hoꝛſe, as the manner is of the Namidians, being a god cap⸗ 
taine, and a fighting ſouldiour. ; 

The Numidians be molt ſtrong, and among them that line 
long, of moſte long life. The cauſe is peraduenture, that they 
haue no ſharpe winter, by the which euery thing is deffroped, 

noꝛ the ſommer lo hotte as the Setbiopians and Indians, there: 
foꝛe this region bꝛingeth foꝛth moſte ſtrong beaſtes, and the 
men be alwayes in the apꝛe and in laboure, they dzinke little 
wine, and their diet is very ſimple and thinne. | 

Afaßiniſa on hoꝛſebacke, direaed hys armpe, and A/ 
drubal bought his people, which were very manpe, againſte 
him, foꝛ manye were come to hym ont of the Countrep. 

Scipio behelde the fighte from an hyghe place, as from a 


Theatre. He was wont to ſay that he had ſerne manpe fieldes,

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but neuer none with futhe pleaſt arc, fo2 he alone without care 
ſawe a hundꝛed and tenne'thouſande menne fighting togy⸗ 
ther,and he layde that only two beſide him, had ſcene the lyke 
warte at 77oy.

This fight continuedfrom mozning till night,and after manp 
flapne on both ſides, » aſ#n:fi ſeemed to haue the better, Scipio 
met with him as he returned, and reiopced with him: he rece p⸗ 
ued him as an auntient friende,and ſhewed him all pleaſure be 
coulde.

and to giue him two hundꝛed talents of ſiluer pzeſentlye , and 
eight hundꝛed in time: and when he deſired the outlawes | to be 
reſtoꝛed, they toulde not abyde to heare it.

Tye kamine conſumed A/druba/ and the carth ginians who 
were ſo weake in bodie, that they could not foꝛte the enimie.

this warre, ive condemned the offendours of him bp pzoclamas 
tion, and ſcent Ambaſſadoures to pou, that myght purge vs, and 
others after that, with ful power to make peace, as pou would. 
What nedeth then, ſhips, and naup,and army againſte menne, 
not only confelſing to haue offended, but peelding themlelues 
vato-you 2 That we meant no deceite to pou, noz refule to 
ſuffer anye paine that peu woulde put vppon vs, it appeareth 
plainelpe, when we ſent our beſt childzen in pledges to pou, as 
pon required, and that within. xxx.dapes, as the decree comman⸗ 
dod. The tenoz of whiche decree is, that if we deliuer oure pled⸗ 
ges:that Carthage ſhould be fre, and of it ſelfe,and enioy the land 
we haue. Thus ſaid the Embaſladoꝛs. Then Cenſorinu ſtode vp 
and ſaid; What neede we ſhew the cauſcs of war to you (O Car- 
thaginans)(eding Ambaſſadozs to Ame, and learning that of the 
Senate: what pe ſayde vntrulp of vs, that J will repꝛoue. Foz 
the decree is manifeſt, and we ſaide bekoze vnto you in $:c:/e, 
when we receiued youre pledges, that pou ſhould haue the reſte 
of oure tommaundements at Vtica. Foz the choice and ſpedpe 
bꝛinging of pour pledges, we pꝛaiſe you. Whatnedcth armour 
to them that kepe peace purely? Deliuer all poute publike and 
pꝛiuate armoure that euervy man hathe: Bꝛing to vs youre ſhot 
and munition. Thus he ſaide. The Ambaſſadonres laide, that 
they wonlde obey thys alſo,but were afraid, that A ſdrubil bee- 
ing condemned by pzoclamation,and leading. rr. M. men, and en⸗ 
camping at carthage, woulde reſiſt it. The Coniulls ſaide, that | 
the Romanes would ſee to that. Zhen thep pꝛomiſed to deliuer 
this alſo : There was ſent with them Cornel1us Scipio Nuſica, and 
Cnew Cornelius Niſpalus they bꝛought foꝛth. ij. C. M. harneſſes, 
arrowes,t darts an infinite number, + llings that thzew headed 
arrows, and ſtones 2000. The ſight ofthis cariage was faire 
t ſteange, ſo many wagons being carried of the eniznies. The 
AmbaCadours folowed them, and the beſt of the auntient ſoꝛ te 
in the Citie, the pꝛieſts and other of eſtimation, and all to moue 
the Tonſuls to chaunge, oꝛ to mercy. Being bꝛoughte with that 
ozder to the Conſulls , cenſerinusthat was moze eloquent than 
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bis fellowe,ſtwde vp, and with a ſeuere tountenaunce, ſaid thus: , 
We pꝛaiſe you of Carthage foꝛ your obedience, and readineſſe in, 7 he e. 
delivering both your pledges and your armour, To men in ne⸗ „ dea to forſake 
ceſlitie,ſhozte ſpeche behoueth. Fozſake pou Cor hage,and dwel , OI 
where you wil, four ſcoze furlongs from the ſca, foꝛ we be deter- » 
mined to deface Carthage. Uhiles he was ſaping thys,they held, 
vp theic hands with a cric to the heaucns, and called vppon the 
Goddes, as men decepued, and wiſhed all euils vppon the Uo⸗ 
manes, as me that would die, oz were beſide themſelues, oꝛ pꝛo⸗ 
uoke the Romanes into hate of the E mbaſſadoꝛs. They ſel vp⸗ 
on the earthe, and with their hands and heads dit beate it, ſome 
toze their garments, and de filed their bodies, as dꝛiuen befide 
themlelucs. hen the paſſion was paſte, a great ſilence anv a⸗ 
ſtoniſhmẽt appeared, as though they had bin dead. The &Komanes 
were amazed, and the Conſulls kne w they were ſtricken wyth 
the ſtrange commandement,zx wold be in that paſſion foz a time, $o43ine passion 
perceiuing very well, that greateſt gricfs doe ſtrike moſt vehe⸗ 
— at the firſt, but in time, netellitie cauſeth boldneſſe to o⸗ 
ep. 
Thus were the carthaginians aſflicted , and with their filence 
feeling greater matter, they ceaſed their dildainekulneſſe, e fel to 
weeping and lamenting themſelues, and their childꝛen, and their 
wiues by name, and their Country, as though it hadve hearde 
them, as a man, ſpeaking many lamentable things. The pꝛieſts 
called vppon their holy things, and their Gods, as thoughe they 
had bin pꝛeſent, laying their deſtruction vppen them. There 
was a confuſed and miſcrable mourning of them that bzcughte 
both publique and pꝛiuate things, that it made the Remayres 
themſelues to wepe . The Conlulls were alſo ſtricken wyth 
ſuche humaine mutation, and with ſeucre manner abode the ful- 
neſſe of the matter, 
When they had ceaſed weeping, they waxed ſilent again, con⸗ 
ſidering that their city was naked and vnarmed, having neither 
ſhip, (woꝛd, dart, noꝛ engine, noꝛ me ſufficient to refiſf.l.P.being 
deſtroped of late: ſtraungers ayde had they none, noꝛ friend, noꝛ 
confederate, noꝛ tyme. Their enimies had all, their _—_ en, 
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their armour, their land, and came armed againfe their Cifſe 

with Dhyppes, fotmen, engines and hoꝛſe. 1 another e 

nunhe, was at their ſiors. They refrained frem rage and chol⸗ 

ler, as nothing p2ofiting in cafamities . Thep turned againe to 

reals. Ano 441» that is called cz, obtaining licence to peak, 

laid thus: |

Some of the ambaſſadours fledde in the wape, the moꝛe parte 
wente on with ſilence. Thec arthaginians licking foꝛ the ambaſ- 
ſadours comming on the wals, were troubled with their tarri⸗ pie in 
aunce. and ſome toꝛe their hcare, ſome woulde not tarry, but cat the 
went to mate them, ſo deſũirous to learne the trueth. When 7,05... 
they ſawe them heaupe, they ſtroke their kaces, and did aſke 
ſome, of them al, ſome ot their friends and ac quaintaunce, and 
when ther had ſalutebthem, und aſked them, and had none an. 
{were , they lamented, as in an cutdent diſtrudion: and ſome 
that heard them krom the wals, lamented with them, not kno⸗ 
wing any thing. as in a manifeſt and gret aduerſitie. At the ens 
try of the gates, thep had almoſt th2uft one another to death, x 
almoſte toꝛne the ambaſſatd ours in pieces, but that this ſaued 
them, that they muſt fir ſt ſpeake with the Senioꝛs. Scmeleſt 
them, and ſome went on with them, delircus to know with the 
ſonclf. T hen they were cntred the Senate houſe, the Seni⸗- 
oꝛs tommaunded the other te auoyde, and they onely remap⸗ 
ned, the people ſtode without. The Amballadoure ſhewed the 
tom maundement ofthe Conluls. The Scnate crye cut, the 
pec ple without did the like. The amba ſſadours ſhc wing kur⸗ 
ther what they had alleaged to the contrarp, and what p2oyers 
they had made to ſende ambaſſadenrs to me, the Senate was 
in a deepe ſilence again. abyd ing to heare the erde, and the peo⸗ 
ple was in ſilence aiſo, but when they heard, they might not fed

Thefertes of men without reaſon,as theminifters of Bacchus be wont, which 
mevved by they ſape, ſhewe their madnes in diuerſe maners.Some weile 
euncsforrhe | angry with the Senatours, which wer the cauic whp the pled⸗ 
differ lutle from gles Were lent,. and ſpopled and toze them, as authours of the 
vad folke. detept:ſome foꝛ letting the armoz go: ſome miſſuſed the amba⸗ 
ſadours, as tellers of euil newes, and dꝛagged them aboute the 

Tue tage of tue Title, Some toꝛmented the / talians that were yet there, the 
8 caſe being ſodayne and not pzoclaymed, ſund2y wapes, ſaying 
* they were reuenged of their pledgies and armour, The Cittie 
was full of anger, feare, and thzeates, In the way, they called 

vpon their beſt beloued things, they fledde into the temples, as 

to Sanctuaries, they rcuiled their goddes that coulde not helpe 

them. Other went to the armaries, and cryed when they found 

them empty. Some went into the Arſenals and lamented their 

ſchippes, as giuen to men without fapth, and called ſome of the 

Elephants by name, as they had bene pꝛeſente: ſome rebuked 

their aunceſtours and thẽ ſelues, that ſhould neither haue giuen 

ſhippes, rentes, noꝛ armour , but had dyed wyth their armed 

Cauntrep. And the mothers of the pledgies, did moſte moue 

them to rage, which, like vnto tragical Furies, ranne to cuery 
man with ſhꝛpking, and obiccted the deliuerie of their childzen, 

and their ſpeaking againſt it, and tolde them, God did puniſhe 

them, koʒ their childꝛen. A few, that were ſobcr,ſhut the gates, 

and filled the walles full of ſtones in ſteade of other weapons. 

Cartbigedeter. The Senate decreed warre that day, and gaue libertie to bond 
to defence, men.

and gathered viaualles by partes, as the time did ſerue: e⸗ | 
uerye daye they made a hund2ed ſhieldes, th2@ hundered i 
ſwoꝛdes, and a thouſand arrowes to ſhote,fine hundzed ſpeares nden 
and pykes,and as many bowes and ſlinges as they tould. The c. 
women ſhaued their haire to make ſtrings foz them, bycauſe 
they wanted other matter, and continued in thys p2ouiſion,

Now was u ſiniſa angry & greuouſly offended with the R. 27 fil 
manes, h he bzinging the carthagies foꝛte vpo their knees now he offended. 
. ſaw other run foꝛ the title, and came to the thing, not makyng 
him pꝛiuy as they were wont to do in other wars. The Con⸗ ** 
ſuls likewiſe, hadde him in ſome lulpition, and ſent to him foꝛ J. url ene

There was re- 
ceptes foꝛ men, twentie thouſand a fate , and foure thouſande 
on Bozſe : ſo greate p2onjfion of warre, was appointed to be 
placed in the walles only. One noks about the narow part, did 
bow from the wall to the poztes, which was only weake and 
lowe, not regarded at the beginning.

to receiue two hundered # twentie ſhips, and Cellers foꝛ pꝛe⸗ 


paration of ſhippes and gallies furnſture: two piltters of 102747 
faſhion, ſtode befoze euerv pozte of ſhippes,like a gallerp inthe 
ſight of them that paſſed by the Jland and the pozt. In the Jle 
was the ſtoꝛe foꝛ the admiral, tra whece the Trumpeter muff 
giue warning, and the trier tel the time, and the Admirall ſee 
abꝛoad. The Jland was right againſt them that ſapled,dzawn 
a great length, that the Admirall might ſer all in the ſea, and 
they that ſayled by, ſhould not ſee the places of the poꝛtes pers 
fectlv.Meyther coutd the Merchaunts in their poꝛt.ſe the ſfoꝛe 
fo the ſhippes Fo2 a double wall was (ſet about them, «4 gates 
did ieceiue the Perchaunts to go into the Citie, not paſſing by

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the ſtozchoules of the ſhippes, At that time thus ſtode the Ci⸗ 
tie of Carchage, 

The Conſuls diuided their vulinelle and came againft their 
enimics. 41 anliu, fx om the lande, againſte the necke, to fl the 
ditch, to beate down the little wal, and ſo to appꝛoch to the high 
walles, cenſorinus hꝛought ladders both from the lande and the 
ſhippes, againſt the part of the bo wing wall. They both made 
little accompte, as of tnarmed men: tyll they founde them to 
haue new armour, and great courage, at the wounder of the 
whiche, they gaue backe, and at the beginning fayled of thepz 
purpoſe, thinking to get the Citie without any fighte, The ſe- 


- conde time attempting, and againe reieced, the courage of the 


Carthagies encreaſed, The Conſuls being afrayde of A /drubal!, 
which had his campe at their backe not far off, at the pole, de- 
fenſed both their campes. Cenſorinus, at the Pole, vnder the 
walles of the Citie, r anlius, in the necke, the way to the lande. 
And thus their camps being made ſtrong, Cenſerinus with his, 
palled the Pole, foz ſtuffe to make engines, where hee left fine 
hundered wozkemen, and much armoure, mile the generall 
of the hoꝛſe of Carthage, comming ſodapnely vppon hym, who 
was ſurnamed ?hameas, Yet getting matter, he made engines 
and ladders, and agayne they both gaue aſſault, and were re- 
ulſed. | 
l Manlius beginning a little, and hardly bꝛeaking any part of 
the wall, dilpayꝛed and left it off. Cenſerinus filling a trenche 


next the narrow earth at the Pole, to make it the moze paſſa- 
ble, bꝛought two greate engines that caried rammes , the one 


was heaued with ſire thouſand fotemen, the Colonels guiding 
it, the other of the Mariners by the conduct of the Admiralles, 
And contention being which ſhoald doe beſt, both ofthe Capt 
taines and ſouldiours, a piece of the wall was thzowen down, 
and they might ſe into the Cittie.

the camp. being aParlhall at that time, ſtaped, æ diuiding his bands into 
mann partes, and ſtanding a diſtaunce from the wal, would not 
let anye of his to enter the Citie, but receyued them that were 
dꝛiuen out by the C arthaginians, and ſaued them. And this was 
In tis place isa the beginning of his gloꝛie, appearing moze wiſe thanthe Cõ⸗ 
vrant of text. ſul. The army of cenſerinus Was ſicke, lying at the Fenne ful of 
ffanding and coꝛrupt water, c not receiuing winde from p lea, 
bicauſe of the high wals.DTherfoze cen ſerinus remoued into the 


_ fea. 

Summe puts  Thecarthaginians, whe p winde blew toward the Romanes, 

1 filled their boates with flare and bꝛuſhe, within the wals, that 
the enimyes ſhould not ſee it from the ſhippes, and when they 
came fozth and ſhould be ſeene, they lapd on ſulphure and pitch, 
and then ſet vp ſayle, and thzew fire into the veſſels, the which 
being carried with the winde p blewe luffily; ints the Romane 
nauye , ſette the ſhippes on fire and almoſt burned them all. 

Not long after, Cen/0r:n« went to Rome fog the election. 

The Carchagies were the bolder vppon Manlius, and in the 
night ſome armed and ſame vnarmed carying bꝛidges, aſſaul- 
ted the next trenche of 4c«»/:9, and beganne to pull downe the 
rampire. 

The ſouldiours within beyng troubled in the nighte time, 
£c1p0 came with his hoꝛſemen by a contrarpe parte, where no | 
enimies were,andfeared the Carthagies,whenhe was comming 
vponthem, and they retired into the Citie. 10 
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Jn this fight the ſouldiours diſoꝛdered by night, 5:p-0 was 
thought to haue ſaued them vnce againe very nobly, and t an- 
liu kepte his campe moꝛe ſure, making a wall where the ram⸗ 
pire was, and erecting a tower towarde the ſca, foz the ſhippes 
that bꝛought him vicual, Then turning to the lande with ten 
thouſande fotemenne; and two thouſande hozſe, he waſted the 
countrey,gathering wode, coꝛne and viauall, and one Tribune 
after another, did ſerue the turne , Phame as the Captaine of ths 
hoꝛſemen, being pong, and deſirous to fight and vſing little and 
light hoꝛſes, that were fedde with gralſe, when they had none 
other, and to ſuffer hunger and thirſte, when nerde was, kee- 
ping ſecret in vallies and wods, whe he ſaw the negligẽt, tame 
foꝛth of the ſodayn, like an Eagle, and when he had ſpopled, he 
retired, but whe Sci cõmaunded ) armp, he wold not apeare. 

Fo2 Scipio led his people cuer in oꝛder, the hoꝛſemen keeping 
on hoꝛſebacke, and in his raunging, woulde not diſſolue hys 
oꝛder, befoꝛe he had beſet the fteld which he would ſpople, with 
hoꝛſemen and armed fotemen. And he roade about with other 
bandes, and kepte in the foꝛagers that lcfte their companie,oz 
went out of the compaſſe. Therſoze Phameas wold not come vbp- 
on him. And this being often done. /i had great gloꝛye. The 
other Captaynes enuping.gaue out, that there was friendſhip 
betwern the aunceſtours of-hamc,and the grandfather of this 
Selpis. The 2:1byans that fledde into towers and foztes,that were 
many in 5 country, the other Tribunes would couenaunt with 
them to depart, x aſſaile the as they went, but g would ſend 
them home. Therfoꝛe there was ſuch a fame of his valiãtneſſe 
and faith, as they would not truſt, except Sci gane his woꝛd, 
ſo as he was honoured both of his own r ot his enimies. Com- 


ming from foꝛaging, the £:5yans aſſaulted the caſtle ot the nauy, 


in the night: the cõfuſton being great, by the elcries p the Car- 
thagies made, ts cauſe p moꝛe terro2, 373/15 kept his me within, 
not knowing the matter. 5cp:o takyng two bandes of hozſe- 
men, came fo2th with burning lightes, commaunding his men 
not to fight, bycauſe of the darke, but onely to run about wyth 
the fre, to ſæme d moze,xafrap the tnimp.ſo as the Carthaginias 

kk. g. being 
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being made afrapde both wayes, fledde into the citie, Thys al- 
ſo redounded muche to Sci his glozite - UWherefoze he was 


well ſpoken of by euerie man, and thought a wozthy ſonne, of 


Paulus that conquered Macedonie,and of the Scipios J into whoſe 
family he was adopted. 

Aanliu going to Neyheris againſt A ſdrubaſ, Scipis was not 
contente,ſ&eing al woddes and hylly places, and the high places 
gotten bekoꝛe:and as thep were thz& furlongs from A ſarubal, 
and coming to a river muſt afcend to A ſdrubal, he ſtayd then, 
and counſelled him to retire, and that another time and pollicie 
ſhould be moꝛe fitte to match with A ſdrubal. The other Tri- 
bunes ſpeaking againſt him foꝛ enuy and malice, nat thinking 
it god counſell to giue place in the ſight of the enimpe, where- 
by they might contemne them and ſet vpon them as flying, hee 
ag aine deſired them , to put their campe on the hyther ſide of 
the riuer, that if thep were put to it, they might haue a place to 
reſozte, where as nowe they hadde none, wherevnto they 
might flye. They laughed at this, and one thzeatned to caſte 
away his ſwo2de, if not Aanlius, but gcipis did rule, Therefoꝛe 
Manlius went on, not verpe ſkilfull in the warre. Aſdruball 

encountred with him, and there was greate llaughter on both 
ſides. Then Aſdruball ranne into a caſtle where was no peril, 
and wayted to ſet on them as they wente, who repenting that 
they had done hep retired to the floud in oder, but the floud be- 
ing hard to paſſe , bycauſe of fewe fo2dcs and painful, they 
wer foꝛced to bzeak their oꝛder. Whych, when A ſdrulul ſaw, 
be came downe mankullp, and killed many, that did not reſiſte, 
but fledde, and thꝛer of the Captaines were ſlaine, that bꝛought 
the army to that conflicte, But $c:p:« with thꝛer hundꝛed hoꝛſe⸗ 
men that he had, and as manye as he coulde get togither, di⸗ 
uided into th2zee companies, gaue charge vpon the enimie with 
greate vehemence , by poꝛtions darting at them, and rety- 
ring then vppon them, and agapne returning. Foꝛ ſo he tolde 
them, that halfe of them ſhould afaple the enimies, and thꝛow 
their dartes, as being in a cirtle. This being elt done, and the 
Ziſyuns without any ſtape, being ſhotte at continuallpe, and all 
turning

turning vppon 6, the other had the lefſe trouble to paſſe the 
riuer. And Sci rode after them, being ſtroke at verpe ſoꝛe. 
Four e companies at the beginning ol the frap being put from 
the floude by the e nimies, ranne to an hill, where 4 /4r444/ be- 
ſieged them, vnknowne to the Romanes, till they ſtayed. TMhen 
they knewe it, ſome thoughte god to goe their wape and not to 
aduenture many foꝛ a fewe . Fciyis tolde them, that befoꝛe a 
matter is begonne, god counſell muſte be hadde, but ſo manye Coun'«!ivetore 
menne and enſignes being in daunger, the vttermoſte boldenelle 
muſte be vſed. He choſe certaine troupes of hoꝛſemen, and ſaio 
he would returne with them, oꝛ gladlp die with tem. He toke 
with him two dayes vicuall, and ſtreight went koꝛth, all the ar- 
my being afraide, leaſt he alſo ſhoulde periſh. When he came to 
the hill where they were beſieged, he with great ſpeede twke an 
other hill ouer⸗againſte it, diuided by a little valley. Then the 
Zibyans didde giue an hote charge vpon them that were beſizged, 
thinking sci coulde not ſuccoure them, being in ſo long a ioꝛ⸗ 
ney. But he ſeeing the bottomes of the hills compaſſing the val- 
lep, did not omit the octaſton, but ranne and toke a place aboue 
the enimies. They beyng now beſet rounde aboute, fled with⸗ 
out oꝛder, Sciyis ſuffering them to go freelp, bycauſe they were 
à great deale moꝛe than he. 

Thus Scipis ſaued theſe alſo, that were in deſperation, When may 4 
the army lawe him come a karre off, beyng ſaued beyond hope, in dzunger. 
and hauing ſaued the other, they made great retopce, and thou⸗ 
ghte God wꝛought with him, as he did with his Grandfather, _— 3 
that ſeemed to knowe what was to come. Manlius led his atmp 0. 
to the Cittie againe, putting great faulte in them that woulde 
not obey Scipio, when he counſelled to retire with the army, All __ _ 
were muche grieued, that they that were killed, laye vnburited, en — 
ſpecially the Tribunes . Therfoꝛe cio loſed a pꝛiſoner, and doures. 
ſent him to Alrubal, pꝛaying him to bury the Tribunes . Þe 

ſought among the dead bodies, and found them by their rings of 

golde. Foz the Tribunes ok an army weare gold, and the infe- +... 

riours, y2on, Hee buried them, either as an acte of humanttie, rings ot Solde, 

and comon among warrioꝛs, oz reuerencing and ſeruing Sci 3 
ff. * ‚ glozie. 
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When the Romapnes were come from A ſdrubal, ?hamea 
troubled them, being pet afraide of their loſſe, And ſome iſſued 
cute of Carthage, and killed ſome of their tariage. 

At this time the Senate ſent certaine men to ſeꝛ the Campe, 
and to marke enery thing diligently, And A anlius and the coun- 
ſel, and the Tribunes that were left, enuy beyng now extina by 
vertue,t al the army,teſfified what ads Sci. had done fo? the, 
The which, the Ambaſſavozs at their returne, tolde the Senate 
what diligence and experience was in ci, and what godwill 
of the army was toward hin. | 

The Senate was glad of if. And bicauſe of their many loſſes, 
they ſent to una, and required him to ſend friendlye aide to 
them againſte Carthege. But he was not found of the Embaſ- 
ſado2s, Foz being decayed with age and inſirmitie, and hauing 
many bale ſonnes, to whome he had giuen much, and thꝛer law- 
full, ol divers conditiõs, he called Sc, foꝛ the àmitie that was 
betwene him and his grandfather , to be a counſeller foꝛ hys 
childzen and kinſmen. He went oute of hande, but befoꝛe be 
came , aſiniſa dying, tommaunded his childzen to obep Sci, 
as he ſhoulde take oꝛder foꝛ them. Mhich, when he had ſaide, her 
died, a man in all thinges foꝛtunate, to whome, God graunted tg 
recouer his fathers kingdom from the carthaginians and Sphax, 
and to encreaſe it from a greate parte of Mauritania by Sea, 
to the dominion of chrene by land, and cauſed a great poꝛtion to 
be inhabited. And many of the Nx midiãs that liued with hearbs, 
and vſcd na tillage, he left them with treaſures of monyand ar⸗ 
my well pꝛadiſed. Of his ennimies, hetoke 55phax pꝛiſoner 
with his own hand. Beyng the cauſe of the variance with © ar- 
lage, he leſt it weake to the emanes he hadde a body big, and 
ſtrong ok nature, to his laſte age, and tried fight till hys death, 
and woulde leape on hozſe without ſtirrops. And this may be a 
great conieaure of hys god health, foz hauing many childzen, £ 
they ſometime dying, he hadde tenne little ones, and leftc one of 
foure peares of age, when he was.900, pears olde. Thus 1 -

The Komaines were ſo amazed af the ſodapn opening of the 
3 mouth, and at ſuch a company of ſhippes, that if the Carrhagres 
Gren Suna had then ſet vpon the Romapne nauy, the men being occupied 
revy navy, and at the wall, and nepther Parinernoz other pꝛeſent to defend it, 
occaſion. they mighte haue gotten al the fame, But it was nowe come, 
Fate vnreũſtable that carthage mult periſh. They made a ſhew only, with a bolde 
countenaunce, and returned. The thirde daye after, they came 
fozth to fight, when the Romaines had their ſhippes and other 
thinges pꝛepared to reſiſte. The crie and call being made on 
The fight on both fides,and courage ſhewed both of Pariners and maiſters, 
. Carthag ies, foꝛ their liues, and the Romaines foz the full vi⸗ 
Wl >o2y, there were manp hurt and llaine on both ſides, til it was 
midde day. In this fight, the little boates of the Car:hagres, ran 
vnder the great ſhippes ſides of the Romanes, andnow brake 
at the ſtemmes, and nowe , the ſternes and the oares, and did

place and much other hurt, eaſily flying, and eaſily returning, The fighte 
chenden. being doubtfull, and toward nighte, the certhegies thoughte it

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god to retire, not as ouercome, but to pꝛepare themſelues as 


gainſt the next dap. The lmall veſſels fledde fir ſt, and Lutte the 
mouth, being altogither, ſo as the great ſhippes were put from 
the mouth, and fledde to the trenche, whiche was made fe the 
Perchaunts befoze the wall, large to recepue the packes of p 
occupiers, and a little bzap was made in this warre, that the e- 
nimies ſhould not plant in ſo playne a place, To this tienche, 
the Carthagies ſhippes fledde,foz lacke of a poꝛte, and ſfate with 
their ſtemmes againft their enimies, whom ſome reſiſted from 
the ſhippes, ſome from the trenche, and ſome krom the bꝛap. 
The Remaynes eaſilye gaue onſet vppon them, bycauſe they 
fought with ſhippes that ſtode: but their departing,fo2 the tur- 
ning of their long ſhippes, was ſlow and hurtlul, ſo as they had 
little aduauntage, foz when they turned, they wcre beaten of 
the Carthagies, | 

Fine ſhippes of the Sidents that accompanied 8% fo2 god 
will, renued the fight in this wiſe : They let kal their ancres a⸗ 
lofe off in the-ſea, and waping their longeſt Cables, being faſt 
mozed, charged their enimie, and when they had encountred 
them, ſhoꝛtning vp their Cables, retyꝛed backe, and ſo haled 
foꝛward and backetwarde , alwayes fighting with their faces 
vpen the enimie. 

The reſtok the naup, ſeeing Þ deuiſe of the 5:enrs, folowed it, 
did their enimies much hurt, night making an end. The reſt 
of the Carthage ſhippes fled into the Citie. Scie by day toke the 
trench, fo2 it was a place fitte to annop the poꝛt.Therkoꝛe bea⸗ 
ting the bꝛay with his rammes, and bꝛinging manpe engines, 
he toke part of it. The Ct hagies, althoughe they were afflyded 
with famine and diucrſe euils, they ranne vpon the Romanes 
engines in the night, not by lande, foꝛ there was no way, noꝛ by 
ſhipve, fo2 the ſea was ſhallowe, but naked, with linckes not 
light, that they ſhouldnot be ſcene a far off, They came by ſea 
where no man would haue thought, ſome fo the bꝛeaſtes was 
ded in the ſhalows, ſome wamme til they came to the engines, 
they thꝛew the fire, and were pertepued, ret eyuing much hurt, 
bytauſe they were naked, and did much by their boldneſſe, foz 
being ſtroke on the bꝛeacts and 2 22 darles and * 
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they woulde not giue place, as wilde beaſts offering themſelueg 
ta the ſtrikers, til they had ſet the artillery on kyꝛe, and dꝛ iuẽ the 
| Romanes away that kepte, them with confuſion, as there was

in armes fearing the deſperation of the enimies, who when they 
had burned the artiller ie, Wamme home againe. 
ZUhen it was dape, the canth . ginians being ſure from the en⸗ 
gines, builded vppe the foꝛe parte of the wall againe, and made 
many Towers vpon it, by a certaine diſtaunce. The Romanes 
The Cur-h-gies MATE other engines, and ere cteda trenche againlt the Towers, 
erenche gotten, Making fire woꝛke of pitche and ſulphure, and thꝛew them vpon 
denim ie. And when they had burned many ol the Towers, they 
chaſed the c arthaginians that fledde. But where the ground was 
3 ſlippery with bloud ans myꝛe, they left the chaſe of themſelues. 
gin rhe Carebe. Scipio hàuing got all the trench, compalled it with a ditch, x wyth 
£5 by iande. g Wall of ſtone, not veryeneare, no2 karre off the ennimies. 
And when the wall was vppe,he put in foure thouſand, whiche 
did not much paſle of the cnimie,thzowing dartes and weapons 
vpon them with contempt, and bicauſe they were of like heigth, 
they were fare to hit them. And thus the Sommer was ſpente. 
Winter being come, gcipio determined to take from the Carthagi- 
nians, àl the power and friends that they had by lande, and ſente 
ſome one way, and ſome another, i he himſelfe went to Neyheris 
by water, where Piegenes that faugured A ſdrubal, lay in camp, 
and ſent c. L liu thither by land. Whe they were come, they en⸗

This hapned when they triumphed of Macedonia the third time.

The Romanes baue not come to fo great domt- 
mon by foꝛtune, but by lufferaunce andmanhode incalamitie, 
A declaration Mihen craſſu had ſaide this, to encourage them, be didde not ler 
ben f maup willingly heare hym, therefaze he badde make a noiſe, the 
Whic he, be wꝛayed the faintneſſe of the army,foz they made a ſes 
ble and weake crie, whiche was anſwered of the 3arb044»5;vpth 
chearefull and bolde founde, Comming togither, the ſhotte of 
the enimies, troubled the Romanes on the ſides. The other com⸗ 
ming vppon them with their ſpeares at the face, dꝛoue them intg 
a litle ronith, yet ſome flepng death by the ſhotte, came oute to 
These. . fight at hande, to little purpoſe, being ſa diſpatched with greats 
and moꝛtall woundes, many times the charpe and long tpeares 
paling thoꝛowe hoꝛſe and man. 
Tue robin Thus the night bꝛake the battaile, they ſaying they woulde 
reste. gratifie Craſſus with one night to burp his ſonne , and to conſider 
es pede with hywſeife, whither it were better fo2.him to go to Arſaces, 
oꝛ to be led to him. They thus going ta a place nigh hande, 
were in greate hope. But the Romanes hadde an heanp nigbt, 
neither burping the deade,no2 healing the harte, ſome dying, and 
all lamenting themſelues „ foz all things appeared wrthoute: 
heipe. 

They remembzed the day woulde bang moꝛe tare: if they 
ſhoulde goc awaye in the night by thoſe huge playnes, and carry 
the hurte ſouldioures with them, it would be a lette vnto them: 
ik they lefte them behinde, they woulde crie and diſcloſe theyꝛ go⸗ 
ing away, 

And althoughe they thoughte Cra/3« to be the Authour of al 
this cuill,vet they deſired to ſc hym and heare hym ſpeake. Hee, 


was by hinelfe with his face cauered in the darke. An meu” 
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and ambition, by the which, he was not contente to be one of the 


'Chiefe & gr eteſt among many thouſands {uche as he was, but bi⸗ 
cauſe he was tudged inkerioꝛ onelp to two men, he thought hym⸗ 


ſelfe the leaſt of all. oſtauius his Legate and Cow , raiſed him, 


and badde him be of god chere. 


But when they lawe him in vtter deſperation, thep called 
the officers and captaines, ſhe wing it was no tarrping there, but 


to departe withoute ſounde of trumpe and ſecreately, whiche be- 


ing done, and the hurte men perceyuing they were koꝛzſaken, a 
great lamentat ion with ſoꝛrowtullcrie was made in the Camp, 


which ſtaide them, with trouble aud keare, as thonghe the enimie 


had come vpon them. 

Then reſting to take the wounded men, and to beſtowthem, 
and carp them, it was a lette vnto them, ſauing to thꝛ hundꝛed 
whiche Egnatius led to Carras at midnight, and ſpeaking latin to 
the watch, he willed to tel Cy nius, that was captain them of the 
garriſon:that a great ficlve was fought betwerne craſ and the 


Parthians. Moze he ſaide not, no2 they aſked what he was, and fo 


he went to the bꝛidge and ſaved his bande: pet he was euill 
thought of, bicauſe he foꝛſoke his Generall: Not withſtanding, 
that woꝛde ſpoken to Coen, did god to Craſſus. Foꝛ he thinking 


that all was not well, bicaule of the ſodaine and ſtraunge ſpeech, 


gathered his men togither, and went to merte craſis in the wap, 


und receiue dis ſouldioꝛs into the Cittie. The Parthians hearing 


the going awaye by night, did not folow them. 
Wut when daye was come, they killed them that were lefte, 


whiche were no leſſe than foure thouſande, In the playne they 


duertoke manye with their hozfemen and killed them . Foure 
bandes that Y gunteius led inthe night, loſing their wape, were 
ſtaine; not without reſiſfance, except twentie. 

They bꝛeaking thozowe with their naked (wo2des, the enni⸗ 
mies maruelling at their manhode, they ſuffred to paſſe a ſouldi⸗ 
96 marche to Carras. 

A falſe tale was tolde gurena, that craſſuas wyth the chiefe, 
was fledde , and the common ſoꝛte were recepued at c arr. e 

thinking 
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thinking the victozie was not pet gotten, Canding in doubt, and 
3 g eum coueting to learne the truthe, that eyther he might beſicge the 
gect e Cr h Clttie, 02 followe craſſus, o; let hum goe; he ſent one of his men 
that cond ſpeake both tongues, to the walls, commaunding him 
to ſpeane Latine, and to call cr 02 Caßus, and to teil them 
that S enas Woulde ſpeake with them. He doing ſo, and it being 
diolde to craſſu, the meTage was receiued. 
5 Shoztly aſter came certaine A r7«b:ans that knewe Craſſn and 
Cap1,hauing bin in their camp befoze the fight. 

They ſceing ceßuu vpon the wall, ſaide, Suren would make 
them friendes with the King, and laue them, fo they woulde de- 
parte with eſepotumia, lo; lo it were better to do, than trie the 
vttermoik, 

The deccipt of C iii ACCePting it, and requiring a timt and place foꝛ Craſſ 
$nxens, and him to meerte togither, they anſwering fo to doe, departed, 

When garena hearde this of the meſſengers, being glad that 
they were in a place as beſieged, he willed the Per / hiaus the next 
dapeto goe with a greate trie, and require, that if the Romanes 
woulde haue peace with the Parthian to ende Craſſus and Cefine 
bounde to the King. 

Thep were grieued that they were deceined , and counſelled 
Craſi to leaue the long and vaine hope of Armenia, and to ſaut 
bimſelfe, and to let none of the Carrenans knowe it. But he made

The Z«rb«r:1ans ceaſſed from the fight. Surenas with the chiefe

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Art«baſſer the Armenian king, dyſpapꝛing of the Romaines, re⸗ 
turned home with his army, albeit he was ö cauſe of the war, 
They that were beſieged, truſted vpon the Parthians ſo mache, 

as they vſed ſpitefull language. Antene, not thinking god his 
ſouldiours courage ſhoulde be aba ed, by lying pdly there, toke 
tenne legions, and thzee bandes of the guarde, and all hys 
bozſemen , and wente to fozage, thinking ſo to pꝛouoke hys 
enimies to fighte, and to deale with them oꝛderlp. Being gone 
one onelp dapes iourney, when be ſawe the Pert hian, fetching 
their compaſſe, and ſeeking to ſtoppe his waye, hr commaun⸗ 
ded the token of fight to be giuen, and the campe to be leauied, 
not as though he woulde fight, but marche. He paſſed by the 
Barbarians, who were ſette like a creſcent, commaunding the 
hoꝛſemen, that when the fotemen were ſo nigh as they mighte 
fight, that the hozſemen ſhould turne vpon them. The Parthi- 
ans did iudge the Romaines oꝛder to be better by reaſon, and 
behelde them marching wyth equall diſtaunce quietlye, and 
with ſilence, ſhaking their weapons. When the token was gi⸗ 
uen and they went on with ſhoute, the hoꝛſemen turned vppon 
the eniinie, who receyued them with defence, although they 
were within the ſhotte. But when the fotemen came with crpe 
t claſhing of armour, the hozſemen of the Parthians gaue place 
with diſozder, and fledde befoze they came to handes, Antonie 
followed the chaſe, hauing greate hope to make an ende ey⸗ 
ther of the whole warre, oz of a great part of it, when they had 
folowed the chaſe, the fotemen ſire miles, and the hozſemenne 
thzice ſo muche. 

They found no moꝛe taken but thirtie, noꝛ no moꝛe ſlayne 
but fours ſcoure , euerpe manne thinking it an harde caſe, 
that they hauing vid oꝛpe, ſhoulde kyll ſo fewe, and loſpng 
they} Engines with ſo manye , When they were ouer- 
come, thep fell intoa greate diſcourage and doubte of them- 
ſclues.

It ſhould ſeme, there was an other part of 
IHyria, that did obey the Komanes, but what the name was J can 
not tel. Fo2 Auguſtus didde not wꝛite other mens actes, but his 
owne, howe he bought them that reaoited from the Emppꝛe, to 
CTributes, and ouercame other that lined vnder their own laws: 
and laſtely how he conquered the barbarous nations, that dwell 


in the heigth of the Pountaines, that were nexte Jtalie, and vſed 


by ſtealth to moleſt it. And ſurely J maruell, that ſo manye ar⸗ 
mies paſſing from Aome ouer the Alpes, did contemne theſe na⸗ 
tions . Foꝛ Ca Ceſar ſo happy à man in warre, and leading lo 
manpe armies againſte the Celres and / berians, did likewiſe little 
paſſe of theſe nations, when he lay cuery Winter, not far from 
them, by the ſpace of tenne peares. But J thinke theſe menne, 
making haſte onely to that they purchaſed, did care foꝛ no moze, 
but fo2 paſſage ouer the Alpes. C. Cæſar being long about Celr:ca, 
thought it vnough to end that, the ciuill warre of Pompey calling 
him from the reſt. And where he ſeemed to choſe both Cee and 
Ihria, he toke rule not ot᷑ all, but of them that belonged to ß Ro- 
manes. But Ceſar Ai guſtus got al, i when he accuſed the ydlenes 
of Antonie to the Senate, he ſhewed how he had made the fierce 
nation of Þ Hrians, ſo oft rebelling, tame:he ſubdued with great 
experience, 0xcens, perthenetans, Bathiates, Taulantians, Cambians, 
Cinambrans, Merromenens, und Priſſeans.
